It is a fact that the steel in- 
dustry is feeling the erfoct of the fln- 
anciai stringency existing throughout 
the country, and the management has 
deemed it wise not t,) force its cus- 
icmors to take material at this time, 
for wiilch thej- may have dlfUcully in 
p.nying.

criminal liability. In the case of the 
Borough b,mk, ilr. Jackson said there 
is evidence also of overdrafts, forged 
papers nnd other criminal transac- 
tions, all of which win bo ijrosented 
to the grand jur.v, Of the Jenkins 
Trust Co, tlie attorney-general de- 
clares tlie records show overloans to 
the president, John Jenkins, jr,, ag- 
gregating 4557,000.

She was ar- 
rested :on' a. bigamy charge and on 
demurrer^ to, the Information she eon- 
tended hor iharriage to Clark wi,ik 
void, having- ibeen, contracted within 
the six months', -poripd prohibited by 
te. dlvorce decree, and state laws. The 
lower court 'sustained her demurrer, 
and the state- appealed. . .■ 

The supreme. .ecourt says :v.VIf the 
parties to the yictorla.; marriage had 
their domicile In this- state at the 
time tho marriage was contracted and 
'ivent to Victoria' for the purpq.w of 
evading' our laws, and thereafter re- 
turning to this state, such marriage 
Is null and void, and much a* wo re - 
gret It tho prosecution must fall. 

"If, on the other hand, the parties to 
the Victoria marriage Avere domiciled 
there at the time the marriage v/as 
obfitraoted, such marriage does not 
fall within the prohibition of our stat- 
ute and Is voUd." 

As tho record on appeal does not 
settle which of these facts applies to 
this case the supreme court reverses 
the lower court and sends the case 
buck "for further proceedings not in- 
consistent . with thia opinion." That 
Is If she can prove she really 
did not change her place of residence 
to A'ictoria and went there to bo mar- 
ried simply to avoid the law, she will 
escaiie lumlshmeut; otherwise she .will 
probably "have to face a sentence for 
bigamy.

TVe have an interesting; Interview 
this morning In regrard-' to "fishing for' 

the local market. It npptntrs that tho 
obstacle in the way of the suecessfvil 
prosecution of that industry is tlie 
;.;.^'fflcuJty \ Of. procuring bait in the 
• '^rat Instance and the high charge for 
arlish hawker's license In the socoiul 
place. There ought to bo no trnuljlo 
about rectifying latter ground of com- 
jilaliif. I'^ifty dollars ii year socnis larKC 
sum of money to pay for carrying 
around' fresh flsh from door to door. 
The bait question can, of course, only 
be handled at Ottawa undnr iircseut 
conditions. AVo do not know v,-hethi;r 
or 7iot tlic attention of tho Department 
ha.s been called directly to the handi- 
cap under which local flshormcn lab- 
or In this respect. If It has not been, 
It' ought to bo. The Colonist's Infor- 
mant says that the places where bait 
PDuld 111' taken are at the head of 
Suanich arm. In Vlctorl.1, harbor and 
lii' Esquimau harbor. There Is no lack 
of- bait there, but It Is against the 
fl9h,ery regulations to use the small 
seines with which It can he taken, tho 
reason of the regvilatlon being that 
it is desirable to preserve game tisli- 
es. The Colonist has steadily ad- 
vocated all steps really nedessary to 
conserve those streams to which ang- 
lers resort, but It can see nothing that 
is to be gained by iirotectlng sea 
trout In the localities mentioned, for 
there are no considerabli> streams 
there up which- tho fish could go to 
spawn. In our judgment, therefore, 
which may or, may not be worth much 
on such a subject, there would seem 
to bo no good reason why the taking 
of bait i« tlic places mentioned mitrht 
not bo authorized. 

It Is a most unreasonable thing that 
with flsh In pibundanbe. right before 
our doors tliey should be •• scarce 
in the market. This is really worth 
loolclng into, and if the Hoard of 
Trade or any other body is able to 
bring-' about; a better s'taty.;|8f 'things, 
It #<)uld' cpnfer.a favor' upon tbe com- 
munity- by . doing so. ; We hardly 
think it likely tTiat tlie Department of 
Fisheries would refuse to so alter its 
regulations as to permit of bait being 
taken In tho named localities. We 
know the dlfiiqulty of im^LK^ne 'an;l"J-. 
presslon upon the 'permahent head's 
of that department, hut probably a 
"little pressure from tlie right quarter 
might produce the desired results. The 
regulation which prohibits seining In 
such places might he so altered that 
the local ofllcer In charge, of "theiflsh- 
erles could exempt' froilj Us' 'opera- 
tion localities ' where' ! jtjie'. .enforce- 
ment of the existing rule doea. no ac-

A HINDU -ENTERPBISE. . 

Much is .said and written about the 
potentiality of Chinese and .Tapan- 
ese industrial competition hut the pos- 
sibility of (hindns ever becoming very 
active in this field ,.U not much. con- 
sidered. News cornea •9f .a prbjeiete'd 
enterprise, which is 'caftulated 'to (11s- 
aliir.;!-' our minds of any ideas we may 
entertain to the .>frfet that Tndi;' may 
be dUsrogarded as a producer of manu- 
factured commodities. An Interostlm? 
feature of the case Is that t.he enter- 
prise to v/hich reference 1=: now made 
is not only promiiiiMl by Tlindn..; but is 
financed by Hindu capital. It 1.^ the 
utilization of great deposits of hema- 
tite Iron ore. Tho project ows its In- 
ception- of the late Mr, .Inmsel Ji-c, 
'J'ata of Bombay, who was the fir-t 
person to establish great cotton-sp'inn- 
ing mills in the heart of the cotton- 
growing districts. Mr. Tata iurned 
his attention to Ir.in, and at tiie time 
of his death h;ui demon.'^lrated thai in 
one mass alone thei'e 1:5 fire to furnish 
' 2S0,000 tons yearly for 30 years, and in 
addition to this he acquired va'.^t 
areas, the ore-produeing riu.-illties .if 
which are i-stimatcil by m.'in.\' niillioiis 
of tons. He died a few years ago and 
loft a princely -sum for tho endowment 
of an institute of science. Hi.< sons 
have taken up the \vorl< where ho. Ifft 
IL and have organi^-cd a <'-impan.s' wilh 
a capital of $7,500,000 dollars to en- 
gage In the manufacture of iron and 
ateel. The company has aequlrcd. In 
addition to the ore deposits .an o\-ten- 
ylve coal mine and limeslime ln-d. II 
lias secured a splendid water supply, 
and a townsite upon which buUdlnga 
are t^o be' erected for the native work- 
men. It is estimated that the co.-ft per 
ton of tho raw materials for tlie man 



horse-power, but there will be. more 
than this avallijble; The' sforage ca- 
paoltj' of tlie reservoir AviU be 8,000,- 
000,000 cubic feet nnd It will be deliver- 
ed at the power station under a head of 
1,730 feet. Thla project Is also belntr 
promoted by Hindus and will bo fi- 
nanced by Hindu cnpltal, "ThlB is an 
•awakening that means '.something. Of 
course a great deal of money belong- 
ing to the native Indians have already 
been invested In Juto and cotton 
lullls, but the enterprises above 
named are looked upon as being ex- 
ceedingly significant;. 

WHITE IVI EN VERSUS WHITE MEN 

The London Time's thinks the Ori- 
ental iiue--tlon as It present itself In 
Urillsli (.^olumbia, Is one between 
wiilto men and white men. It 'says In 
suh.stance that '(vhlto men, who wish 
to buy labor, buy it in the cheapest 
market, which Is tlie Orient, and tliat 
vvllito men, who havo labor to sell, 
ivant to sell it for the highest pos- 
sible price. Hence the latter wish to 
keep the Orientals out.' The Tlmc-i 
denle.^ that thero are any racial causes 
behind the antl-Orloni;al movement, 
which it tliinks in the la.Ht analysLs, 
comes down ,to . a question of wages. 
The liondon paper albeit it assumes to 
speak ex- cathedra, has only a very 
superficial comprehension of tlie situ- 
ation. A^'o nro not prepared to deny 
that a good deal of the antl-Orlentnl 
clamor may be prompted by a desire 
keep nji tbe rate of wages. We ad- 
mit, of ccinrse. tliat If white emjiloy- 
ors did not hire Orientals there would 
bo nothing for them to do here. 
This seems like a very profound prop- 
osition, but it i.-^ not. It is only one 
of the sniierflclal and self-evident faot-s 
of the case, and by stating it nothing 
wliatever Is proved that was not 
known already. 

AVe ngreo with the Times that thero 
I--; little or no race antipathy hero. 
Our peojile are not oppo.sed to the 
Hindus. Indeed they are not lll-dl.?- 
poscd towards these people, althougli 
the London paper's Vancouver corres- 
pondent endeavors to create the im- 
pression tlint Ihoy are. British Co- 
lunibla Is a vast province with Im- 
perial resources and a very small white 
population. Our people know that, if 
the liarriers were removeil thi.^ coun- 
try would be overrun by men from the 
Orient i^nd. India and that white, labor, 
would avoid' it. ■ They do not believe 
that such a state of tilings Is In 
tlie interest cither of tliosc wliito 
people who now live hero, or of Can- 
ada or of the empire. British Co- 
lumbia must be either white or yel- 
lov,-. It cannot bo both. It cannot havo 
a yellow sub.-itra.tum !::upiiorting a 
wliite super.^tructure. Tills •conviction is 
at the^^Qttom ,pf th^ anti- Asiatic senti- 
ment' 'In' 'this ■province-' and It Is held 
liy many people who feel the need of 
elieap labor, tint wlio iirifer to be In- 
uonvenieiiced and ha\'(j their cnter- 
prl.ses handicapiied rather tlian see 
the country overrun with the men 
Which it. cannot possibly as.-imllatc. 
TheyMQ'''no't';ifii:6fes3 to k-now what the 
oiitcome" of it aJ|» is going to be, but 
they do propoS^vtO; rejax no efforts 
that will lieey the.lr^prdylnce fqr white

Yesterday '•vye spoka' bf the futux-e of 
Canada from a political point of view.

The marvellous manner In which 
they apprc.ii.'hcd tlio df'velopmeiit of 
biUf a continent, while they were only 
few in numbers and conflned to the 
% cry outskirts of the land which be- 
came theirs, shows that tbisy have tho 
.stuff In them of which natlon-bullders 
me made. It is historically true that 
till' e'a nadi.'i II pcoiile have always been 
ii'.'iplred by a dream of nationality. 
W hen one goes back to the early days 
of the French occupation of the St. 
Lawrence valley and reads the utter- 
ances of Prontenac and the priests 
u ho accompanied hini, he gets a vls- 
i'lii of n,itiiiii;il asplial ion sneli as his- 
l<>ry cannot iiarallel. Wlien tlie great 
■Viceroy unfurled his standard where 
Montreal now stands, his chaplain pic- 
tured to his men the wonderful work 
which they had that day begun, liken- 
ing them to ;i grain of mustarrl .seed, 
from whi<'l-,«» would .grow ,'i trer> thai 
xsiu'.ld overshadow tho land. If the 
r.illtical and military genius of Fron- 
lenac had been appreciated and sup- 
jjorted b.s' the' Ising of I'-rance, Idator.v 
might have li.'id a dilTereut story to 
tell of dominion in Am.M'lca. In one 
of his letters lu; asked for a few regi- 
ments wlierewith to "drive the spawn 
of the Anglo-Saxon Into the seas" and 
promised that If tho soldiers were 
forlhcomin.g the Hag of l''r;iiico would 
fly over all of North America.

which British Institutions will be dom- 
inant and over ■^vhich the British 
Crown shall be tho symbol of power. 
Tlierefore wc can justly claim that the 
national spirit has been born and bred 
in tho Canadian people, and If it has 
not been able to express Itself fully, 
the rea?on^.ls. that.-the population of 
the country has been ?oo smalli and the 
work of development too great for the 
outward donioiiMratinii of sentimental 
considerations in any marked degree. 

If Vifi lake th,o story of the material 
progress of Canada' ■\v'e shall se6 that 
Canadians have, shown themselves 
ciiiral to the vastness of the work 
which., tho development of their niag- 
I'lficent domain ■ called for. Tbe rail- 
way nnd canal systems of Canttda are 
by all odds the grreatest enterprises 
ever -uVidcrtaken by a people of similar 
numbers. AVe are not as numerous as 
tho poiiulatlon of London, or ;it least 
very little more so. A'et we h;ive one 
transeontiiu-nlal railway liiilltaiid two. 
If not iiiroo, others In course of con- 
struction. Wo have a magnificent 
canal system, and view with com- 
placency the possible extension of this 
by tiie expenditure of millions upon 
millions of money. Enterprising Can- 
adians have made reputations for 
themselves In all spheres of induslr; 
In every -part of the world. During 
many years tho United States attract- 
ed many of the best sons of Canada, 
and t.:iday wo llnd them occupying the 
liighest positions In every lino of 
activity In that country'.' Perhaps it 
would not be quite correct to say that 
we have yet developed a'^SiBtinctiyely 
Canadian type, but It Is true that, 
wherever thoy are known, Canadian 
men have ,in envied reputation f.ir 
those qualities, which may be called 
"staytag." Vf.e think- tlja,t-jWe Ji^ave Jn 
Canada people who can ' tnake "a 
nation and that their charactorlstico 
are developed .sufliclently strongly to 
make It possible for them to dominate 
all the I'hiroiiean races, which in tlie 
course of times maj' come to settle in 
this countrj'. We feel no fear, that the 
people of the Dominion will show 
themselves unw.irthy of tho great na- 
tional heritage which Is theirs, but that 
they can be relied upon to -develop it 
along broad lines, and prove -themselves 
lit for all the vast resp'opslbllities 
which Its ownership and. its: -'place In 
the Empire Involve. ' , " ■ "

The third local tragedy within tho 
week was' discovered yesterday morn- 
ing at 8 o'clock when a telephone mes- 
sago was received at police head- 
(juartors stating that a corp.so was 
lying on the beach at Beacon Hill 
park. Acting Ser.geant Carlow and 
Constable Harper immediately repair- 
ed to the >,ccnc with Undertaker 
Smilh and removed the body to the 
morgue. 

I'-'or several hours the police could 
not find out anything about tho occur- 
rence and have not yet succeeded In 
getting tlio man Idoniined. ICntiulry 
eventually revealed the fact that the 
notlllcation liad been sent In by Mrs, 
l''orrest. The body had lirst been 
noticed h.v a .larianese, w-ho was out 
walking w'llli his wife. Tiiey told 
Mrs. l''orrcst, wlio was jiicking iiiush- 
rooiiis 111 the vicinity, and .she Immedi- 
ately wont to the nearest telejihone. 

The body was diseo\'ercd lying 
aming the driftwood in a. Utile cove 
Just above tlic foot of K.illierine 
street. It was jiartially atloat ;ind 
was tossed to iind fro with the swell. 
A careful search failed to reveal eith- 
er till; revolver lU- the man's hat. But 
about thirty yard.-i uw-ay at the west- 
ern end of the cove sqmg rocks .lut 
out into tho watar, sloping and wa- 
torworn on the seaward side. On 
this rocky slope a bottle nearly half 
full of Scotch whisky was found. 
There Is mUte deep water at the end 
of these rocks, and the theory of the 
police is that he killed himself at that 
point bolloving, probably, that he 
would fall into the water and be car- 
ried out to sea. Instead of this tho 
tide washed hhn Into tlie coVo. This 
theqry accounts for the non-discovery 
of the gun, for which ' t'Cvo careful 
searches have been made. 

There Is a bullet wound rather far 
back on the rifilil temple with a lump 
on the other .-^id'- of the head, w-hicli is 
appurentl.v the bullet lodged Just be- 
neath the .skill. From its position the 
wound tnight easily have been solf- 
inflleted, and llie al)«e;!ce of powder 
bums Is acl ou itcd for by the theory 
that the man wore a cap or hat which 
protected the tempi.'.' from the powder, 
hut afterwards fell off and has been 
lost. .At aii>- r.nte no headgear of any 
kind has y t bc'-w found. 

The dead m;iii is aiiparontly about 
35 yours of ago, and is aliout ll\-e feet 
ton lnche.'< tall and should weigh about 
170 pounds w-lipii In health, though the 
body is r.-itlier thin. He had brown 
hair, which lias gone off tho temples 
quite a little, anri is cle,-ui shaven with 
-..veil marked though not vcr.v proniin- 
eut fe;itu''es lnclino(,i to be atiuilinc. 
The man had evidently not been dead 
very long and had apinirenll.v shaved 
the da.\- before. He bore no papers, 
and nothing has been found on him 
which gives niiuh hope of identltica- 
tion. Till' articles on |-ils person 
comprised tiilrl>--threc 32-callbre re- 
volver curtrldjos,,:. a. razor, marked 
"Bengal." a pruning, knife made in 
Birmingham, a plug - of • smoking' to- 
iiacio, a blue handkerchief with white 
bpots, a door key marked N.S. and 
S.L..C.O., a briar jrtpe marked V.D.T., 
a horseshoe nail, a tobacco pouch and 
20 cents In money. He also had a 
broad ticket on Schroedcr's bakery, at 
the corner of Mensies and Michigan 
streets, and a Chinese laundry check. 

Fully a hundred people were taken 
by tho police j^esterday to view the 
body in hopes of his being identincd, 
but witliout success. The bread ticket 
clue tirov cd futile .and now the police 
tr>-ing to trace him .by tho laun- 
dry tieke'. Chinamen say that tho 
eharacters inscribed on It only mean 
ytit. 31, but If they can find the laun- 
dry that issued It, the |-'lilnanian will 
know his own '.vriting and In that wa\- 
he may be traced. .\ niimber of laun- 
dries wore fruitlessly visited yester- 
day. 

'i'ho man was ;ipparciitl\- a working 
man, and some llihik- he was an I'lng- 
llshmau. Tii^ r'M^'.u for this i.-: that 
was \'.-earliip fla?:tlr side ;dioes.

,-!.'ti-il of a co.il and waistcoat of 
black frei/.e, iaIiIi diirk grey trousers 
nd a heav.\- liwhl brown niaojrlnaw 
oviu'coat. .\ pinl( slihieii negligee 
shirt with ;i loose lie and brown socks 
couslitute the remairidei- of his clolli- 
ing. 

Notwlth.-l.-iiiiling Hie r.ii-i that no 
revolver lias been lound, the [lollcc 
consider It ,-i i-lear case of .suicide. Tliey 
l-jelieve that the bottle of whisliy w-hicii 
w.-i? found belonged to the dead man. 
and that he bud been drinking in or- 
der to get up enough courage for his 
rash act. 'I'lie imniest wU\ he heitl mi

Clicap food, In these days of high 
prices, is going or rather swimming to 
waste at the very doors of Victoria. 
With fresh eggs jiractlcally unob- 
tainable, butter at a high price, meat 
going up and the cost of all provis- 
ions in proportion the liouHekcei)crs of 
Victoria are debarred from an ex- 
haustible suprily of cheap nutritious 
food which should be at all times at 
the cotnintuid of the poorest. There 
are two halibut banks close to Vic- 
toria harbor, and all the adjacent 
watens teem with marketable llsh, and 
yet with negligible exceptions all the 
llsh we eat and for which we pay a 
price, v.'liieli, considering the clrcuni- 
stanecH, is extortionate, conies cither 
from Vancouver or Seattle, chiefly 
from the latter place. 

A weil known citizen of Victoria, 
who for years. has taken a deep In- 
terest In the fishing industry, yester- 
day explained to a. Colonist reporter 
how and why these things should be, 
He .said: . 

"There are several phases to the 
question but the net result of it . al^ 
is that we do not get cheap and good' 
llsh as we should. The Board of 
Trade held an enquiry Into .tho fish in- 
dustry several years ago and the net 
result of th'etr^ enquiry was that the 
action, of what we may term the Ash- 
ing trust of Seaitlo was responsible 
for the fact' that the .local flphlng In- 
dustry hiid decllr\.ed. . While this may 
be true as. regards any fishing com- 
pany' which seeks to compete In tho 
markets.., of tho world, it ha.s nothing 
to d^',..w'lth the local situation. For 
while ceittain.nmunicipal regulations 
constitute iVi.inlnor obstacle, the real 
and underlying -cause is that, because 
of the*existlng Dominion- fishing regu- 
lations, . local fishermen cannot get- 
the necessary oait witliout going ton 
far afield for men of .small capital, 
without using steamers in fact. 

"liefort! the pre.-ent. Dominion regu- 
lations were put into force, there was 
a local pupub-itlon here that lived by 
fishing and selling tlie lisli to the jieo- 
ple of the city." They were Indians in 
some cases, tliough many were white 
men. and on the whole they made 
ver.v good money. There are jirac- 
tlcally lume of them left now owing 
to the reguhi tion.s I h.ive nienlloncd, 
aided by the i-lly b\-law jjassed In 
the interest of tv,-o or three fish deal- 
ers which compells fisli hawkers to 
pay ,11) annual license of $50. Five 
dollars semi-annually should be- 
enough, especially as It Is all the 
dealers pay. 

"The Doniinlim regulations are 
|)roniulKati'd \villif)ut any regard to 
the s|)fH-lal nec'ls of British Colum- 
bia and are a\-owedh- in file Interests 
of pre:;ervlug game lish.

Canadians often complain of tlie Am- 
erican lisiilng boats coming over and 
getting ricli off our fishing grounds 
.and selling us back our own fish at a 
big profit. But thoy do not rellect 
that by , Ignorance of local conditions 
the govi'rnnient at Ottawa bus done 
much to make a Canadian competitor 
Impossible. They have no such ab- 
surd restrictions on tho other side, 
with tho result that the American 
fishermen get all the bait they want 
very easily ori-. theh- own side of the 
line, and then come and fish on ours. 
Bven a company with capital llmls it 
li;ird to got bait nowadays on this 
side of the line, on account of being 
bfirred frmn any bay that can by any 
possibilit.v bp defined as iin estuary. If 
the jieople want a continual, never- 
failing supidy of wholesome, cheap 
food let tlicm agitate for local control 
of the flsh(>ries, or nt any rate for a 
repeal of the present stupid regula- 
tions. There Is no sense In prevent- 
ing llshermcn from catching badly 
needed bait In order to preserve a 
stream which Is not a fishing stream."

Docs she take up the 
methods and lines of action ;ilri\uly in- 
dicated and followed by ,, her forerun- 
ner .and presumably superior fellow- 
being, man. or does she slrlkc out 7iow 
trails for herself.' Is It not a thunili- 
worn axioni that "rxperlenre teaches," 
c.iuld she do better than duplicate 
man's activities with a woman's an- 
nex'.'

Wall street In tlie lace. 

In les.s than ten months of this year 
of grace, 1907, three billion dollar.s In 
market value h.'is been wrung from 
the securities that furnish the life 
'Dlood of "the street." These securities 
represent the owncrsliln of railroatl, 
industrial, mining and other iiroper- 
ties extending over the length and 
breadth of the United States. \\'all 
.street, banking on the securities alone, 
is in the deepest depths of gloom 
over thi.s three billion dollar .shrink- 
age. 

During the pasl week it has l.'een 
on the verge of i)anie over declining 
.stock riuotations and the discover.\' 
that r(!ekless i)lunglng spcculator.s 
have been playing fast :ind loose with 
the funds of smne of its banks. The 
oflicers iiiul directors of one bank 
have been kiciicd into tlie street and 
tinancial assistance has biMui extended 
by tile clearing house to one or two 
others tliat without ;issistance could 
not luiv... wi'.listood the strain of the 
ra])idl,\- I'alliug market. 

\Villi the coiiiitr.\- :it larg.- the sit- 
uation Is distinctl.e differeiii. Sur- 
prising as it may bi> I.) Wall street, 
the country is not "busted" or even 
on tlie high road to the poorhouso. 
liatiking on iictual properties rather 
than on th.' "securities" (liat are the 
all In all to Wnll street, the country 
is prosperotis and serene. In some 
lines of bu.siness, notably copper and 
the iron and steid indii.stry, there is 
hesitation, It is true, but general con- 
ditions are still good, and except for 
the pessimists of the speculative mnr- 
kct.s there is little or no fear for the 
future. 

The croi)s while not uji to Ihe av- 
cr:i,ge of recent b:iiiiier \e:irs in vol- 
ume, bring higher . iu-|c(>s, and are of 
greater total valui> and the world is 
furnishing a ready market. Conserva- 
tive figures place the value of the 
produce of the farms of the United 
States this year at the enormous sum 
uf $0,500,000,000. Some estimates run 
higher. Tho mines and the forests 
lia\-o produced other billions, and the 
country at large is not , in Wall 
street's predicament. It Is rich and 
getting richer, and the poverty of the 
narrow way that runs from Trinity 
church tq.. the. river, disturbs only a 
very smalt percentage of the total pop- 
ulation. 

There was a tlmel and not very long 
ago, when 'Watl street ruled the ns^ 
t ion's flnanoe'j. ■ • But the!'>^.litUe olu 
United States has been giwfi.ng"'f!h- 
anciallj? 'and the wailing., /.of. a few 
'busted*' .speculators is no' longer a 
.signal for general alarm. 

Tale of Wracked Fortunes. 

The break in 'Wall street and the 
causes thtit led up to it make .a rath- 
er depressing but an Interesting story. 
It is chiefly a tale of wrecked for- 
tunes and badly twisted speculators. 
Men who were ■worth millions in Jan- 
uary are "broke" 'today, and many 
of them have had empty pocketbooks 
since the panic of March 14. 

The man who asks IfVall street the 
cause will get the answer in Just one 
word — Roosevelt Upon the man in 
the 'White House speculative New York 
places the blame for all IfS recent dis- 
asters. In the brokerage shop.s of 
tho flnancial district 4ho president of 
the United States is called "trust 
louster," "corporation baiter," "fortune 
wrecker," and a lot of other names 
even less complimentary. What the 
president calls his efforts to secure a 
"square deal" for rich and poor alike 
his efforts to make the laws of the 
land apply to the mighty as well as to 
the mite, are termed in Wall .street 
"assaults on co.-por.al Ions" ;ind "at- 
tacks on vested rights." Wall street 
ha.s a very bad case of Roo.sevelt- 
phobia. 

Reasonable people away from tho 
markets see the situation In a some- 
what different light. They agree with 
the speculative Interests thot the eon- 
lidence of the investing public has 
been destroyed, but they do not hold 
Roosevelt responsible. They carry 
tlieir memories back to the time when 
the Investigations of the big life In- 
surance companies uncovered a system 
of financial rottenness that had not 
been dreamed of before. They re- 
member the manipulative triclcery ex- 
posed by the interstate coSnmerce 
commission and other investigating 
bodies in their exjirnlnatlon of railroad 
management. They remember the 
Union Pacific dividend episode, when 
the directors of oi-e of tho greatest 
proiiertles in Ihe I'niteil States were 
accused .if Aitiiliolding Information 
from ordiii.-iry stockholders till the in- 
sider.s had had time to profit by secret 
knowledge of facts that belonged to all 
alike. 

More recently they remember i 
"Tony " Brady's exposure of the method | 
used to divert something like $1,090,000 i 

from tlie treasury of tlio Metropolitan 
sti-eet riiilway lo the pockets of men 
whose names have been held highest | 
In rmance. .-\iid rememl.iering these] 
things, the af.ir.uueiitioned reasoiialile 
people not ciMinceted witli the m;ir-! 
k<>t.s do not marvel that the confidence I 
of the Investing public ha.s been des- 
troyed or tbal it should have stiirted 
:i stream of Ihiuldation of stocks that 
lins well nigh broken Wall street'.s' 
biick. Rooso\'elt nniy be respoii.sible i 
for the uncovering of "yellow dog" 
funds asiil the vjirlous fornis of cor- | 
poratlon wrecking tliat have been | 
practiced in high finance, but lie wa.s 
never responsible for tholr existence.

:Maii advices from O.salia tell of a 
t(!rrii)lo explosion oC ammunition which 
i-ausi'il lieavy lo.ss of life, over 100 
beins- idlied or injured, mostly. women 
and cliildreii. Tiio .stu'ne of .theVdlj- 
was a laclory at .Mayoshltha, on the 
d(-lta <)1' tlie river Gor.N'o-nuira, near 
Takutsiiisi, a low milo,< from Osaiui. 
'I'he luiildiuK was creeled in AuKust 
last b\ Mr. Noharu Kinnosuice, a nior- 
cli.-itu uf Kita-Kyuhojimaclii, Osaka, 
and was u toniiiorary structure, 120 
lecl loni? liy feet wide. Rejected 
shells and caitridKOs dispo.sod of by 
the army and navy were bein;? sorted 
and .dissected in tiii.5 building, over a 
liundred girls from the adjoinlr.g vli- 
lagea being at work dally. ■ .■ Quo lot 
received from the Kiire Port admiralty 
was disposed of a few days' ago, and 
L',S,00(i rounds of .cartridges received 
from tlie 0.?iika military arsenal ar- 
riveil on October 3, and were stored 
awa\- in tln-ee Kodown.f. These cart- 
ridgos were Kradually tulien out of the 
Kodowns and .sorted, the.. lead, copper, 
brass and jiowder being separated by 
some 110 KirlH and 12' men, who were 
at wiirl; daily. 

( >ii Oclobcr 1 anotiier consiRninenl 
.■irri\od from Osalia liy four boats, and 
Willie bcinj; landed, loud e.\|).osions 
oeiMirred in tile I'aetory. and l, Imse 
viilinne of lilael; sinolie rose. 'I'lie 
building- was almost iiii mediately on- 
vt loped in flanii's. The unfortunate 
Birls at work in tlie buiding Were 
lit'-ruliy blown to iiii-ces. 

In a few moments llio flames took 
hold of. the adjoining ^odowns,' which 
contain<;d,.a largo tiuantity of eart- 
ridg(^. The^e iilso e.x'ploded with tre- 
mendous force, and portions of the 
wrecked building were scattered in all 
direct loii.s for a distance of aViout a 
inilo and a half. Tlie lotal casualties 
niimborod fill, wliile many others were 
injured. Uii to 10 o'clock o'clock next 
nifiht 13 injured persons liad been 
rescued. 

The explosion is said to have been 
liearii ovi'r a radius of about six miles. 
Oni\ of tlie four lioats lyinpr close to 
the shore cauRlit lire, and tin- cart- 
ridges with wliicli the Ijoat was lo;ided 
exi)!oded. The mooriiiKS brid<e awa.v, 
and tile buriiini^ boat floated down tho 
river. Tile crews of tile other three 
boats immediately weislied anchor and 
sailed down the stream out of dan- 
ger. 

A reproKontativo of the Kobe news- 
paper, wlio visited the scene of the 
disaster, writes as follows: "On ar- 
rival at Takatsuki I found that the 
distance ..from there to tho .scene of 
the catastrophe was about tlii ee miles. 
A number of Japanese newspaper re- 
porters were traveling to and fro in 
jinrilvislia, and on my way I passed 
ffroups of people wlio had walked In 
from the outlying villajres in order to 
visit the place where tho terrible ac- 
cident liad oi'curred. 

^Vlien 1 ;.;ol near the vilajre I saw 
••i small proeossion of peoi)le following 
a bier borne on the shoulders of two 
men. The place where the disaster 
occurred was on a sniall island about 
live hundred yards bnjad. On one 
side llie. island faces the Todo-gawii 
and it was separated from the main- 
iaml by a narrow en ek only. The 
factory was tluis (|uite separated from 
the \illage itself, or the catastrophe 
miKht have proved of even more ap- 
palling dimensions. No one wets per- 
mitted on the island except the 



friends and relatives of the deceased 
engaed in the sad search for . their 
remaln.s, and the representatives of 
the Press. 

"On reaching the island the force 
exercised by the explosion became 
strikingly apparent. The- explosion 
had beoti so terrific that the very up- 
rltfhts of 'tHe shed or sheds whlcli con- 
stituted the factory had been torn 
from the ground ■ and;; hurled , yards 
^avyay. Nqt_a vfsUBe;.ol!{j:he';hullding 
remained standing except a small part 
of .1 shod containing a clock, which 
curiously was still going; on a seat 
was the frame of an umbrella, the 
covering of wlilch had been complete - 
ly.burnt ofC. ' ; v. 

"Tliousands of empty- cartridge 
cases lay scattered over the ground 
collected liere and there Into big 
heaps; there was also boxes, iiurnt 
and broken, full of them. In one 
place wa.s a quantity of lead whicli 
was evidently being- melted at the 
time of the explosion, and therefore 
in a molten state, for the receptacle 
being overturned by the shock it had 
covered tlie door to the extent of sev- 
eral squai-e yards and must have add- 
ed additional lioror to tho scene in 
the case of those few who survived. 

"On one side of the wreckage was 
■ill that reiiLilned of tlie women's 
worksliip, now merely a heap of debri.s 
Willi empty cartridge cases mixed witli 
liits of clothing, gela, zorl, combs, 
shawls, and other articles of women's 
attire, all charred and blackened by 
fire. 

"According to the overseer, Uclilda 
.Tukichi, it was here the lire started, 
and, spreading to the slore-i-oom, 
brought about tlie first explosion. 
Twelve men were at woric here or in 
the next department, but by an, extra- 
ordinary chance, only one was killed. 
The Are then rapidly spread to tlie 
i-i\'er-bank, where no less than thirty 
thousand , shells were stored. These 
exploded^ -yirlth a. terrific roar tliat 
sho'dk the .■country for miles around. 
Fifty-four girls were killed outright, 
and as many more were injured, nine 
of whom liHve since died. It is ex- 
pected, however, that there arc more 
bodies remaining to bo discovered. 
Altogether about a hundred and fifty 
employes were at work when the dis- 
aster occurred, and more than two- 
thirds -were either killed or injured. 

"In walking over the ruins I camo 
across saws, mats, basins, bonto jars, 
doors and beams of wood all mixed In 
an extra.u dinary mass. Evcrj'thing to bo 
seen, even the gro-and, was black and 
charred and bore the marks of fire. 
For hundreds of yards around and in 
the fields empty cartridge shells w-ero 
to be secnT with wood wreckage and 
torn scraps of clothing that a few 
hours before had covered living human 
beings. The police warned 1110 not to 
go near tlie river bank, a.s it was fear- 
ed there might possibly be another ex- 
plosion. Minor explosions were taking 
place at Intervals till late on Friday 
night. ; ' 

"One of the- houses in tlio hamlet-had 
been turned Into a- temporary mortu- 
arj'. A crowd of people were assernblcd 
outside tho- gate. -. On ■going in "I was 
mot by an appalling spectacle. A- por- 
tion of tho small courtyard. wa.s spread 
Willi nlats, .and. on these were. iaid, the' 
bodies of. tha charred and mutilated 
dead. -Eacirbcdy was ■ oo-vered ' ■with a 
white cIotH/bilt even s'o it. was, a; grue- 
somo sight. Tlioro.was nbt'One-of the 
bodies whioli-was not biaqkfened and, 
liorriblyi.mansjed, .w.Wle ona-/ Qr..iit'Wo 
were so;. much burnei as to»<tio AVhoUy 
beyond^identlflcatlon.' _ 

"While I was liere a couple 'of men 
come In to look for the .body. . of ..a 
missing relative? They lifted up \he 
cloth covering frprn' each .corpse_.in.thelr 
search, and'peered at the remains, but 
tliclr task of idcntillcatlon was a dif- 
ficult one, as. the" faces., of the', dead 
■n-ere so terribly burnt that most were 



wliolly beyond' recognition. The place 
v.'as In the charge of police, to keep 
back tho crowd.s of curious .spectators 
vho had arrived, with the object of 
keeping the mortuary free f.ir relatives 
engaged in their .sad task of Identifi- 
cation. A number o£ hospital nurses 
wore also in attendance. 

"Not far from this place was a 
temple to wlilch sonic of tho injured 
iiad been removed. On the gate were 
posted tlic names of the injured ■^vllo 
have so far been ideiitllled, and this 
notice wa.s being read by an eager 
crowd. 

"1 was told that twenly-lwo even of 
the injured liad not llisii been identi- 
iled. Some of the le.'^s seriously in- 
jured who were not t.nken to tlielr 
hemes were convoyed by sN:!ainer down 
the river to a liospiUiI in Osaka. Near- 
ly all of the employees were v,-omen, 
.some of them (luite young girls. Most 
•were natives of the village or district; 
and almost ever.v .house In the viUage 
now mourns the loss of an inmate."

10 Trafeedy, 142 cratea^l.OTO; crates, a 
total, of 20.410 poutidd frpm 90 trees. 
' i Chferrl^g, tweiity-ftve ' Oltyet trees 
yielded 230 , cria'tes- of, 24 pounds or a 
total of 5,620 poitnda. 

These ca^eS'.'aro by no'means excep- 
tional or coriflried. to any single dis- 
trict, simllarionfs could be cited from 
almost any; par.t'of the province. Apples 
and pears "produie from 8 to 15 tons 
of fruit per acre, according to variety, 
and tho average price is $20 to $30 per 
ton respectively. Piunis, prunes, ber- 
ries and pei^ches Invariably bear large- 
ly, and the prices are always satisfac- 
tory, if the fruit is properly picked and 
packed. 

'With rcs-ard to wholesale prices dur- 
ing 190G, tho following appear.'^: 

"Strawberries, per crate, 52.40 to $3; 
raspberries. S2; blackberries, ?2; cur- 
rants, 7 to S cents per lb.; gooseberries, 
10 oonta per lb.; apples, early, $1 to 
$1.50 per box; fall, $1.25; winter. $1.70; 
crab apples, $2; pears, early, $2, late, 
$1.50; prunes, $1.20; cherries, 10 cents 
per lb.; plums, 55 to 75, cents per box; 
peaches, 4 to 6 ?ents per lb. Frices of 
loose, unpacked, fruit, deliyero.cl"at the 
packing houses wer^:- Pltuns, 2 to. 3 
cents per lb.;- peaches, 4 to ;4tlT,2 cents: 
pears, 2 l-2,ceptB per lb.; applea, 4 1-2 
to 2 1-2 centSiPer lb.; ctab apples, 2 
1-2 cents per lb. 

"Prices in 1907 are about the same 
as those of 1906." 

.Maxwell Smith, Dominion fruit in- 
spector, describes the fruitgrowing 
areas of the province: , 

"No. 1 might bo called the South- 
western Coast district, which Includes- 
tho southern h.-ilf of Vancouver Island, 
' adjacent islands, and what is usually 
called the lower mainland. I-Iero the 
production of small fruits may bo said 
to be more successful, and consequent- 
ly more profitable than that of tlie 
treo fruits. Nevertheless there are a 
number of very excellent varieties of 
apples, pears, plums, prunes and ciier- 
ries which grow to perioctlon In this 
district, besides many different varie- 
ties of nuts, and. In especially f.ivored 
spot.'), peaclies, grapes, nectarines, ap- 
ricots and other, tender fruits.

Reverend J. Anble and His Work 
i'Amdng North Coast Loggers 

Throughout Canada anyone wlio i.-; 
interested in missions and also ,a good 
many who are not, have <a more or less 
distinct Impression of tho work cnr- 
ricd on in I^alu-ador by Dr. GienfcU, 
Kays tho Jlontreal Star of November 
2nd. But a work of equal importance, 
and covering quito as large an ar-ia is 
being successfully carried on among 
Ihc small islands lying between the 
iiorlliorn part of \'anc(nivor island and 
the mainland. Of this latter work com- 
paratively few people know aiiytlilng 
oxcopt the benefited, and tluiso under 
wliosc direct influence the m;ittcr has 
been brought. 

Both life works .-ire Identical in .-iln', 
both possesses tluit clomr».> of rornanc; 
and daring that appeals to every licart, 
'and both may lay their succe.'is to the 
courage, grit and ability of tho men 
to whom they owe their inception.

rnd that only six other baiTus in tlie 
world have greater assets; tlial Caa- 
ndu has a navigable wat<'rway from 
the Atlantic' ocean of :;,;(St miles in 
length; that Canada proihieed 'M?, 
mlliion bushels of grain la.«l year, 
find that nearly no per cent of lier 
farmers own their farms; tlial Can- 
ada has the largest grain elevator in 
the wprld, the largest grain mill In 
the British Empire, vlie biggest sea 
fisheries in the world, the thickest 
coal seam In the world, one of the 
largest retail stores In the world, em- 
ploying 9,000 hands. 

Facts like these, like the fact that 
Canada has fifteen thousand factories, 
and that lior purely industrial output 
has trebled in the last nine years, are 



worth knowing and bearingiiliiVmind. 
There are weightier reasons ;thaii-''the 
purely material,i;.\vhlch make it . very 
undesirable, tl»at=.other peoples should 
be In advano6::6t our owff in tlie n)at- 
tor of understaridlne a?id pvqfltlne;by 
kn owledgo of- conditions ^ In > Canaija.

This Is partl.v 
Canada's own fault, 'i'lie Iniili is thai 
the average (Canadian Is a lirst-rate 
sportsman. Now winter brings to 
Canada a fascinating variety of .sports 
ami pastimes. Proud of this fact, 
Canada has sejit us pictures and de- 
scriptions of its ice-palace.s, its ski- 
ing carnivals, its sleighing, tobogganing, 
and Its other winter pleasures, till a 
number of people at home have drop- 
i)fld into the way of thinking of Can- 
ada as a land of snow and Ice, a sub- 
Arctlc land of pjBrpetual winter. Now 
tlmt' this absurd misapprehension lias 
taken llrm root, record thermometer 
readings are adduced to support It;

It fails lo b.! noti^il here that 
certain ibiUKs in this counlry, in- 
(duding the .'■■oil and sundi-y institu- 
tions arising therefrom, not only 
seem but are American. Canada, is 
part, and the larger part, of .N'or'.h 
America. Many of its Jlnest citizens 
are even 'deacondant^ of American 



citizens who declined to sever their 
allegiance to the I3ritish lUig when 
the. Stars iitid Stripes canio inco be- 
ing, and Will) aceordlngl>- trekked 
north and became Can.'idlans. "With- 
out reference to Hags,' many thousand.^ 
of I'nited Ktati'K citizens are doing 
the same thing every year now, sini- 
idy l)ecause they prefer the conditions 
ot" life in Canada, and And richer re- 
sources in this ■.'ouiury than in .their 
own. Nine out of ten of them become 
good naturalized Canadian?, as soon 
as possible; and each bne among the 
many to whom- 1 -Jm.ve. spoken on the 
subject has admltte'd that he Ukes the 
laws, administration, and. general con- 
dlclons which ' prcivail.ln pritlsh North 
America better, than' those obtaining 
south of the International boundary.

Tlio business side is 
this: (.'anada's rate of dp.velopment 
has increased fotirfold in the last ten 
yoar.s. Regarded as a business, Can- 
ada is trying to run four large stores 
on a capUal which was, barely sufll- 
cienl for one. She is badly uiulcr- 
i-apitali-^iod, because her development 
has raced away bcj'ond her capital, 
while her resources are ns yet barol.v 
I seratcluul. This means that money is 
I very dear hero; the reward offered for

0. \cs or ajiparatus for deformed leg.s 
or ankles, but will seldom use any 
aid for the ears, says a writer in 

1. 'lip.niber.s' .louriial. i reall.v am 
quite tired of hearing people say lo 
me, "1 do ivLsh we could persuade 
granny, iincle .laincs, aunty, or ni.v 
friend Aliss .lone.'^. to use an car- 
trumpet as you do." It Is so tiring 
to need to raise one's "voice or t.i 
shout at them. "V'et we find that the 
old people often prefer their friends 
to shout at tlieni. 

It is so much harder for the young 
lo iiave to use a Irump.'t and conver- 
sation-tube than for older people who 
have had their life and pleasure, and 
"whose deafness is the result of old- 
age! My first advice to all ages, 
young and old, is to use these aids, 
wliich surely come as a boon and a 
blessing to the dctif. Deaf people 
should consult an atirist re a speak- 
ing tube, tor some forms ot deafness, 
1 am told, do not Improve with It.s 
11-1'. 1 was reeomniended by a very 
well known aui'ist to n.se one while I 
was losing my hearing, and before I 
was really obliged to; and, like a wil- 
ful being. I did not, but onl.v laughed 
scornfully at the idea. L,ater, I 
ciuickly took to one when 1 found it 
enabled me to hear figiiin when 1 did 
become deaf. 

Some of my hearing power has 
certainly been restored to me, to .i 
certain extent, and thanks to using a 
trumpet; and ail my friends and 
many strangers remark how very 
\eiy well I do liear witli it. Thej'e- 
fiire 1 am told many little stories of 
deaf persons, and taken a good deal 
into confldenci's, and have a far bet- 
ter time than many other deaf folk 
that 1 know and hear of. ."Many deaf 
people think tliat a trumpet looks 
funny; It's onl.v- a prejudice again 



shout, and it makes my throat ache." 
.■\nd then a deaf person will remark, 
"Peo)ile are so unkind, they will not 
talk to mo." I really do not think 
we e;in expect our frienjs to make 
themselves conspicuous and rldicu- 
Icus and wearied out by shouting 
loudly . enough to be heard by every 
one else in tlie room the jdcasant lit- 
tle commonplaces which make the 
sum of most of our conversation. 
Deaf pi'0])le will find that many 
friends will talk to them with the 
heij) of a trumpet, tind the.v can al- 
ways comfort themselves with the 
reflection that those who will not 
take the trouble to talk down a con- 
\ersatIon tube arc hardly wortli car- 
in.g about. 

I''or those who .are not accustomed 
to speaking into a trumpet or down a 
tube I win own the idea is .sometimes 
terrifying; but in these days the tel- 
ej hono i.s used by so many that to 
talk down a conversation tube ,ls not 
dlflicult. and 1 find I can soon put 
people at their ease. The great point 
is for the deaf person to have plenty 
to say. Some one laughingly said to 
me, "You may lie deaf, but you will 
never be dumb!" 

It is a good thing to explain to any 
one who is not used to speaking into 
il tube or trumpet that it is only ne- 
cessary to speak diotinclly, they can 
soon judge If thoy are making them- 
selves heard by the answers given , 
so many, though, imagine they must 
shout, others whisper, and I am not 
sure wiiicli is the more aggravating. 
Also, they ^think they .n^u^t -say some- 
thing-unusual or /star.tilngj and: so be- 
gin to thrhk what tio' say, and thus 
':he tim'd lost causes both to become 
nervous, and only, disjointed remarks 
are the result. 

Though one is deaf one is still hu- 
man, and, like other people, speech 
need not be elaborate because it has 



thing at bridge, and cryin.g babies 
have no I'lfeet on niir in.'rves. ^\'l' 
can be sworn at, anil wi_- arc ]ierliaps 
totally iiiR'iiliseious of it. (.)h yes, we 
have some beiielits! 

-Xow, a great iiiaii.v' who have read 
so far ma>' wiuiiler why 1 do nut re- 
eoin,'neiul I ip-reai i lag. I do. Hut it 
requires per^evi-rance as well as 
money, fur the lessons ari,' . exiii-nsi ve. 
I am :ifraid I must own lo a lack of 
perseverance. 1 liavi- not iierfecled 
myself in il. 1 krow enough to lind 
it very u.^eful on maii.v- oreaslons. and 
my llp-reailinj; tcacli'-r will nol at all 
agri'c with the foregoing i-emarks on 
tiunipets and tubes. Hut. alas! iliere 
are maii,\- who camn.il afford these 
expensive I'-ssons, or feel they are loo 
old to begin lo learn: and it is for 
th.ese I am ivritiiig this article, be- 
cause I have come across n'lany who 
have hi'en .nlvised lo use an ear- 
trumpet and will not. 

OS. this J am quite cortain, that If 
you are deaf and use a trumpet you 
can still have ;i very good time, if on- 
ly you will be lively and taki^ interest 
in people and in what is going on; at 
least, such has always ln'i-ii my ex- 
perience, and 1 can hear nothing 
v."Ithout .1 trumpet. 

Max O'Rell has a chapter on deaf- 
ness in line of his books, ami he 1.-^ 
not over polite about ile.if people. He 
goes on to say, ".Xobody would dari. 
to make lijve ilewn a iriimpct." This 
Is rather n d.'Iicale sub.iei'l. so I wii! 
content myself with saying, "Don't 
believe hinil" 

People who ilislih.e iisin.g aids 
should rcnlcmbcr thi'.t the strain of 
trying to liear is extremely bad for 
the cars, and the use of a trumpet 
will help to sharpen the sense of 
hearing. By experience, again, I 
know that one Is more deaf than one 



supposes, and people ^often say, "Oh, 
she is much deafer than slU! realizes." 
.My aurist told me, too, how Uttlo 
dciif people veali/.e this. SO, .if yoU 
lind ""S'our friends coming close to you 
and speaking right into your ear you 
may safely come to thej^conchision 
that you are deaf, and pei'liaps very 
deaf. Go and consult an aurist about 
a. conversation tube, wliii-h 1 greatly 
prefer to a trumpet, the latter 1 only 
use in church to hear the singing. 
The aurist will tell you what kind to 
use and where procurable. 1 toolt to 
one like a duck to water. 1 wear my 
tube round my neck and shoulders 
much like the stole and scarf ot the 
i!a.\', and -people pick It ,up and lay It 
down Just as 'they please; it la al- 
ways ready to -listen. In church one 
can follow the -aervlce but not the 
sermon; andi -being deaf, I tnko the 
privilege ot reading a nice book. So, 
if the serpion- is . dull, I ain somewhat 
envied. I flndi by those" who have 
their hearing: ' 

Some deaf peoiile would do well to 
rid themselvis of iho idea that their 
relations and frieii.ls talk about thein 
and abuse tla in both In ai^d out .-of 
their in-.'sence — In fact, at any time. 
It Is a very bail habit, _ simply ac- 
quind l)eeau.-e iliey caii't hear, and 
get susidclous. 1 am glad ' to Say 1 
do not and iia\e never suffered from 
tliis tormenting idea. and 1 know 
quite well people are onl.s- likely to 
wish one could .ioin in the conversa- 
tion, or wish one wouUl use an aid, 
or feel sorry for one in .ionie way. 
Therefore, f.-llow-sufferei-s, if yon 
cannot lip-re;iil. an. I friends try to 
persuade you to use a trumpei or 
tube — and there is no reason why .von 
shoulii not — do do il fi>r their sakes 
as well as your own. and ilon't allow 
funnlne.;;-, sensitiveness, shyness, or 
siUy-eonsciousness, as t call it. lo 
destro.N- what jileasiire you may still 
gel oiit of life; and, as I have said 
before, sensitiveness is the first thing 
you have ts banish for ever.

When Kipling, through the mouth 
of the Incorrigible small' boy In his 
Cai)taln3 Courageous says: "Oh, I'm 
all right. I only feel as If my Insldos 
are too big for my outsldes," he con- 
fides a large and personal truth to 
the reading public. 

KlpUng, as we know him in hi."? 
u\merlcan Xotes, says many things, 
thinks many thoughts at our expense, 
and allows himself to be swayed by 
many whimsical whims. But Rudyard 
Kipling, as known by one .\nierlcan 
woman, at least shows an inside ap- 
preciation and esti^ein somev.'hei-e 
linger lliiin the piibile-known outside. 

The -Xineriean woman, the vvife of 
iin oflloer in the Knglish army stalion- 
I'd In India, holds the dlstinetion ,of 
liaviiiK been "guide, philosopher iind 
frienil" to young Kipling during Ills 
early war correspoiuli-'nt days. 

It \Vas in answer to the laconic cable 
"Kijillng will do." from the war de- 
liartnfent in Iniliii, that young Kip- 
ling. si(-k of his experiences in Kng- 
hmil, v.eiil biu.-k to India to "do." And 
it wiis on the steamer en rouie tluU 
Iho frienilsliip with the I'higlish otlleer 
iind bis American wil'e hegiin and 
formed what he afterward refers to 
as "'i'lie 'J'tio of Tramps." 

At tills time Kipling's one ciaini lo 
dlslinetioii. if claim it could be ciilled, 
was .-I thin, apologetic little volume 
(-ntitli-ii "Veises by Two Persons," 
done chielly as a schoolboy, the other 
person representing Kl|)ling mattr.

TIk- qualm slmplieity ot the Itus- 
siaii peasiim of today Is well lUustriit- 
ed by an lnstar.ee rucoi-ded by a writer 
in the 'Natiouid rtevlow." He w;is 
traveling through the country, and 
during ;i morning's walk through a 
village took several photographs, in 
search of tlio picturesque, ho wander- 
ed off the village street to the out- 
houses, barns and drying-ovens, about 
il hundred yards behind the cottages. 
The place was deserted, for ov.ery one 
was out In the lields gathering In the 
harvest.

And later, 
when tlilng.s l)cgan lo come his wa> , 
sketches for cover designs begiin .a 
line from door lo iloor.

Liui, ".\lul- 
vaney was str:ilgliter tliiui that," Ilud- 
yard objected, "Mulvaney doesn't 
slouch"; so the artist was kept at it 
until he evolved a Mulvaney with a 
"soldierly beai-iiig and iiiforninl man- 
ner." 

it was here, with his feet on the 
bamlioo riillliig. the nuinuseriiU of his 
■'13iia-i3aa. Itlack Sheep" was wrIUeii 
;ind read aloud for encoui'a.gemenl and 
criticism. 'I''lii,s being In the main the 
.story of his own experiences at the 
Knglish school to which he had been 
init accounts for his early Impressions 
of English life and his grappling the 
natives of India to his soul as "Mine 
Own People." Often the floor was 
strewn with loose sheets In disgust at 
his singed muse, as the work on this 
first ambitious story progressed, but 
always as often' gathered up by ihe 
American friend, who assured him lie 
could do good things if ho tried, iind 
Rudyard was set to work again and 
told "you ought to be ashamed i f 
yourself to get discouraged so easily."

To these same kindest critic? and 
severest friends often came the ap- 
)ie;il, "Oo you think my work- coarse'.' 
So-and-So" sii.x-s It Is." And the sensi - ^ 
live young war corresiiondent would 
Ibeii go over and over his work, argu- 
ing: "How eoulil my men have had 
;i gentler trealnieiit '.' They are not 
gentlemen. I'm not trying to set up 
any code of morals or Imrnorals, I'm 
simply trying to give them life as they 
know It ond I know it to be." 

This Inside light that Illumines the 
piiKcs of many of his letters when his 
work called him off to the hill dis- 
tricts shows this sensitiveness of re- 
finement on the part of the wri'er 
struggling with the love of portraying 
things for -'the God of Things as ibex- 
are," and It Is only those who knew 
both sides who apprecialo ho\v mueii 
too big for his outside rospeet of nice 
phraseology is his insldo strug,T,le lor 
tlie inilh for truth's sake, whether 
lii\ely or unlovely. 

Hill it is "neeausc of this very deli- 
eac.N" — the delicate eonslderallon of 
Rudyard Kipli-.ig for the reading pub- 
lic — that his verses entitled "It" have 
never, so far, been published, although 
now In its rough form of pencil .lot- 
ting on yellow block pajior II Is one of 
the" keenest ;ind clevere^st skits he has 
done. "It," to the seasick steamer pas- 
senger, needs no explanation nor 
apolog.s-, and in the original manu-

A, letter written on the well known 
letter-head "Palace Hotel, San Craii- 
clseo, California," runs as follows:

A pen-scratch here runs.- across, .tho 
page- with this .siidden* interruption: 
"Have you- gotten used, ever,; to the 
use of tlie terni •Mister' 7 '{I^got a chit 
today from a young lady — flrat fam- 
ily too — addressing me "Mr." Rudyard 
Kipling. Ugh!" 

l-'irni of Dentists and Young, Lady, 
whoever jou are, arise and exclaim

and you may be said "Ugh" at, but it 
is because of these same distinctions 
that you fiistcn your town in the 
memory of the cuUow young tourist. 

The next page ot the letter, in its 
fine, somewhat cramped hand, con- 
tinues in the same bubbling, lioyish 
vein, full of touch-and-go impressions 
of this wonderful AVestern world and 
references to the good old Pooiia days. 
J3ul the second letter, dated the week 
later, strikes still more deeply at the 
San Francisco heart: 

"There is no other place like it. 
Reckless and- roaring' like nothing you 
ever saw. The>men.,niako ^money and 
'breiik up* wltli a rush that goes to 
your head. Everything Is done on a 
large scale, even the coins are not 
small, two-bits is the smallest piece 
worthy of the notice of a self-respect- 
ing citizen. But next to the ocean 
winds It Is the reporter man that most 
takes you oIT your feet. Your soul is 
not your own, neither your .-.ocreta, 
your ])lans, your iirivate iimbitions, 
when they grapple you. It is knowing 
their Hoheniian Club that makes you 
know San ]'"riincIsco. High jinks and 
low jinks presided over by tho Owl 
makes Ibis body of men to hum. There 
was il blow-out' (know you the mean- 
ing of that'.') gh'en for a, great Sahib 
Willi hi'id stuck by his ship — he was a 
lighting Sahib, by the way— when 
there was a cyclone, or something of 
unusual sl-,;o. There wore speeches 
iind willies and drinlt, twenty I should 
sa.v", then more of both. Then the 
Man ot the Cyclone rose up and said' 
a few modest and, harmless little 
words, wliereupon -we Howls off the 
roof of the house. The man next me 
soothes mo suddenly by saying, 'When 
wo get on our hind legs we do like 
this. See?' I saw and if I could have 
Induced wealth to rhyme with raiment 
my turn at a verse might have gone 
better, but I had to be satisfied -with 
collars, dollars." 

Tho letter end.s with much aneiit 
the good-loolting, expensively-clad wo- 
men on Ihe streets with tho accent 
"that would be cheap at fifty cents a 
word," who .seem to have lUIod the 
Kililing eye during his few days of 
impression-g.itherlng on tho Pacific 
Coast, with passing remarks on tho 
Chiniuncn, negroes, cable cars and 
police force, ending with. "I wrote yoii 
Healrice Is , going to bo married, I 
think." 

Many early unpublished efforts, cor- 
rected proofs, jiiles of letters, car- 
toons, nrst editions with marginal 
notes, dinner cards of absurd jingles 
touching up each guest's peculiarities, 
tea plates painted with rhymes iibout 
apples and plums no better than you 
or I could do, tlu"ow a varl -colored in- 
side light on the man behind the 
strenuous pen. And on tlie back of a 
bill of a little Inn among the hills of 
India the youthful Kipling onoe 
scrawled this commentary on the 
depth of his heart and the shallownesB 
of his pocket:

odour resembling garden soli or "hu- 
mus." sepai'ated urion Ibe small frag- 
meiits in the "cdiilact" or the "con- 
lluurms bi^d" .and clogged the bed or 
ri'diiced its capaci!'.- or pa.-Jsages.

Abundant .slatiotics from many cen- 
tres are now to hand, showing by the 
results of chemicali'texiimlnatlon the 
extraordinary decree.'; and regularity 
of • purlBcatlon Which is effected Dy mo- 
dern "ba:ct'erlal";methods. They i)rove 
thai the puriflctitlori Is such as cannot 
be obtained by the addition ijf chemi- 
cals or by any other inetiioil at pre- 
iont known. There is furllier cvidmice 
of the success of the bacterial treat- 
ment In the fact that Uio effluent, 
when kept at sununer 'neat, either na- 
turally or in nn incubator, does not 
undergo olfenslve change and can ac- 
cordingly never cause a nuisance either 
'oy itself oi- when it has flowed Into a 
u'aler-coiirso. This satisfactory result 
is at present peculiar -to the bafetiSrial 
treatment. 

It may be slated thai the London 
county counci I has been honorably con- 
iieciod with die initiation and pro- 
gTess' of bacterial treatment at least In 
an experimental form 'and' in Its ear- 
lier stages. At their sewage outfall at 
Barking there is still (n operation the 
oldest bacterial bed In e-xistencc; It Is 
constructed of coke and Is one acre In 
surface and about six feet In depth; 
tiie imrlflcatliin which it is effecting at 
prcient on the sedinienteil sewage is of 
an enlireU' satisfactor\- character. Tlip 
reports iiniilc lo the cfiuncll liy their 
.'cleiuific adviser lia\'e li(;en constantly 
publisb.eil. and many of the more re- 



cent ones have been summarized in 
book form under the title of "Experi- 
mental Bacterial Treatment of London 
Sewage," by Clowes and Houston (P. 
S. King and Co.). The results obtain- 
ed by the experimental work of Hie 
council have been abundantly I'onflrni- 
ed and extended In various directions 
\iv the experimental work and more 
recently by the large scale treatment 
underlaken by other inunlci]ialities; 
and those wim b;i\c considered the 
results obtnlncil c;iinioi r;ill to he r,at- 
Isfled that the regubited and controlled 
inirlllcallon of sewage h.v bacterial me- 
thods is at present a jjractical success. 

It will be inferred from udiat liaa 
been stated tiiat tb.e bacterlul method Is 
the natural melbod of treating seWage, 
Use is made of the cn-ganisniu which 
the sewage Itself contains to effect Its 
purilication, and all that is aimed at by 
plant.s erected for the purpose is to 
place tiiese organl.-sms under the most ■ 
satlslactory cimditions in • tho most 
ecijnoiiiical and practical' way possible. 
The plant required may conceivably ho 
fiirther-'Slmplifled oi* improved, but it 
is -signincant that many of our largest 
cities are now settling down to meth- 
ods of construction wdiich they con- 
sider to be perintinent. and the study of 
these plants reveals very considerable 
InRenulty and resource, on the part of 
those ri'-sponsible for their construc- 
tion, it is gratifying to our national 
jiride to l<now tliat, as jiloneers in the 
scientific and eonstructivo br.'inchos of 
the,-,i; most Iniiiortant development.^ In 
the trcatmciu of sewage.

, Dr. 5}lie_epshanks, Bishop of Nor-

The propo.sal has excited what might 
almost be ternicil conslernarion 
ainongst'lhe prelate.H of the established 
church, for tho great ma.linnty of tlie 
Right .Reverend Fathers in God of the 
Knglish lipiscopacy cling to the sub- 
stantial emoluments 'of llieir sacred 
ofllces and their sumptuous abodes 
with quite as niucli fervor as do the 
devotees of mammon to the iiursuitj of 
wealth. 

• .And ;on. the next (lay, T.f tb- oh; -^cb 
congress over which he presided, i.'r. 
Shc.'pslninks further emjdiasUed how

Asiatic Immigration Problem

The 
actual facts of the case were as fol- 
low.-;: — A meeting of a iiolltic.al asso- 
ciation closely idontilieil with the i'::- 
cki.-"ion of Asiatics w.'is held on that 
particular Saturday evening, .and it was 
i^y some of the speakers at that meet-, 
ing that much inflammatory and at 
the same time disgraceful .'id\ ice was 
tendered to the Saturihn- night crowd 
by speakers who ought lo have known 
better. The temper of tho crowd had 
up to this time been excellent, and it 
, was. not until a prominent local mln-- 

■'igter.. had .actually Informed his listen- 
ers that .his very pulpit was In danger 

?' f beihg -banded over to the Asiatics 
hat the mob surged down on the 
Chinese (luarter. 

Before proceeding m deal witii the 
iiiiracies of the .\si;itic iiue.-tion ,'ls a 
whole, I will briefly i-'cmnt the re- 
mainder of the rcL;i etia iile iiisturbance 
that took place tli;ii evening. the 
mob, deriving tlii'ir exciti.'nienf from 
the same source as dnes an.v suchinob 
in the Old Country on a "wages" 
night, poured into ibc- ('hinese quar- 
ter, they lir'g.-in to lire, lis every win- 
flnw they came acr.i:;.-,'. ."-^uch inetliod.s 
I'econiniended Ihomseh-es to the largo 
number of small hoys who bad by ilil.'i 
time helped by their numbers |o swell 
the total of the rioters. Tho (.'hinese 
acted In the circumstances with the 
■greatest forbearance, kept themselves 
carefully Indoors and refrained from 
tho slightest attempt at retaliation. 
The", police," owing to the paucity o r 
their numbers; were powerless: so tlie 
moh wreaked their oWn sweet will on 
nil tho Chinese property they c.anie 
acros.s. lieinforcementS "Of police after 
a time drew cordons acro.eis the street 
enu.-i ;md the rioting was over, not be- 
fore several arrests had been made and 
the crowd dispersed. The actual lem- 
Jier and nature of tiie "rinters" can 
1)0 sutliclently ,miiumcil up li\- the 
treatment they were accorded when 
'Ihe.v proceeded to repe.'it their attack 
on llic Jajianese, whoso iiarticular 
ipiarter is removed from tliat of llie 
rtiinese by not more than .a quarter of 
II. mile. Tlio gallant ropresenl!ilive.s of 
Nippon wore ready, only too re.ady. for 
the fray, and a sudden rush of half a 
score of these born fighters,- armed 
with empty bottles and staves of wood, 
put to rout the whole of the rioters, to 
tho number of six hundred or more. 
On tho following evening nii attempt 
was made to repeat the disgraceful 
scenes of tlie preceding da.v, but wltli- 
ont success; the police were siilllclent- 
ly In evidence, and tlie whole town was 
perfectly ciiiiet.

I'hings as v.bite cooks did not exist In 
the city. Tnibiy the ('binese are back

tion if our elforls at developing this

offered for s;ile on the public market. 
Needless lo say, this li.'is c-iused .-m 
oxcitliig rush among the m'ire imilii- 
tlouK cnrio-hiinters, and some Interest- 
ing specimens have been securf'^l' 
Those relics of the wtir .-ire id'ten dis- 
posed of after tho grab-bag method, 
the buyer not knowing the exact con- 
tents of his purchase until after the 
sale. 

It so happened that the more dcll- 
cnie of tho spoils taken during the 
siego of Port Ajrthur, and at the battle 
of tho Japan Spa, were tied up in 
small packages and sent to the Sasebo 
Naval Station, as the nearest place of 
security adjacent to tho zone of con- 
flict.

I condition. .\mong Hie l.'iltcr were

! malerial; and they were covered witli 
^•1 heavily embroidered design in gold 
thread. Their ver.v' brilli.'int appear- 
' aiice at once cauglil the eye' of Isozaki, 
I ami lie ;-et them aside, with the hope 
that thej- might iiro\'e to be of more 
than nnlimiry imiiorlance. 

It was suggested to 1dm that if he 
Would take tiiese flags to the Russian 
consul at Nagasaki, he might realize 
considerable monei' on them.

While it was a rule jiosslble under 
Ihe old system lo find a picture or 
other dat.'i relating to a particular 
criminal, if time were allowed to make 
the searcii It liappend frequently that 
time ^vas precious. Mure than one 
prisoner has lieen set free because the 
Iitdlce Were unable to put their re- 
cords before ma.gistrates within the 
time limit granted them to do so. 

in the Rogues' (Sallery, at :100 .Mnl- 
berr.\- street, there are iri.rili; plioto- 
giaplis of as nian.v subjects. Rarely 
a rla.v passes in which Ibe niiinlier is 
not increased b.v one or more. Some- 
t lines as many as a score of men .and 
women are mugged, ami il Is a com- 
mon occurrence to photograph half a 
dozen in one day. 

Taking the photograph Is a small 
part of the work of recording a crim- 
inal's career. Nowadays Impressions 
of his thumbs, a variety of measure- 
ments under the Bertlllon scale, are 
made, and a full history of what Is 
known of the criminal's life, addition- 
al to the physical peculiarities of the 
man, is filed away. All this is for 
future use, If. after having served out 
a sentence, he falls again into the 
liands of the authorities of this or 
.Tiiother state. In all, therefore, there 
arc four separate forms ot record of 
e.ich subject, his portrait, history, 
thumb-print nnd Bertlllon measure- 
ments, and when these' are niany, the 
practical value of them is dependent 
upon the fa(;lllty with which they may 
be found when needed. 

So far as idiotographB and writ- 
ten records go, tlie present plan of 
filing Is 'siniplicity itself, and It Is as 
accurate as simple. Hut when it come.s 
to arranging fingeriirints for (piick 
refiM'ence — where the name of a jiri- 
soner is not known — that Is aiiotlier 
tiling. The plan now emplo\'eil at 
lieadqtiarfers is that devised by Sir 
lOdwnrd Heiir.s'. chief of the London 
police. Copying this method of iden 
tifleatlon from tlie Chinese, who have 
used It for conturli^s, uiid not from 
IMnrk Twain's "Budd'nhead Wilson," 
lie still found It necessary to linprovo 
upon the original scheme In tho all- 
liiil)ort,-int matter of filing, Tlie sys- 
tem as elaborated by Sir Henry is In- 
tricate IhiI serviceable. 

Sevim years ago .Sir Henry, after 
atud.\ing i.lliliiese criminal laws and 
police syrdenip, liegnn his work of 
whipping Into shape the recording of 
finger-print H. In IfOi his system was 
put into practice in I.,on(ion. Now, in 
1900, before his sy.stoni had been 
lierfecdeil, there were 560 Idcntlflca- 
llons by this means, while In 1!)01 
there were 1,700, and during tho flr.-^t 
Hlx months of the presient year 3,500 
prlsonorn were Identified by the im- 
pressions of their fingers taken be- 
tween 1900 and the first six months 
of 1907. From the ' first- year ■ tO the 



I)resent date Ihe num'jer of identifi- 
cations lias grown .steadiily. As ihe 
number of iiu]iresslons increases from 
year to year it becomes iiot less but 
more dlfflcull for a criminal to hide 
his identity from tlie police. 

In New York's Detective Bureau 
tliero are something more th;in -1,000 
finger-prints on file, and already tho 
\-alue of the s>stciu Is acknowledged 
by those who were at first disposed 
lo ridicule what they called the nev.' 
"monkey business." It is admitted 
among criminologists that no' two 
thumb-prints arO' identical. Indeed, 
the differences are-; so well marked 
that the veriest novice may. find-.and;. 
point them -out. •, ' 

On' enterlhg the room- in which 
crooks are lined up each jnornlng at' 
S.30 o'clock one sees sixteen cabinets, 
having doers which work on the prlhr 
olpip of a roll-top desk. Over each' 
cabinet, in- gold letters, is' set -forth' 
the : number ot -the cabinet and tM 
class of criminal photographed there- 
in. Open tho door of a cabinet, and 
the visitor will see 100 muge, num- 
bered in sequence. The frames of the' 
100 photographs open and shut like 
tho leaves of a .huge book set upon 
end. . . 

Supposing that Mr. Brown's apart-, 
iiients, for example, have been robbed 
1)\' ;i man of whom Brown- has caught 
a gllnijise nnd whom he thinks: he 
could identify, what then"? Mr. Brown 
goes to headrpiarters, tells his story 
to TklcCafferty and, by him, Is turned 
over to Lieut.

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THE CRUST OF THE EARTH 



Tho "cruHt" of the earth may 1)C 
denned as that portion of tUo giobo 
which we know to be solid. Although 
there Is little satisfactory sclentlllc 
hasia for the theory that the earth 
has a "cnist," yet the exi)rc'.".'^ion is 
Eonerally omployod by sciontllic men 
as applying: to tho rocks, soil, sand 
and gravel which geologists are alile 
to, study. At one time the Idea was 

■ very' generally accepted that Ijolow 
about twonty-flvo miles beneath tiie 
surface everything was in a molten 
condition, but Investigation has shown 
that to this:there are Insuperable ob 
jectlons. A" crust of the thickness 
mentioned would he equal to one 
three-hurulrod- and-twentloth part of 
tho diameter of the earth. The leather 
covering of a foptbalPis thicker propor- 

. tiohately. A' gibbe 'ten feet in, dla- 
-meter witli a sliell throe-elghtlis of an 
Inch in tliiclvness would correspond to 
such a theoretical conception of tlio 
material Qf. which the ■earth If form- 
ed. ■ If we can suppose such a jjloho 
to be made of a shell of ice n"d lilled 
wiUi water above tlio freo-^inrr point, 
wo will liavo snmethiiiB: eorrespondiliS 
in ])nint of .HtrenKtli and dura liility to 
Mliat tho earth witli a crust, twenty- 
llve miles thl<5^ and fllled with molten 
matter, would be. Of course such an

It is (iiiito true that, as a general 
propo:iitioii, tlic furtlier We are able 
to descend into tho solid surface of 

■ the. earth tho higher the temperature 
hecoms after a certain depth has been 
passed. Xeoossarily actual observa- 
tions have not been possible at any 
great depth, but if the observed rate of 
Increase, continues, there must be a 
temperature of 1760 degrees Fahrenheit 
at a depth of 20 miles, which is more 
than sufficient to melt most sub- 
stances. Tho settled data are no't 
sufficient to warrant any deflhlte con- 
clusion upon this point;. In the Tem- 

.ip^erate Zone tho level of invariable 
temperature is from 60 to 80 feet 
above the surface. Above that, 
changes in the seasons affect the in- 
crease in temperature proportionately 
to., tho .depth. There, seem to, be some 
serious obstacles to' the theory that 
this increase of heat with depth Is 
invariable. At Yakutsk the .'5oil was 
found to be frozen at a depth of about 
700 feet. • This Is lower than weather 
condUIons at the earth's surface could j 
possibly have any effect, and one | 
would suijposo that, if the interior of j 
the wliolo eartli were hotter than the 
surface, the heat would long ago have 
melted tho ice at that depth. Sir 
■VVlUlam .Thompson has sought to meet | 
this objection by suggesting that aj 
glacial period lasting for several, 
thousand years ini'4:lit freeze the soIl| 
so deep that after more than three i 
thousand years the lower strata of the ; 
frozen mass would not have thawed 
out, but m;iking allowance for .Sir 
William's Kr-at finne, it will yet have 
to be conceded that he has supposed 
so many things in order to make hisj 
calculation, that it might have been i 
just ;is well to have supposed the re- i 
suit in tlie first iuHtancc. But this; 
distinguished scientist, wliile he socks 
to account for tlie frozen earth ofj 
Siberia in tills war, declines to ac- 1 
cept the Idea that the earth is in ai 
fluid state at any distance whatever '■ 
below the surface. Ho points outj 
that unless tho shell wore at least 1 
2,000 or 2,500 miles in thickness, thoj 
tide-producing force of the sun and! 
moon would continually alter the .shape j 
of the globe. The phenomen.-i of tlie| 
tides are une.\-pl;iiiiable, he s.'iy.-i, vij)- ' 
on any other h.vpothesis than that thej 
earth is absolutely solid or very near-' 
ly so. If tho crust were of continu- 
ous solid steel, and three hundred and 
sixty mlies thick. It would "yield very 
much the same as if it were of india- 
rubber to the deforming ciTeiit of 
centrifugal force and of the sun's and 
moon's attractions." 

It Is of course impossible In short 
firtieles lilie those of this series to 
enter at all profoundly i.nto the in- 
vestigation of any of the great ques- 
tions with science concerns itself. All 
wo can hope to do Is to convey a few 
general ideas. It seems obvious from 
what has been said that the e.^ister.ce 
of a vast fluid mass at a comptyatlvely 
short distance below the surface of the 
earth Is altogether improbable. At the 
same time It must bo admitted that 
no satisfactory explanation .has yet 
been offered for tlie eruption of molten 
matter by volcanoes, .althougli it Is 
suggested that there may be "pock- 
ets" of such matter In tho earth not 
very far removed froni the surface. 
The violence of any volcnnie eruption 
that has ever been observea lias net 
been great enough to make necessary 
tho supposition that it was an outburst 
from a mass of molted matter about 
8,000 miles in diameter. Wo shall h,^ve 
to content ourselve,'-: with sayinK that 
In the present state of human know- 
ledge there Is no warrant for conclud- 
ing that the earth consists of a coni- 
paratlvoly' thin crust resting upon a 
great fluid body Intonsely heated, but 



that all calculations baaed upon tho 
effects of 'tho.^mgtlon of the earth and 
solar, luiiar ' and planetary attraction 
secin to disprove any such theory. 

The idea that there is a superlatively 
heated place beneath our feet is by 
no Aieans oE .^idaern origin, and al- 
though it was at one time regarded 
as one of the things that are essen- 
tial to belief in Christianity, yet tlie 
belief ill it was by no means confined 
to the adherents of that faith.. The 
Idea seems to bo as old as humanity 
itself. Dr. "Vyarren, at one time presi- 
dent oiE' the Boston university, col- 
lected all the myths and traditions 
beariiiPT upon this point and from 
them lie concluded that the idea had 
its origin In an age when the popu- 
lation Of the world was confined to 
clrcuni-I->olar lands. At this time, 
he argued, the temperature of etiua- 
torial regions would be so great that 
life would be Intolerable there. When 
the Oliu-lal .'\ge came, and men wore 
driven nut of the Polar lands, the tein- 
peraturo of the Equatorial Zoue was 
lowcriMl, ;ind it became necessary for 
the !-.i,irvlvors of that catastrophe to 
discover some other locality for tho 
region of Intense heat of which they 
had preserved traditions. The exist- 
ence of volcanoes, witli their torrents; 
of lava, their showers of iislies and 
their fountains of liame and smoke, 
gave the needed aaswer to their spe- 
culations, and the Idea has never since 
died out, but has been engrafted upon 
tho mythology and religions of a large 
proportion of mankind, A Heaven of 
ioy above us and a place of awful tor- 
ment "beneath us, were quite In . ac- 
cordance with the ideas conceived by 
the survivors of the Ice .\ge in llu ir 
endeavors to explain the recollections 
that liad come down from their and 
our pi"e-Glacial ancestors. 

"bible HISTORY. 

N"()l many of the statements in the 
ancient liistory of tho .Tewi.<li people 
as contained in tho Bible are corrobor- 
ated by what used to fee called the 
nible, are by what used to be called 
"profane" record. Hence every dis- 
covery that refers to tlie personages 
niontionod in the historical books of 
the Old Testament possesses a pecu- 
liar interest. The reasons for the ab- 
sence of such corroborative testimony 
are many, but when we rellect th;it 
David lived about the time assigned 
to the sioge of Troy, and two or more 
centuries before the foundation of 
Rome - were laid. It 'sBema hardly no- 
eessary' to looli ror any'bther explana- 
tion. Grecian history of David's 
time exists only in more or less le- 
gendary stories. In which gods and 
goddesses play conspicuous.- parts. 
There is no Roman history of that day 
for the excellent rea.^on that there was 
no Konie to liave a history. The tribes 
of Central Europe of, that age may 
bo left out of consideration entirely, 
for the reason that we know nothing 
Whatever about them. There was a 
literature in India, China and possibly 
in Japan at that time, but if it con- 
tains no references to the doings of a , 
nation on the shores of the Mediter- I 
ranean, vvith whom the people of 
these countries had only such Inter- | 
course as was carried on by traders 
Willi came! caravans, there would be! 
ni> nccasiiMi for surprise, and more- j 
over, it is not liy any means certain 1 
how much reliability attaches to the 
claim of extreme antiquity made on 1 
behall" of Orienta! and Indian records. ! 
Investigators are not by any means; 
agreed as to tlie date to which tlie j 
origin of reliable history in the coun- 
tries named must be assigned. In 
Persia, Nineveh and Babylon and the 
other nations and cities of Mesopo- 
tamia and tho area west of India and 
China, there would necessarily be 
Some linowledge of what was going on 
in the Jewish kingdom, but by far the 
greater part of the records preserved 
in those places was lost when the 
cities wore destroyed. From time to 
time di.scovcries are m.ade wliii:li snb- 
slantlato the Biblical narratives, and 
It is to be assumed that as time goes 
on there will be more such. By tho 
destruction of the great Alexandrian 
library, which occurred in 17 B.C., !i 
l.irgo part of the 700,000 rolls of 
liapyrus therein preserved was des- 
troyed. What was left ' was supple- 
mented by tho records stored in 
Porgamus, which Antony g.ivn to 
01eop:ili'a, and these were •siiliseqiient- 
ly increased; but in A.T). .'i'.lO the 
Ghristlans .sacked the city and one of 
the objects of their rage Was the 
great library, which they almost 
wholly dc.droyed. What became ofj 
Kucl! f"r.iginoiits as were left is 1111- i 
known. There can bo very little j 
doubt that, li these papyri had been 
preserved, they would have cast a 
great deal of light upon tho curly 
history of tho countries surrounding 
the .Mediterranean as well as upon 
the scieiitllic researches and religlou.'i 
beliefs of ancient Egypt. In view of 
those facts the preservation of tho 
historical accounts contained In tho 
01,1 Test.-inienI, wiilfli pnrjiort to go 
back at Ic-ist 1,01)0 y.-irs from the jire- 
aont day, that Is dismissing from con- 
sideration everything previous to tho 
time of Abraham, when the re.al his- 
tory of the Jewish people begins, is 
absolutely unique, even after allow- 
ance made' for corroboration from 
Jewl.ih sourcesr.fwhl^iii^, corroborative 
accounts and the' 'Biblical .story may 
all bo . variants of tho same original. 
Hence every new flnci, which conflrmi 



the Jew.s' account of tho history of 
their own nation, and everything "sup- 
plemontlng it havo a great Interest, 
not only to scholars but to the whole 
of Christendom. 

Very recently some very important 
dlsoovoriea to£ papyri have been made 
on the Island of Elephnnta in tho 
Nile, and among thein is a petition to 
Bagolii, gin-enior of .Sainaria under 
Darius, in which the names of Johan- 
an, High Priest at Jerusalein;_. find 
Sanballat, Jewish governor ' of Sania- 
ria, (•oncerning wliom something Is 
said in the opening part of the llook 
of N'ehemlali, occur. It Is Inio that 
S.anballat lived only some -llO years 
before the beginning of our era, but 
from the standpoint of .the historian 
It Is exceedingly Interesting to find In- 
dependent testimony to the existence 
and position of individuals mentioned 
in tho Bible as taking part in tlie pub- 
lic affairs of India at that 
time. Roman history of that date Is 
largely mytliicnl, and Croclnn history 
is not very imicli belter. To tliose

Egypt in the time of .Xoliemiali, or say 
450 B.C., and also that they must have 
been there for a long time previously, 
because they had erected upon the is- 
land of Elophanta a reniarkalile tem- 
ple. In their petition to Bagohi the 
BgjTJtlan Jews say that this ediflco 
which was erected to "Jehovah, the 
Cod of Gods." was built by their fore- 
fatliers in oiden times. When Cam- 
byses, tho Persian, overran Egyiit a 
century before this petition was pre- 
sented, he destroyed all the temples 
to the other gods,, but left tli.nt to Je- 
hovah untouched. The temple of 
Eleplianta was built of massive blocks 
of stone with seven inomniiiMital gates 
adorned with great pillars of granite. 
Tho roof was of cedar and was sup- 
ported by granite columns. It con- 
tained many vessels of gold and silver 
and a great number of precious ob- 
jects. During the absence of the 
Persian Satrap of Egypt the follow- 
ers of the god Khnum obtained per- 
mission from the governor of Elo- 
phanta and destroyed the temple. The 
petition tells how all tlie Jewish jiop- 
ulation of Klenlianta. w;is plunged in- 
to the depths of afllictioii, weciiing 
and fasting and refuslng.iUo adorn 
themselves as' had bedn tiiclr custom'. 
When the Satrap returned he punish- 
ed the men respmisible for the outrage, 
but he would not consent to the re- 
building of the Temple; neither would 
the High Priest at Jeru.salem, the Per- j 
sian governor of Judea, nor the princes 
of the House of Jiidah. They therefore 
petitioned Bagohi for permission to 
proceed with the sacred work, promis- 
ing to offer sacrifices on the altar of 
tho new Temple on his behalf to Je- 
hovali and that the .lewlsh men, wo- 
men and children would never cense 
jiraying for him. The permission \v;is 
granted and tho Temjile was rebuilt. 
What became of It Is not known. 
Neither docs history tell us what bo- 
caiiio of the Jewish colony which was 
settled in KIcpliant;i. The discf)ver.v 
of this manuscript is of such very 
great Interest that tho transcription 
of the other documents, that havo 
been brought to light In the s.ame lo- 
cality and the result of further in- 
vestigations, will be eagerly looked 
for. 



LADY HAMILTON 

It was probably Trafalgar Day which 
led a reader to suggest that we should 
sa.v .something al>oiit T.ady I him ilton, 
tho woman wlioso name is so intimately 
associated with that of Britain's great- ; 
est admiral. The subject of this sketch 
is not one that can be easily dealt ' 
with because there is so iiiiu'h th.at ' 
must be left un.said, yet it is not at all 
unreasonable that many persons should 
wish to know something of tlil.s re- I 
markable iii>rson to whom Nelson gave 
almost his last thoughts. .She seems 
to have been one of those beings, of 
whom the examples are just as num- !

tonishing qualities of mind and per- 
son seem to be able to disregard tho 
conventionalities of society and to set 
all laws at dcfiaiico without incurring ' 
tho penalty of their Infraction. Helen 
of Troy was one, Cleopatra another, ' 
and those who have followed this ser- | 
Ics of articles on AVomcn in I llstory, ! 
may find themselves able to reeajl olh- ' 
ers to whom the above obserujition ' 
,'iprdies to a greater or h;ss extent. '

Lady Hamilton was wife of Sir Wll- ] 
Ham Hamilton, grandson of. the third 
Duke of Hamilton, who was embas- 
sador at Naples at a critical period, 
wliose sclentlllc aecompflshmonts were 
great and whose chief work of a por- 
inaneiiL iiatVro consisted In his suc- 
cessful efforts In connection with the 
excavation of Herculaneum and Pom- 
peii. She was born in 17fi] In Ches- 
hire. Her father was Henry I^yon, a 
blacksmith. Her mother's maiden 
name was KIdd, and while the latter's 
family were not regarded as "gentle- 



showed how iierfect they would he in 
the season of their maturil .\-." Kiieh 
was tho sixteen year old girl, who 
went to London to serve as a nursery 
maid. Is there much wonder that she 
.attracted notice wherever she went, 
and that she jiald the greatest of all 
prices when, as a humble suppliant, 
she craved as a favor from a na\al 
officor that ho would release a young 
married man who had been taken on 
board his shiii iiy the press gang, so 
that he might return to his wife and 
babies. 

It would be profitless to follow her 
career in all its details, which, when 
one makes allowances for tho man- 
ners of those times and the intensity 
of life when the eiuiiitr.v was phnig<'d 
in war upon which national existence 
depended, might have been so much 
worse than they were, that we can 
almost condone them. The circuin- 
stances of her marriage were extra- 
ordinary. I'"or some years she lived 
with the Hon. Charles Creville, and 
was so living, when the latter's uncle, 
Sir William Hamlltpn, . came homo 
from Naples on leave of absence, and, 
as gossip said, to look for a wife. Sir 
William was then a widower, !)"> years 
of ago, but with the vigor and appear- 
ance of a miicljiiyjoupgor man. He 
.spent much of his time at G'revllle's 
house and became infatuated with the 
young man's fair protegee. The story 
of how the uncle became the protector 
of his nephew's friend is not pleasant 
rt^ading, but It Is fair to tho woman 
to say that lioi conduct was, consid- 
ering th(' circumstances of her previous 
life, almost blameless. Her letters show 
that the thought that she had done or 
was doing anything wrong nover en- 
tered her mind. Greville's conduct to 
her was atrocious. It was in 1787 that 
she left England and in 17!il she mar- 
ried llaniiUon, at whicli lime she was 
30 years of age and in tho very height 
of hor glorious beauty. He was then 
59, As the Ambassatlor's wife she be- 
came the intimate friend of tho Queen 
of Naples and entertained many re- 
in-esentatlves of the iilghest British and 
Continental iioliilily. Her position in 
the court of Naples can only be des- 
crilied In her own language, as one that 
was "very extraordinary and such as 
no jiei'son has yol arrived at." She 
says in the letter I'rem which this Is 
(luoted: "I am almost sick of gran- 
deur." 

Nelson first met Lady Hamilton in 
17f»3, but. their acquaintance was only 
ver.v formal until after the battle of 
the Nile in ITll.S. Both Sir William and 
bis wife w>M-e cxtra\-agaiitly fond of 
tlie hero, and their friendship continued 
notwithstanding the Intimate relations 
which arose between Nelson and the 
lady. Indeed the whole transaction Is 
of ;i most iistounding nature. Nelson's 
apologists do not pretend to find any 
excuse for the part he played; the most 
thoy can offer in explanation Is that he 
w;is ;i man of an exceedingly nervous 
syiiii)a t lietic and excilabh! tempeni- 
ineiit, whose own domestic relations, 
interrupted as they were bj- iirolonged 
absence from homo, wero not condu- 
cive to his happiness. His affection for 
Lady Hamilton was such that If wrong 
can bo made right. It was so in this 
case. 

Lady Hamilton died in 1814. Of hor 
life iifter Nelson's death there Is little | 
to be said, except that sho lived extra- | 
vagantiy and notwithstanding the 
handsome jirovlslon m.ade for her by 
her husband and tho .\dmiral, died al- j 
most in povert.w 



Ancient Teachers of Re- 
ligion and Philosophy 

By N. do Bertrand Lngrln. 



EPICURIANISM 



It Is a very ohl assertion and one 
Hint must lie readily admilted by all, 
that lie wiio seeks Ills own Interest 
will lead a life of jierl'i'ct virtue, and 
that true li;i]ipiiiess consists only ill 
being virtuous. The.-ie iriitln were 
Caught iiHU-e lhan lliree Immlred yeai's 
befcu-e Christ by Milieu ru.s. This great 
idiilosopher may be said to havo cvol- 
„ ved his whole system of ethics in his 
folk" thoy wore tho social superiors of , fou^ canons, which, are as follows. Tho 
Lyon, tho blacksmith. Mrs. Lyon was pleasure which produces no pain Is 



to be embraced. Tho pain which pro- 
duces no pleasure is to be avoided. 
Tho pleasure is to be avoided which 
prevents a greater pleasure, or iiro- 
ducea a great pain. The pain Is to 
be endured Which averts a greater pain 
or secures a greater pleasure. In short, 
Epicurus taught that pleasure Is the 
goal towards wliicii 'all men should 
travel, and it can lie readily xinder- 
stood how easily such doctrines might 
lie miseons-rued into making appear 
justlliable many acts which are radi- 
cally' wrong in their methods and re- 
sults. AVliile the early Epicureans fol- 
lowed directly the pui'e and simple 
teachings of their ma.Her, the later 
Greeks, who professed tiiese doctrines, 
made them an e.KCUso for self-indul- 
gence and even crime. ".V school," 
writes Lecky In his History of Euro- 
pean ISI orals, '"Willeh placed so high a 
value upon' ease and jiloasure, wa.5 
oinlnently unfit to -atruggle against the 
fearful difllculties that besot tlu; teach- 
ers of virtue, amid the anarch.v of a 
military despotism." Even Epicurus 
himself countenanced suicide, though 
exhorted men to "weigh carefully 
whether they would prefer death to 
come to them, or would themselves go 
to death." A great many of his folr 
lowers died by tlieir own hand.^, among 
them, C:issliis. Atlleim, the friend of 
Cicero, and the philosopher Diodenis 
Pliiiy goes so far as to describe the lot 
of man, in this respect, to be superior 
to tliat of Cod, for man lias tlie jiower 
of flying to liie tomb. lie advaiK-ed 
as a proof of the mercy of Providence 
that it li.as covered tin? earth with 
herbs by which the weary may find a 
rapid and painless death. Cicero tells 
us of Hegaslus. the Epicurean, who 
was 'surnamed by tho • ancients "the 
orator of death." So eloquently did he 
lireach of this blessed.' release ' and of 
the emptiness of the pleasures of life, 
that multitudes who heard him became 
so impressed tb.ar, they committed 
suicide rather than live to endure tlie 
worlhlessiii'ss of exi.-tenee as he pic- 
lured it. So gre:il was the baneful 
influoiiee of this philosopher that 
Ptolemy was comiielled to banish hlni 
from Alexandria. And yet, lOiiicurus, 
whose teachings became so dlstorte<i 
by the Creeks of a later day, was a 
man of blamole.i-s character and the 
tenets of his t.-acblng were eniincntiy 
pure. His doctrines admitted In the- 
ory nearly every form of virtue. 

Ho was b^irn on the island of Amos, 
.'Ml B.C. saorlly after, the death of 
Plato, and studied probably under 
J^enopbrates and Tlieophrastus, build- 
ing lii;i system of physic.-, uiion the 
atomic theor.v of l")eniocritus. Al- 
though Epicurus taught that pleasure 
should be the ultimate aim of man, jie 
and his friends led lives of the ^'reateKt 
lemiieranee and simiillclty. There is 
vary little known of hl.s career beyond 
the fact that compared to the lives of 
other philosophers It was singularly 
peaceful. He' spent practically all of 
It In teaching, and his school while In 
Athena was a 'spacious gardbnV There- 
fore, the Athenians Called him "tho 
garden philosopher." Ho died at the 
a,ge of seventy-two. 

.\ccording to Epicurus, the great 
evil that afflicts men Is fear, fear of 
the gods and ("e.ar of death. To rid 
oneself of this fear of death. To rid 
of death. Is nccessar.v to one's happi-. 
ness. "Wli.v should we fear." he 
asks, "since when wc are, death is 
not. and wlien death Is, wo .are not." 

'I'lie following Is a brief account of 
his views. "Epicurus regarded the 
universe as corjioreal ami infinite in 
extent, and eternal in duration. He 
recognized two kimls of existence, 
that of bodies and that of vacuum or 
space. Of his bodies some are com- 
pounds and some are atoms or iiidi- 
viaible Clements of which tho com- 
pounds are formed. The world as we 
now see it Is renroduced by the col- 
lision and whirling together of these 
atoms. Ho also held the doctrine of 
perception by images which are ne- 
cessary to bring us Into rapport with 
the world without. In like manner 
he believed that sounding bodies threw 
off emanations by which we are 
brought In sympathy with them; and 
that perception by smell took place in 
the same way." 

Lucretius, 99 B.C., has descrilied In 
his wonderful poem, "I)c? Bcrmii Na- 
tur," which was the great work of 
his life, tho whole system of Epicur- 
ean philosophy, natural as well as 
moral. The aim of the Epicurean 
poet In this work was to enlighten 
his fellow-countrymen so that they 
might free themselves from the bond- 
age of superstition, and to raise 
them above the passions and weak- 
nesses of '"human nature. A few ex- 
tracts from ills work are given below 
from Dryden's translation: — 

O people miserable, O fools and blind! 
A'l'liat night vou cast o'er all the ways 
of man, 

And In that nifiht before you and be- 
hln.l 

What perils prowl: But you nor wllll

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HINTS ON TULIP CULTURE 

For general culture, tlio tulli) is in 
many respects without a peer amonn 
the spring-flowering biilbs. It is tin^ 
harcllost of the class. It Is .one or ilio 
cheapest, In fact,' the', oheape.si, if 
size of bulb Is taken Ifito cohaliUna- 
tlon. Its culture'ia so simple that tlu^ 
novice can scarcely fall. The Kiiiullor 
varieties bloOrii. With tlie hyaointli, 
mid the latest sorts tarry to ushor in 
the .lutie rcpse.s. its wide varliitloiis 
ill color ajjpi'al to llu> most fastidious 
la.^li', be till' uocaslou grave or gay. 

Sc'ptr'mljcr ami October arc the 
ideal months I'oi' idantins. tliai root- 
;;ro\vlh ma\- be well eslablishoj Ijot'iiro 
winter. However-. Xoveinlier plant- 
iuK is nincli ^tdei- than no ]ilantint;'. 
and the writer lias lucked bulljs inln 
the Ki'onnd just l.iel'ciri- Christmas with 
.■-iieeess. l!ut even if llie gtviund is 
not rrui-.eii, deferi-ins so late greatly 
increases the chance of lailnre. 

Tulips iirefei- a sand>- loam, Iieiicc 
the success of sriiwin.t;- ljulos in Jlol- 
laiul. Select a sunny siooe. well drain- 
ed and .slighll.\- elevati'il. If the Diily 
Hvailaljle .s:)ut l.v a siii'f ela>-, incline, l 
to be wot and soKey. remove a font 
and II half of" sod and fill in six inclies 
M'itli small stones, bones and cliar-' 
coal, .and finish off with a llglit gar- 
den', soil, well ,eurIohea by thoroushly 
•lepoj'tiposetl ' fertlUsser from the c.it- 
tle-yard. Tulips are gi-oss feeder.s, 
yet direct contact with the fresh fer- 
tilizer will induce i-ot; as a safeguard, 
womo prefer to surround the bulb 
with a little sand when planting. 

Plant the bulbs six inches aptirt 
and four or five Inches deep; a liprlit 
.■-nil aduiiis of deeper planting: and 
.adds In the seeiuil.v asainst frceMiiii,'. 
.\1 llie aiii)roaeh of winter covor the 
bed witli K'a\ os to the dejitli o(- anv- 
eral inelies— ennuRh U> .'-hltdd from 
hard lree;:in;;, \et not to smother tile 
bulbs. Do not rush to rake it off 
with tlio first warm days. lest the

.Montbrt.'tias, when lifted and .stored 
for winter, require practically the same 
treatmeni as the gladioli; but in pro- 
paring these plants for winter, the 
bulbs should not be separated from the 
roots which connect them, as these 
roots, or rhi'/.onies, form new bulbs at 
over.e joint by wliicli the .stock is in- 
creaseii. It is not, however, necessar.x 
to take u|i montbretias for storage 
lUiriiig winter, a.s, they are' perfectly 
l'.ard.\-, Willi good protection, which 
iiia.v consist of a layer of leaves several 
inches in llilekiiess, and will incri'asc 
iiincli fa.sler and give f;ir belter re- 
sults if li'Ct in tile giound Iroiii year to 
.\'ear. When, however, tli.'y are lifted, 
tlie.\' shnuhl he first chieil off, and then 
stored in iiaper saelvs like the gladioli, 
In st'iring llu'se bulbs, care .slioilld 
be tak' 11 not to give loo warm or.dr.v 
a position, as one iienr or over a fur- 
nace, as this will cause the roots to 
shrivel.

'J'liis is on 
I Uie priiu'iple that tlie loss-^'iTimo the 
I roots are out of tlie ground, the less 
waste of vitality will result. 

To further this manner of treatment, 
the l)ulbs .shoiihl be taken iij) and start- 
ed as I'arly as possible in spring — in 
f'ebruar.v, if iiossible. So, if the roots 
are not lifted until the latter part of 
November, or even well into December, 
which is often fiuile practieable, and 
are started in l''ebruary, tliey will not, 
neces.sariiy, have been out of the 
ground over two months — a time too 
short to entail any great amount of 
damage. 

-As soon as tlie frost lias killed the 
tops of tlie caiinas, they should be cut 
off, down to scnind tissue, and tlie bed 
piled hi.gli with leaves — tliree or four 
feet deep, ii possible— and the whole 
covered with eanvas. boards or aiiy- 
thin.g which will turn water and pre- 
serve the dryness of tlie leaves, as 
upon this depends their protective .vir- 
tue.

Neat, dwarf and bush.v s]ieciniens ;ire 
the most effective for all purposes, and 
are as easily produced as an>' others. 

1-Iouse :dii.nts arc no doubt mainly 
grown for tlieir flowers, but even 
without flowers, if properly managed, 
they may be made to present a very 
sightly appearance; indeed, a perK(m 
who grows plants purely from the lovo 
of them, will derive as much pleasure 
from their liealthy progress as from 
their blossoms. To vyatoh. a plant 
from its first formation in the seed 
vessel through all Its changes to' Its 
complete development, is an occupa- 
tion worthy of tlic best intelligence 
and ."such as no one can inirsne with- 
out becoming the wiser and bolter for 
it. 

In order to gel the most shapely 
plants, togetlier with a fair amount 
of blossoni,s in the winter and at (lie 
saino time carry over a sufficient 
quanlity for summer bedding, it is a 
good plan to rel.v altogether upon cut- 
tings taken from iilants that have l.ieen 
in tlie ground all tlie summer, iuid 
only 111 exceptional i-.ases btiuging into 
the house an old plant. The cuttings 
are made in early September and 



pots, one in eaeli, if it is desired to 
!ia\e ;i succession of bloom, it is well 
to I pot as many a.'J it is desired to 
bloom at one iinie. and then make 
anotliei potting about throe weelcs lat- 
er. Tile method of potting is to place 
a piece of broken crock over the liolc 
in tlio bottom of the pot, then fill in 
an 'inch deep of broken pieco.s of 
crock or pebbles, or better. ."JtlU pieces 
or charcoal, so an to secure-' perfect 
drainage, then fill /tip to within two 
inches of the top with soli composed 
of rotted sods, cow-manure and jinro 
sand, packing it firmly.

Wh'en flriiVhed, the top of 
the blilb should .appear just above tlio 
soil and 'the eartli be about half an 
inch below the rim. Oive it a good 
watering now, thoroughly soak-ing the 
whole of the ourlli in the pot. The 
plants should llien be jilaced in a ilark 
cool if ellar free from frost, and i he 
soil kept nioisl, until the pot is I'llled 
with roots, which can be ascerlained 
by genll.\- kuoekiug the ball of earth 
loose frnin iln^ ])ol and turning it out 
far rn.oijvu tii see whether Ihe white 
roots lia\e run through the soil. When 
Ihcy li.'ive nlleil llie earth with roots, 
they arc ready lo be removed to the 
room where the.\' are to blossom;

It is usually out of tiio 
(juestloii to do much in adapting tlio 
dil'ferent fruils lo the different soils in 
llie home iriiit garden, but this point 
should he kept in mind and advantage 
taken of any little variation of soil.

STORING BULBS IN WINTER 

To have a .successful display of sum- 
nicr-blooniingr roots, bulbs and tubers 
one niiixt be able to carry the dormant 
roots safely through the winter, and 
briijg them In prime condition to the 
season of outdoor growth. Most of the 
roots and bulbs commonly us^d for 
planting out In the sumnjer are very 
easily cared for; This Is especially tho 
case with the gladioli— so popular for 
summer cut-flowers. Tho bulbs of 
the.se flowers may be lifted any time 
after frost has""spolled the garden" 
and laid in a sunn.v, frost-proof place 
to ripen. If the bulbs have been plant- 
ed some eight or ten Inches deep — as 
they should have, been — the digging 
may be deferred until tho surfaco of 
liio ground begins to freeze; but if 
Kliallow planting has been done. It will 
be bolter to dig earlier. 

In digging these bulbs, do not pull 
them up b.v the lops, but pass the 
spade down below tlie bulb and lift 
them out of the ground, btdb and .stalk 
intact. .'Utcr they have become so 
seasoned ;ls to Icavo the stalks dry and 
brittle, the stalks should be cut away 
within two or lliree inches of tho liiiib 
— not broken or torn awa.v-r-and the 
bulbs stored In paper sacks, and hung 



CARE OF PLANTS 

During the winter the garden docs 
not' aftord flower lovers either occupa- 
tion or amusement, but -we can with 
very little' trouble and at ho cost 
carry into our houses some of ,the 
color and fragrance- o0 summer to 
remind us that winter will pass and 
birds will come again. -Then, too, If 
we arc looking forvvard to next years' 
{garden and iiavc not long nurse.s, wo 
require to bring in and protect some 
of the more tender piucnnlais so as to 
have them in growing condition for 
planting out as soon as danger from 
frost is past In the spring. Many peo- 
ple are very successful in carrying 
their plants through tho winter and 
in making them blossom freely from 
.about niirlstmas until tliey are put 
out into Ibe flower l.ieds where tliey 
make an immediate show of rich color 
against the foliage of the hardy fast 
growing iierennials. Others try \'e;ir 
after .veiir, only to meet wllli dlsaj)- 
poinlmenl or a partial success, that 
Is more liK"e f.Milnri'. 

.^nlong the mistakes which aiiia- 
leurs fall into in ihe m.-iiiageiiient of 
Ibeir iilants during the winter is tli,'il 
of crowdiii.g them too much log(!tlii.'r 
by housing more plants than tlie.v have 
room for, or taking in plants which 
are too large, ami thus ver.\' frequently, 
nearly sjioiling all of them, it. cei-- 
talnly requires strong, resolution lo 
throw away a ■quantity of nice look- 
ing and healthy plants in tlie autumn 




We are not, how-evor, entirely de- 
pendent upon tho percnniiils for win- 
ter flowers, for there arc many of nui- 
best annuals whicli may be so treal- 
ed as to blossom in tlie Imuse duriu.g 
IIh.^ wliiler and wliich will cnutiiiue 
blossomin.g all Ihmugh the eiisniu.g 
Hiinimor if planted nut in the garden. 
In fact almost aii\- of tln-m may be so 
carried over, if given suflicienl light 
and sp;u;e, but the ciunmnu ones are 
so easily raised from send and enme 
inlo bki.-;snm sn qiiickl.\- thai it is not 
worth while Iroubllii:; with llii-m, ljut 
iii(otiuas, .Siilpiglnssls, Slocks, and 
man.N' olhers are excclleiii plants for 
lionse culture ami will repay llie liltlc 
care they require. It is nol .ilways ne- 
cessfiry to iirovide Ihe plants by inalc- 
ing a special sowing of seed, for there 
are generally to bo found among the 
spring sown plants some that are 
backward and which have not- blos- 
somed when the. frost bomea; these if 
taken up then answer the r>nriiose 
perfectly. If blossom buds are ii))on 
thom nip them off. pot the plants and 
shade them for a little while and they 
will come on satisfactorily. Nastur-

On tlie other hand,' avoid very steep 
slopes which can be tilled Only "with 
(iUliculty and are likely to .be -wind 
swe'pt, A slope of four or 'five feet 
In 0. hundred Is sufliclent. Many hpnrie 
orchards are planted on a hillside so 
steep that ihey cannot be tilled .'or 
.sprayed. Better have the troos there 
than to have none at all, but these are 
raroly satisfactory. The .general point 
to be kept in mind Is not to put the fruit 
garden on flat land or in a pocket, bul 
to select a g.-.-nlle shqie. 
Double Planting Not Usually Desir- 
able 

Double planting Is the growing of 
more than one kind of fruit on the 
same land at the sann- lime; as aj>- 
ides, with ]ieac)ies betv.-eeii the ro^vs, 
or currants with strawberries, etc. 
One oljjeetion lo double planting l-i 
ilial different fruits reiiuirc different 
treatment a.s regards tillage, pruning, 
1 tc, and it is an inconvenience In 
caring' for them to h.-ive them mixed. 
.-\liotlier and more serious objection to 
double planting, as iisu;ill.v ]iracticed, 
is that the se\-cral fruits are crowded 
tiiat none liave room to do tlieir 
t. I'suuiiy the home fruit-grower 
does not realize that, when he iilauts 
.several kinds of fruit thiclcly upon iiis 
land, he is placing a heavy tax iip->n 
the land, and ought to fertilize ver.v 
imich heavier tlian ho would for one 
cro|) only. Double planting should be 
riracticed onl.v w-lien it is absokitely 
necessary, as in the small city or sub- 
urban fruit garden: It :1s my observa- 
tion that when 'several fruits are 
crowded on the .same area, nine times 
out of ton tho amount of fruit pro- 
duced and tiio degree of satisfaction 
iieri\'ed would bo far greater if the 
owner b.id been content with fewer 
trees 'and given cacli room to grow. 
We often see apiile trees with penrs 
between tliem, currants between tlie 
pears, and strawberries tucked Jn be- 
tween tiie currnnls. This is a very 
unsatisfaetor.v combination except In 
the few eases where the grower keeps 
I he soil ver.v rich and gives each .fruit 
sp'H'ial attention. .' ..." . . 

In the liorne fruit garden It Is desir- 
able sometimes to plant the ^trecs prjore 
thickly than they should stknd aCt.er 
cnniing into full- bearing, -with the Idea 
of taking out. some of the trees when 
I hey have borne a .few crops. Thus 
peaches are often planted between ap- 
i i)ic trees, and .early bearing varieties 
of apples, like" Yellow Transparent and 
! Wagner, between the standard varie- 
ties. This, plan 1^ ■ all right If tlic 
peaches or early apples are removed 
wlien the other treqp. need the space, 
but the majority of home frult-gro\v- 
oi-y will not do this. In most cases 
Uiose tillers are not cut out at all,, and 
the orchard becomes a. brush-pHe. 
(Uhcrs cut them, out eventually, but 
not until the permanent trees have been 
seriously weakened by the crowding, 
in general, then, give each fruit a sep- 
jirate piece of ground; but If .your 
space is so limited that yon absolute- 
ly must mix them, be careful to Iceep 
up tlie fertility of the soil and to keep 
the several fruils frcmi crowding. 
The Arrangement of tlie Garden 
I'sually it will be best to luive the 
iree fruits Iiy tliomselves in .me or- 
chard and to plant the small fruil.s In 
1 niinection with the vegetable garden. 
'I'lie itieal home garden has along one 
side a row or two of raspberries, tlinii 
blackberries, currants, and goo.sobcr- 
ries and strawberries; then thi' jier- 
eiiniiil vegetables, as asiiaragu.s and 
rhubarb, add finally the annual veget- 
ables. It is miicli belter to , associate 
the small fruits with the vegetable 
garden than with the orchard, because 
the\- love the saiiio kind of soil that is 
nci'essary for tile production of choice 
vegelables — one that has biH'U made 
rich anil full of linimis by li'oeral dre.ss- 
iu.gs of manure. Jf the |.>c.-illty is 
trouliled with severe winds that are 
- to injure tlie fruit it is well to 
plant a row of apples on the ship that 
ret^'ivos the prcv.alling wind. If the lo- 
cality suffers from winter injuries, jmt 
' " i the hardier fruits, as apples and pears, 
tliaii .my j ,„i the outside of tho fruit garden, and 
nil garclen, |||,,, niore tender, as peaches and plums, 
ill tho center. Give early varieties a 
sunny spot. 'Why not use fruit trees 
for shade and ornament around the 
botuse? They are beautiful in blossom, 
in foliage, and In fruit. .JTho/ Trans- 
ceiidant Crab la especially, .desirable 
for thi.s purpose. Oft^'ntlmes, the 
graiies can be used to advantage on 
arliors or trained over fences. 

How Much of Each Fruit to Plant 
That depends upon the siiaco avail- 
able, the success you have in growing 
fruit, the number In the family, and 
their personal iircferences. I want li 
bl.g bed of strawberries in my garden, 
but am not so particular about rasp- 
lierrics. Your tastes may be different. 
It is imiiossible to give delluite jilaiis 
for tho homo fruit garden, because of 
these varying fiietor.';. Tn a fruit gar- 
den of one acre I would' suggest tlic 
following fruit plants or tlieir equiva- 
lent in other fruits that re(nilre the 
same amount of siiaee: Klght apples, 
twelve pears, twelve cherries, sixteen 
Iiliinis, sixteen peaches, thirty grapes, 
seventy-flvo currants, twent.v-fivo 
gooseberries, and two hiindrod straw- 
berries. These fruits can be plaiiti'd 
on an acre at a reasonalde distance 
apart and witlioiit double planting. 
How Far Apart to Plant 
Both tree fruits and small fruits .are 
commonly planted loo close for tlio 
best rosiills. This comes from a de- 
sire to gel just as much as possible 
from the land, ami a failure to look 
ahead and see wliat tiie trees or plants 
will be several years after planting'. 



This i,s particiilai-l.v true in the home 
orcliard. Very often we see fruit trees 
planted ten or fifteen feet apart, when 
tlioy ought to bo tlilrty or forty feet 
apart. One tree that has room enough 
for a liealtliy growth of top and roots 
is more profitable than three lialf- 
starved trees occupying the .samo 
space. The distances lliat should be 
.g^lven vary greatly in different locali- 
ties and on different soils. Apples in 
one locality may bo more crowded at 
thirt.v- fiv.j feet apart than the same 
variet\- would bo at twenty-six feet 
apart in another place Some varieties 
are siiiiill growers. JC tho trees are 
pruned closel.v, the.v may be set closer. 
The home fruit-grower -^vlio lias a lim- 
ited space should consider all those 
things, because he wishes to get jusc 
as maiiy plants on his land as will do 
well. .\s a general guide, tiie follow- 
ing dlHlannes are suggested: Apples 
and sweet clierrics, thirty to forty feet; 
pc.-trs, aprlcols, plums, peac^lics, and 
sour cherries, sixteen to twenty-four 
feet; quinces, sixteen feet; grapes, six 
by eiglit to eight by ten feet; currants 
and gooseberries, four b.v six to six b.v 
eight feet; raspberries, three liy six lo 
I five by eight feet; blackberries, four 
by seven to six by nine feet; straw- 
berries, one or one and a half by four 
feet. • ■' . ■ < • 

In c&se dwarf apples or -dwar'f pearo 
are used, the distances' for these may 
be . half those recommended tor the 
standards; but dwarf .'trees are hot us- 
ually satisfactory in the home orchard. 
They req'ulre special skill to' be pro- 
litable. 

Laying Out the Orchard 

There are man.v good methods of 
doing this. One of t\\a best for very 
small areas is to stretcli across the 
field a line or v,-ire on whicli the propor 
distances have been measured and 
marked with a tie of white string or 
cloth. As soon as stakes for one ro-.t' 
is set this line is moved to tlie Jiex.t. 
In this ca.'?e it will bo necessary lo 
align the trees carefully when plaiil- 
in.g. If a wire is used, it wdll bo better 
to mark the distances mi it by wrap- 
ping around il a smaller wire, tho 
ends of wliich arc twisted tightly, so 
that it cannot slip. In case the or- 
cliard is to be not more than twenty 
rods long, a ver.v convenient and effec- 
tive plan is to stretch a wire between 
two stout stakes w-lilcli are driven on 
n. line with the row to bo planted first, 
one at each end. The wire should bo 
stretched two feet from tho ground. 
The lioles can then bo dug and tlie 
trees planted iiiimediately, after which 
the wire is moved to the next rou;. No 
stakes arc required in this method, and 
the only measuring that it is necessary 
to dp is the distance between rows. 
■ . "^-..rJ- ^exagon'-Planling^^^ 

If several rows'f of 'one' kind of Irult 
a re to be planjted,-; or of "several kinds 
of fruit requiring, the*. simo distances, 
do not plant the trees In squares, but 
in hexagons. More trees can bo grown 
on the land and tliey tire di.strlbutcd 
more evenly. To plant in, hexagons, 
get a hatchet and as many stakes 
twelve to eighteen inches long, and' of 
uniform size, as there are trees to 
plant. Take two small wires and make 
a loop in each end of botli large en- 
ougli lo slij) over the tops of the 
stakes. The length of each wire from 
center to center of the rings should bo 
exactly the distance that it is desired 
to have Ihc trees apart — say two rod.s. 
B.v measuring and . sighting, place ono 
row of stakes along one side of the or- 
chard site, marking the cx.ict position 
of the ilrst row of trees. To lay out 
the second and succeeding rows, slip 
a loop of one wire over the first stake 
and a loop of the other wire over the 
second staice. Pull tho two wires taut 
until the other two loops are together, 
tho whole forming the letter V. Drive 
a stake at tlie point of the V. Thi;; 
marks tlio iiosition of the first tree in 
tiie second row. I'lacc the -wires over 
tlie second ;uid third stakes in tlio first 
row-, and locale the second tree like- 
wise, ami so on for an indelinile n-Jin- 
ber of rows. Tlie trees in tlie lirst and 
tliird rows w-ill be opposite each other, 
while tiiosc in the second are midway 
and altern:iling. Fifteen per cent, more 
trees can be put on an acre by thit> ar^ 
rangemenl than by iilantiug in squaresV 
and every tree is equidistant from' 
every other tree; in squares they aTo 
nol. 

Supplement all methods by careful 
sighting each way Avhen planting. 
Make tho rows straight. Crooked rows 
look slovenly.— S. W. Fletcher. 



STORE CELERY FOR WINTER 

"When gardens aro covered wdtli 
snowdrifts, or the ground is frozen 
hard, il is a difficult "matter lo get 
at the celery which is banlvcd iii> 
there. AVe prevent this difficulty by 
planting ours in the cellar, just be- 
fore tlio arrival of lieavy frost. Wa 
do not bank it up, bat kcc]) il grow- 
ing vigorously in the garden until 
frost time, when il is carefully taken 
lip, leaving- a con.siderable quantity 
of earth on the roots, and planted In 
;i. row along the cellar wall. Wo wa- 
ter it immediately , after .^replanting, 
and after that' .'at-,- Intervals '.'of v about 
a week, or whenever If 8ho\v's ' signs 
of being too dry. Care must bo taken 
not to pour water on the leaves, and 
newspapers may be hung up at tho 
windows to exclude tho light. 

After the new growth begins to ap- 
pear, the older leaves and stalks turn 
yellow, and are cut oft close to tho 
ground. This now growth is sure to 
1)0 cxco6dingly solid, crisp, wcll- 
blanclicd, and sweet, and neither 
•snow-drifts nor freezing weather will 
prevent your using it at aiiy'tlmo you 
may choose to do so. — "\V. R. S. '

Color and comb, however, are a mat- 
tor of fancy, but the subject I wish to 
speak of is the good qualities of tho 
Minorca family.

THE POULTRYMAN 



START WITH A FEW BIRDS 

Nohiody starting in the poultry busi- 
ness can possibly avoid failure if ho 
attempts to' care for 1,000 birds with- 
out any previous e.Nperionce. Begin In 
a small way (not more than fifty 
birds), give your time to studying tho 
needs of your flock .-md learn what 
the conditions of your locality arc by 
actual experience, not by hearsa.>-. 

After things are In working order, 
sttirt a balance sheet, (.'hargo all ex- 
penses, including the cost of your own 
labor at the local rates of piiy. Keep 
this up for II year. When you have 
mastered everything concerning the 
caro and management and your balance 
sheet shows, a satisfactory profit, you 
aro then prepared to expand the busi- 
ness.,a§ V^pWly as conditions will per- 
mit- * .. 

The* approximate cost of a plant 
^: could not .he determined without being 
'familiar with tho local conditions. 
Five' siiiiare feet of floor should be al- 
lowed- for each bird in a house Hcvnn 
feet lilgh. This may seem altogether 
too liberal' an amount, but one of iho 
foremost authorities on poultry rc>- 
cently proved by experiment that 
twelvb birds that had sixty stiuaro 
z teei 'ot'tloov spaco actually laid more 

■ bggs"- in 'on4 year than twenty-five 

■ dther, birds- that were crowded into the 
sk'the'-'iLmount of space. Ten square 

rfeot""Of yard space is sufficient for 
each bird. 

'iD.jylde the house Into pans that win 
hold' not ' more than thirty birds. This 
bojpsi' to prevent sickness and gives 
wealc birds a better chance in the 
scrimmage at feeding time. Build 
your own house, but buy the brooders 
' ready mado until you liavo had more 
experlencp. 

What has been said about hons i.s 
equally true about raising scjuabs. 
Some good advice which a veter.-in 
squab breeder recently gave to ti be- 
■glnner was, "Don't start witli over 
twenty-tive pahs of birils." lie him- 
self stferfed with a slnglo pair. Clo.se 
observation of every pair to know what 
they are. doing, a record of their per- 
formaneos, proper feeding, clean 
houses, Well vcntilnted and sunny, 
precautions- against disease, are some 
of' the- requisites to .success. — Davhl 
Thayer.

mistaken by any ono who knows chick- 
ens. These young birds were carried 
into the: laying house, banded, and

many aro of the impression that the 
Minorca is extremely wild iind ro- 
([Uires eight to ten-foot fences to rc- 
.slraiu it. Tills is a mistaken idea and 
as in many other cases, the trouble Is 
v,-ith the breeder, not with tho hird.-i. 
Ocoasionall.v there are unruly sppci- 
niens in all breeds. The writer has 
seldom. If ever, boon obliged to use 
more than, five or six-foot fences, the 
six-toot fences being used more for tho 
youngsters, they being usually more 
unruly iluin the other birds. The 
niLiin secret In handling Minorcas is to 
keep them gentle and retain tlieir con- 
lldcnce by avoiding (luick inovemimts 
iir nmning them when placed in no.v 
quarters. They will soon be contented 
and happy in their now home, and if 
si}pplicd with common necessities of 
yarded birds, they will lay you quanti- 
ties of large, white eggs for your 
trouble. The Minorca is noted for 
laying an esijccially attractive egg, be- 
ing in size the largest of tho .Medi- 
terninean breeds. 

Tliere has been a great deal of talk 
of ehanging tho standard of tho .Single 
Comb Black Minorca. 1 think for 
many reasons this would prove a great 
d(!triment to this noble variety, for. If, 
as suggested by those who advocate 
the cli.-<nge, they are to lower the stan- 
dard fdr weight and go hack to the 
smaller low station birds of some time 
ago, the noble carriage and grand ap- 
jiearance as well as many of tho use- 
lul qualities of the standard bird of 
today will be lost. The main question 
as I see it is. Have wo not enough 
small Mediterranean breeds without 
jaddlii.s another'.-' The Minorca now 
islands (irst In weight in the Medlter- 
( raiiean class. The great cry agnln.st 
Mile i^i-Khorn has alway.s l)eijn, Yes, 
ilicy are excellent layers, but of little 
luarltot value. But In the Minoc-ra of 
toilay we have an unexcelled layer of 
large, white eggs, a bird as enerRetic 
and active as a Leghorn, and as largo 
and of as great a market value as a 
Plymouth Rock. Can any plausible 
reasnn be given for going back to the 
small, biW station bird of some years 
ago that so easily became over-fat and 
useless'.' The present typo carries 
more flesh, but never appears fat or 
heavy, but will greatly surprise you 
w!i(-ii .vou iilace him on the scales. 
.'-Someone says tlie egg productitin has 
been lost jiiid complains of a lack of 
tertilit.N- in otir present type of Single 
Comb Black Minorcas. I would .sug- 
gest tli;it this is more troublewith tlu' 
bleeder or the particular strain he 

i happens to be breeding, rather than 
! ihn fault (if tho breed or tho standard. 

Tile vvilter luiows from personal ex- 
perience that records of twenty-five 
to twenty-eight eggs per month have 
been obtained from yarded birds and 
90 to 98 per cent, hatches have been 
obtained from these same birds. If 
one can do this, so can another. 

Minorca chicks aro easily handled 
with either brooder or hens. Tho for- 
mer has a tendency to make them 
more tame, unless they haiipen to have 
one of those rare exceptions, a good 
hen mother. They feather very rapid- 
ly, and as Ihey approach (be broiler 
ago they are at llieir worst as far as 
appearance goes, being very rugged at 
the time of exchanging their t-liiek for 
Ihelr adull pliiiii.-ige. After this sliiqe 
they begin In b..- u 1 1 l act Ive, anil the 
lockerels sliowing rr-il eouibs, wlilch 
develop raphlly. \\hi|e (hat of (be pul- 
lets will hi- neai-l.v invisible until they 
n ach layin.i; Cijiulltion, it is often 
seen In black viirleties (hal (he yoiiiig- 
s(ers have a great deal of white In 
(heir first pluma.ire especially. I think 
(Ills Is to iif the young co(-l;ei-els, and 
ill is also a eoniinon m-currence that 
those showing the most white -when 
,\-iiiin,g are nfli-n (he blackest and best 
birds when gniwn. .Never laill a foa- 
(her just bei-aiisn it happens to .show 
a litdc gre>- or white, as It is almost 
sure til conio in again showing more 
oi' the defect than at first and would 
in most cases ruin what iirospects the 
bird had .'is an exhibition spocliiieii. 
In a, s|)eclmen showing (he above d(-- 

ii (It it, would be best (o i-unsult tlii- 
Slandaril bi-'fore attempting to exhibit 
him and i-iad (be liniltatlfiri of wliite, 
allev.eil without disiiualifylng. So 
many of Ihe uninitiated breeders have 
placed birds 111 (he show i-oom e.^pect- 
liig them to surely win and have not 
Iciiown why they wore disqualified. 
Study your Standard a,n^ istudy your 
birds if you -would succeed in the show- 
room. . 

In regard to white varieties, tli-j 
cliicks will often throw a groy or black 
feather or small groy or black licks, 



feather may come In perfectly white, 
then those birds that were perfectly 
whlto from the beginning would be 
lost from sight as our bent broeders. 
However, all white vtriatles that aro 
sport.-? of some dark or colored variety 
are sure at ono time or another to 
breed or tin-ow back to the ori/iinal. 

In my opinion, this is only natural 
and tho defect not so serious as a de- 
cided lack of typical shape. I would 
never Introduce foreign blood Into a 
strain to improve the color, as so 
many breeders have done that were 
breeding white varletle."^. It has been 
l)racticed not only In White Minorcas, 
but in White Wyamlotles and other 
])rominent white vtirietles where the 
breeder has thought to improve tho 
color of his stock, and tlioroby lost the 
breed cliaractorlstics which in some 
cases It took them a great many years 
to re-establish and then thej are not 
always auccessftil. Better to have a 
little color that conies from some an- 
cestor true to shape than to lose our 
breed characterlsdcs. 

Let, for instance, a White .Minorca 
bo crossed wltl: ;i White Wyandotte 
(which I saw the result of in a breed- 
er's yards) to improve the i-nse comb 
of the INlinorca, also the size, and 
what Is the result? A mongrel and 
nothing more, with the shape and size 
of .-i "Wyandotte having white, pink or 
\ellow shanks as the case might be, 
long shanks and no long bodv-, and 
long, sweeping tall to correspond, in- 
stead of a coniinict body with short 
tall and broad back. A queer combi- 
natlfin you will say for a JLInorca, and 
in fact I was obliged to display my 
lack of knowledge by asking what 
kind of a bird was being bred in these 



yards. 



I should never have thought it 
was a Rose Comb White Minorca. 

It -ivould certainly tako years and 
years of careful brooding to oUmlnato 
such imperfections as Just referred to 
above. 

I would say In conclusion, let every 
breeder and "fancier stand firm for 
breed characteristics In their Minor- 
cas. With our present universal sys- 
tem of comparison Judging, "typical 
shape" should constitute a point to be 
constantly borno in mind by both 
judge and fancier, tor It belongs to 
every breed and every bird of that 
breed owes his Identity to it. 



HOW TO HAVE FERTILE EQGS 

Of all the unnecessary taxes on the 
poultry keeper, the. useless, not to say 
worse than useless rooster is the worst. 
A farmer with about twenty- five or 
thirty hens recently asked me where 
ho could get another rooster. lie al- 
ready had three, but was fearful that 
tho eggs would not hatch VloW. I 
should say that he already Tlad oho 
too many. For years my yards have 
had a loss number than tho orthodox 
requirements of the in-ofessional poul- 
try writers, and the eggs are usually 
hlghh- fertile, too. One white Leghorn 
rooster to t-.venty-five hens was Jill 
we had, and an infertile egg was a 
rarity. Time after thne

nected with the poultry-ynrd strictly 
clean, it is probable that the drink- 
ing water is tho medium through 
which the - gapeworm moat often 
comes, and, therefore, tho . greatest 
care must be taken to keep the foun- 
tains clean, especially .dur,>ng. warm 
weather, wl^en condltIon3-.t"are.' especi- 
ally favorable to tho. propagation of 
the gapeworm. The water supplied 
should bo pure and frodh. It I.3 
strongly advised that houses, floors, 
Iierehes, coops, ai\d hatching boxes 
.-iliould be thoroughly cleansod with 
boiling water and tlien lime-washed; 
that foods -.ihould never bo thrown on 
the ground; that acces.^ to polluted 
water -should bo prevented; that tho 
rearing ground should be dislnfoctod 
during the winter. scaJ^.on if it Is to be 
tised the iToHo'w'lng yetir; and that the 
bodies of all ' phlikehs ' that die of 
gapes should Bo tourned;^ It is also 
advisable that ''altected chickens 
should be removed from.' the healthy 
birds as soon as the symptoms of 
gajies can be observed; but (hl.s is 
hardly praclioalilo where chickens tire 
reared by hmis iilon(>, as c-hh-kj of 
tender age, if removed from tlier mo- 
ther, would not survive for want nf 
care .-md brooding. Where Incubat- 
ors and brooders are used there is, 
however, no dillii-ulty, as one of the 
brooders can be temporarily turn'ed 
into a hospital for the affected chicks.

cold weather. The discovery Is a val- 
uable one In this ape <<( cold houses 
and liberal ventilation. 'I'ho wheel, de- 
jirived of lis lire. Is set iipun a post 
about tliirly Inc-lies from the floor. 
The hub, (he siiokea and tho rim aro 
all used alike by tho birds, which en- 
ables them to iiuddle sufHclently close 
together to keep each other warm. Tho 
host position for the wheel roost Is In 
the corner oC tho pen. The two walls 
forming a right ^ angle protect the 
birds from draught on those sides, 
and if a muslin or -coarse burlap cur- 
tain is suspended In front, a ver.v eos.v 
bed room will bo .secured.

from seed, but as ye| tln-se caniint In- 
said (o have been vrry .'aii-cessful, 
nn- Jirobahly beeausi- the t-xiiei-hnents havi- 
i-(l(-d not been c,-irried 0111 scientifically, or 
irclei- uiion a Kuffielently lar«e scale. In 
lultry .■in,\- case the proportion nf good var- 
ieties nlilalneil fnim seed i;; never 
likely to be yovy !ar;^e, but some m.iy 
be very valuable ne\-i'rt lu-iess; iiinre 
especially if the grower should he siie- 
ccisful in ))roduelng from his seedlin,;i;s 
an applo of good quality which v.-iil 
bo sufficiently hardy to endure the 
climatic conditions of Northern On- 
tario and the Northwest provini-es. 

The experience of men who have 
long been engaged in endeavoring to 
produce new varieties ol! fruits from 
seed shows that there are certain pos- 
sibilities to bo taken into consideration 
when selecting seed to sow; thus if a 
good late Icecplng apple Is desired, tho 
chani-es of sliccess in producing It 
would bo very slight if the sbedg of an 
early apple were sown. Oh the other 
hand, s-eds from ;i, late keeping var- 
iety v.lU no( necessarily produce late 
koejiing fruit. Apples havo' been .so 
inter-crossed In nature for hundreds 
of years that tho characteristics of 
m;in,\- varieties are apjiarent in tho 
seedliiip;s iif cine. It is jirob.-ible that 
tlK-i-e never has been a case where .'i 
soeiUing of a cultivated variety of 
apple was identical in every n-spect 
with its iiarent. 

If it Is desin^ii, then, to originate 



fruit: .Sow seeds of varieties having 
most of the characteristics desired. 

4. If seedlings aro to be grown on 
a large scale more varieties having the 
desired ohariicteristlcs will probably 
be obtained If trees of several named 
sorts blossoming at tho same, time be 
planted in clo.sc proximity In the or- 
chard and tho .seeds used from fruit 
borne on these trees.,.. .The .trees thu.'^ 
planted should- •obmblne. all the good 
points In the standard aimed at, for 
the variety to be originated. 

Apple seeds germinate best when 
in tho autumn. If, however, it la not 
convenient to sow tliem at that time, 
thoy may be mixed with sand, slightly 
inoiat but not wet, and kept In a 
cool, dry place until spring. Seeds 
should, hot be sown in the autumn In 
soli which heaves' much; better hold 
them, oVer arid bo\v them as early In 
the sjjring as the soil can be worked. 
If apple seeds becothe very dry they 
may not always germinate satisfac- 
torily, and this must be guarded 
against. ' 

The seed should be sown thinly, about 
two inches deep, in rows from two 
and a half to three feet apart Or If 
tho quantity Is small, beds may bo 
prepared arid th'e seed sowii In rows 
about six Inches apartl If sown In the 
autumn, most of them should germin- 
ate the following spring and make a 
growth of froth one to two feet that 
season. Thoy should be transplanted 
the following spring Into rows from 
two tind a half to three feet apart, 
Iilacing them twelve Inches apart in 
the rows. The next spring they should 
he In good condition for plaiitlng in 
the seedling orchard. — Farming 
AVorld.

AROUND THE FARM 

WEAK FETLOCKS IN COLTS 

The, most common form of weak fet- 
locks in foals is that form in which 
the fetlocks kiiucklo forwards, often to 
such a degree iis to allow the anterl-ir 
surface of tho joint to como in contact 
with the ground. The ojiijosite condi- 
tion (riot nearly so often seen) Is when 
the fetlock descends backwards, the 
foot turns upwards, and the heel and 
fetlock pad come in contact with tho 
ground. I>et us for a few moments 
consider where tho weakness that al- 
lows this abnormal descent, either for- 
wards or backwards, exists, is it in 
the joint? Wc think not. Tho bones 
of tho jolnt.s aro simply held together 
by ligaments, but these ligaments have 
little to do with keeping the bones be- 
tweeh the Joints In proper position. 
This Is done by the muscles and ten- 
dons. Tho muscles are composed of 
,\vhitt .is ;geneially c-alled flesh. Each 
iraii.scIe_iK prolonged at each end by a 
tendon, which is composed of white, 
fibrous, tissue, and Is practically non- 
elastic; between tbesi; tendons Is the 
flosh or. mu.icle, whlcli is capable of 
great extension and contraction at the 
win of the animal. An examination 
of a horse's le.i,- will show these mus 
cles both in front and in rear of the 
bon-.s between the elbow and the knee. 
Below the knee there Is practically no 
muscular tissue, but the tendons of 
the muscles extend well down, some of 
tliem ,-is low as the bone of the fuot. 
Those inuscios jiosterlor to the bones 
are i-alled '-fU-xiir muscles," their func- 
tion being to flex or bend the limb 
(hiring progression. Those anterior 
to tile bones are i-alled "extensor mus- 
cles," their func-tion being to extend or 
straighten the limb and carry the feet 
forw.'ird. When each set of muscles 
ill of rioi-nial strength (lie bones of the 
limb will remain in a proiier position 
when lUe animal is standing or mov- 
ing. When the anterior or extensor 
muscles are weak, <^here is too little 
tension exc-rteil iin (ho (endons. and 
the fetlock joint di-o[)s forward to a 
;reater or less decree-, according (o (he 
•ompara(i\-e weakness of (he said (en- 
Ions in i-iiiiiparls-iii to (he strength of 
the flexor ones. As stated, in many 
ases Ihe antorhn- sin-face iif the fet- 
)ck joint strikc-s the ground. A^'hen 
(he weal^iiess exists In the flexor mus- 
cles, tlii-i-e is not sudicient tension ex- 
ei-ieil uii tileii- tendons to ijreveiit do- 
se (-lit. 1(1 a .greater or less degree, of 
the fc-tloi-k backwards. Now. If wc 
will admit the iiliiiusoplu- of this ar- 
l,Miment, \v(-. knowing that neither lig- 
aments nor tendons are (-lastlc, neither 
an- the;.- to any appi-eciable degree 
su.seeiitlble to Uie actions of applica- 
tlcms (o (-ause, contraction nv relaxa- 
tion of tlieir eh-nients, can readily see 
that the applh-atlon of ingredients of 
any kind wlia ((- ver (o the tissues be- 
tween (be foot and the knee will have 
rraetically no aeii.iii, iCven if we could 
produce the ai-thuis iiientioncd, we 
should, in a case where the joints drop 
forward, cause contraction of tho ex- 
t(-nsor teiiibins anil relaxation of the 
flexor, and iirndiice tin.- reverse actions 
w-hi-r(- (be joliKs d(-scended backwards. 
Tile (;fiitleman who rectmimends the 
aiiiillcathm of a deeoctlon of whltc- 
oal{ hark evidentl.v rubs the wliole clr- 
cumferene'e of the leg, also the foot. 
Now, of course, no action could be 
mado uiKin the fool, and (he action 
upon the tendons (if any) w-ould be 
exert i>d 011 bnlh front and rear alike, 
and the (-oiiiiiaratlve strength would be 
mainbiliK-d. If wi; can produce the de- 
sired result by local .-ippllcatlons of 
IlquklH or senii-solids. wo, must act up- 
on tho muscles. Theoretically, the ap- 
plication of stimulants, such as any 
sharp, stimulating liniment, will cau.se 
contr.actlon of muscular tissue, and the 
apiilieallon of relaxers, as a .solution 
of nellaiiomia, will cause relaxation. 
Uem-e, -.vhi-re the joints droti forward, 
stimulants sliDiild be applied t 



ankle. ' My experience has (aught mc 
tiiat appliances must be easily re- 
moved and readjusted, in order that 
they may be taken oft occasionally, 
say at least twice dally, and left off 
for an hour or more. In order to allow 
the air to circulate around the Umb 
and the limb to cool, as it Is almost 
if not quite Impossible to prevent 
sloughing of the skin If the leg be en- 
closed continuously; hence, the use of 
plaster- of-Parls bandages must he 
a\olded. The leather boots, as de- 
scribed by "L. L.," should give good 
satisfaction, if used as above. I have 
had the best results from boiits made 
of thick felt, such as harnessmakors 
use for sweat pads, housings, o'c. The 
felt should reach from the knee to the 
foot, and he wide enough to surround 
the whole limb, or even overlap. At- 
tached to this, of course, running cross- 
wise, should be six straps, with buckles, 
these straps being about equal dis- 
tances apart. Extending from above 
downwards between tho straps and the 
felt, and tacked to the straps, should 
be three pieces of tough green hickory, 
elm, or other hard wood, about 1 inch 
wide and 1 l-'2 inches thick. One of 
these should he in the center, to pass 
down the front of the leg, and one on 
each side. In applying those, it is good 
practice to put wadding or batton on 
the Ilinb, making It thicker where there 
are hollows, as below tho fetlock pad, 
on each side just above the fetlock 
joint, etc.; then the boot ' is applied, 
and each strap buckled snugly, but 
not too tight. These can be readily 
removed and readjusted, as mentlonecl, 
and when the weakness is manifested 
In the fetlocks only, will generally ef- 
fect a cure; but where the knees also 
aijpear to bo weak and turn outwards 
to a marked degree, the prospects of a 
cure are less, as, if appliances to keep 
the knees in position are used, it al- 
most removes the -powers of progres- 
sion.— 'Whip. .

The' latter should not-' be 
from corn ;<fobs. ' Tho ' cbsf'shbuld" be 
from Jl.SO to a hundredweight. 

There are' few feeds on the market that 
fulfil these requirements but the fol- 
lowing formulas suggested by Prof. 
Joseph B. Llndsey, of Massachusetts 
will surely give satisfaction.

For a complete grain, ration ior cat- 
tle seven pounds (8-9 quartt) dally of 
any of the abcve mixtures will prove 
satisfactory; The daily cost of these 
rations varies from 8.7 cents In the 
caso of No. 6 to 9i6 cents for No.' S. 
Nearly all home-grown coarse feeds 
aro high In starcjjy matter, and low In 
protein and contain so much woody 
fibi-e that they are comparatively in- 
digestible. -Most of the concentrates 
are very digestible, have little flbrCi 
little starchy matter, but much pro- ^ 
tein. These concentrates aro used with )i 
home grown coarse feeds to balance 
the ration and furnish matter that will 
digest with less waste of energy.

HANDLING A BALKY HORSE 

In nearly every case a bnlk^• horse 
I;-, caused by a faulty driver. .-^ high- 
strung or nervous horse is easily ruin- 
ed by bad driving, but If properly 
liandled will become as serviceable for 
certain classes of work as any other 
horse on the farm. 

When a horse is inclined to balk, the 
at(en(ioii. If pn.'-slble, should be dh'ert- 
ed until the spell is past. A good 
driver will not iil.v the v/liip at such 
time, 'but will persuade him to move 
witlio"iit sm h form of i)ersuasion. It 
is never best to give the animal a 
(-hiiiiee to exercise his own will. If he 
i-- Inclined lo stop, speaiting the word 
"v.-lioa" will cause lilm to think he Is 
ste)ii)lng to obey his master and not 
lo pleiLSe Iiiniself. Then by making 
seme adjustment of the harness he -will 
be eiu'iaini.ged to try again, thinking 
tf.at the load will move more easily 
with thc'se changes beln.g made. In 
reality. It will, for tho dllllculty is 
w-ithin tho mind of the animal, rather 
tl aii In the adjustment of the harnos.i! 
or the liltclilngs. it may be that lils 
mane has gotten underneath tho col- 
lar and Is irritating him. If this he 
tiie case, and is remedied, the horse 
w-lll be ready to respond. 

Some drivers go to the length of 
holding ono of his foro feet for a time, 
liouring a little water into the cars of 
tho horse, or of rubbing sand In his 
mouth In the hope of getting him to 
forget his balking.

The farmer who uses a gallon jug of 
oil per season and that merely on the 
hinder .and mower, could -well afford 
to use Ave gallons, or more. Have sev- 
oral effective, oil cans with 'ipring bot- 
toms; oil the,' roller doors, the gate 
hinges, .and' then go to the hog-pen 
and whUe .the^swirie are. feeding, .give 
them alg-ood .anrieiritingi'.lt'lsiajh'-^ef- 
fectlve' lice lilller, 'and does hot blister 
like the refined product. During- the 
Boer war, tho writer saw a stockade 
where Western horses were being 
broken for the ICnglish army.

sequence of her crinoline being so en- 
ormous iind so solid. People also were 
much more ignorant about health then 
th;in is the case iio\vadays, wlicn they 
discuss the unronianlic ailments of 
tlielr Interiors witii the greatest free- 
dom. For Instance, In Ihe da,\s when 
tho old Coliseiim in Regent's Park was 
still in existence a gentleman came out 
of his doctor's in Ilarley street look- 
ing very solemn, and mot a friend 
on the doorstep, ^vho said, "What <in 
earlli is the matter'.' "^''ou look like tho 
man who lost a sovereign and fouiul 
sixpence." "Well," said tho othei-, "my 
doctor tells me that 1 am not :it all the 
thing. By tho u-ay, wliero is the 'Per- 
ineum".'" "Oh," replied his friend, 
"tluit's easily answered; straight down 
Portland place and turn to the right, 
and then .you'll see it in front of you." 
Another quotation, and we must fin- 
ish:- 

"aip.ny were the stories told ot a 
certain lady who, clever, 'shrewd, and 
good natured withal, yet made little 
secret of her Intense ' desire to marry 
off her daughters, a feat which she 
dn]y succeeded in performing.

for example, ^^OIno of its military as- 
pects; but I certainly doubt wliother 
there is any question more important, 
more commanding at this moment, and 
for some time to como, than the one 
which I am Impressing upon you to- 
night. Is all this what is called un- 
rest In India froth? Is it deep rolling? 
I urge that if It is froth we slmll get 
the better of It. Is this unrest the re- 
sult of natural order and v/holesome 
.growth in this vast community with 
its three hundred millions ot popula- 
tion? Is it natural onjorvescence, or Is 
It deadly fermentation? Is India with 
all Its heterogeneous populations — is 
It moved really to new and undreamt 
of unity? It is the vagueness ot the 
discontent, which is not universal, but 
of the discontent so far as we can 
perceive it — it is tho vagueness that 
makes it harder to understand, harder 
to deal witli. Some of them aro angry 
with me. Why? Because I have not 
been able to give them the moon. 
(Ltiughter.) I have got no moon, and 
it I had I would not give tliem tho 
moon. I would not give anybody the 
moon because I do not know who lives 
there. I do not know w-hat kind of 
conditions prevail. But, seriously, I 
read pretty carefully — not very pleas- 
ing reading — I read much of tho press 
In which their aspirations .are .put 
forth. I think It in my duty ti do 
tliat. (Cheers.) But I declare to you 
I cannot find what it is iirccisely they 
■want us to do which we aro riot 
anxious slowly and gradually to make 
a way for eventually doing. But there 
must bo patience and there must be. 
Whatever else there is, firmness. 

A Literary Divergence 

I want, if I may, to make here a lit- 
tle literary divergence. Much of this 
movement arises from the fact that 
there is now a considerable, a largo, 
body of educated Indians who have 
boon fed at our Instigation, by our 
means, upon the great teachers and 
masters of thl;-i country — Milton, and 
Burke, and Macaulay, and John Stu- 
art Mill. I think It is a mistake that 
wo should not feel that these masters 
should have a great force and influ- 
ence. They may; but still I am not 
surprised at all, aro you, that these 
educated Indians who read -these great 
masters and teacher.s of ours are In- 
toxicated with tho Ideas of freedom 
and nationality and self-government 
which those great writers promulgate? 
(Cheers.) I entirely agree. Who of us 
can wonder who had the privilege In 
the days of our youth, at college or at 
home, of turning' over those golden 
pages and seeing tthat lustrous f irma- 
[mont dome over our youthful Imaglna- 
; tions — who of us can forget, shall I 
call U the Intoxication and rapture, 
with which .we. made friends with 
these truths? * (Cheers.). <■ Them why 
should wo bo surprlsed.'that young In- 
dians feel th'e„,same-.moyement of mind 
when they make.,free- of - thoseV great 
teachers tbat'.-we-put in'to; their hands? 
(Cheers.) i.I .xyould, bnIy;'>BayMthIs.-' I 
know some of tl}es9.-.i.teachers'.rtpretty 
well. I only say this -tO' my Idealist 
friends, Jwiietheriilndlan,- orvBuropean; 
that . fois every., passage, that-^ they .- catt 
find ,tii , Mill op.>Barke, or -Hacaulay, 'oc 
that, spliandid' man> Bright (cheers)', 'for 
every .passage r.they isan— .find In ^ the 
spe.eches!;or writings' of 'therfe' '.'sreat 
teachers' of ' wlsdoni/'-- for every - such 
passage I^wllI find 'them adiozen pas- 
sages. In which,', in the' language of 
Burke,-.:one of 'those' teachers onwhich 
these, men reiyi give the Tvarning — 
"How weary a step do those take who 
endeavor to make out of a great mass 
a true political ' personality." I believe 
those are tHe 'words of Burke, and they 
a.re worcls that are much to be com-, 
mended'^to those zealous men In-India- 
•Ho-w^ many a weary -step has to. be 



tq bo given for an examination and 
discussion of the iiiformtitioii. We 
shall not be called upon to give an of- 
ficial decision until spring ne.xt year, 
and shall not personally be called up- 
on for a decision before tho mlddla of 
ne.xt session. If you will let me, I will 
say that 'wo look with satisfaction on 
the new policy of leaving the Indian 
piotected states and the Indian princes 
who rule over them — and they amount 
to over 00,000,000 of population outside 
tho area of what is called the British 
area — to leave tliese princes much 
more to themselves. This Is a step we 
havo taken to w'hlcli I attach the 
greatest importance. Two Indians 
have for the "fat time been appointed 
to bo niottibci's of tho Council of India 
sitting at Whitehall. (Cheers.) I ap- 
pointed those two gentlemen, not only 
to advise tlic secretary of state In 
council, not only to help to keep him 
in touch with Indian opinion and In- 
dian interests, but as a marked and 
conspicuous proof on the highest scale, 
by placing them on this Importajit ad- 
visory and In some respects its ruling 
body, that wo no longer mean to keep 
Indians at arms' length or shut the 
door of tho council chamber of the 
paramount power agaiaat them. 
(Cheers.) Let nie press this Uttle point 
upon you. The root of tho unrest, dis- 
content, and sedition, so far as I cai\ 
make out after constant communica- 
tion with those who havo better 
chances of knowing tho problem at 
first hand than I could have liad, the 
root of the matter is racial and not po- 
litical. (Cheers.) Now, that being ao, 
it la of a kind that is the very hardest 
to roach. You can reach political sen- 
timent. Racial dislike, perhaps somo 
would call It In some cases hatred — It 
is a dislike not of political domination, 
but of our racial domination; and my 
object In making that great and con 
splcuous change in tho constitution of 
the council of India which advlsas tho 
secretary of state of India, my object 
was to do something — you might aay 
not much, but to do something, and 
if rightly understood and Interpreted 
to do a great deal, to teach all in India, 
from the youngest Competition Wallan 
'.vho arrives there that In the eyes of 
tho government of India the Indian is 
perfectly worthy — we do not aay It Is 
so in words alone, we havo now shown 
It in act— by^ giving a 'Share in the 
council ot the Paramount power. 

Famine and Plague 

There is one more difficulty- two 
difilcultios — and I must ask you for p. 
couple of minute.'j. I only need namo 
them— famine and plague. At this 
moment, when you have thought and 
argued ou all those political.^;-things, 
the government of India" ' ife'.a "grim 
business. Now, if there are no rains 
this montli, tho spectre of famine 
seems to be approaching, and nobody 
can blame us for that. Nobody ex- 
pects the viceroy and the secretary of 
state to play the part of Elijah on 
Mount Carmol who prayed, for ..and 
saw a little cloud like a-rman-'a; hind, 
until the heavens became.-rblabfcr; \ylth 
Winds and cloud and there was a great 
,raIii,'!-..That is beyond the reach of 
governments. All we can say Is that 
never: before was the government 
found -more ready than It Is now to do 
tho very best to face the prospect. 
Jjarge suspensions of revenue and.rent 
will be granted, allowances will be 
made to distressed cultivators, and.-no 
stone will be left untiirned. ,'. , -The 
plague figures are terrible.' At'j'tbia 
season plague mortality is .' generally 
quiescent; but this year, 'ev.en if tjie 
last three months of it show -bo .rise, 
the plague, mortality wili:,stllls be . the 
worst that' has ever been" known,'. X 
think, in India's ' feebrded annals. 
Pestilence during the: last! nine ihontlia

personality.' I. say all tbls. It may be 
wasted, ' but^I do-,belleve anybody who 
has a 'chance^ ought to appeal to the 
better mind of India, to the ' better 
mind of ■ educated India. Time has 
gone , on, .experience -has widened. I 
have never, lost-, my Invincible faith 
tha^ there is . a better mind in all 
great communities -in the human risibo 
(cheers), and that that better mind. If 
you can reach it^- if statesmen in times 
to come can,, reach that better, jnlnd 
and'a,wakeh'it'ahd evoke it, can Induce 
It to apply itself to practical purposes 
for the ' betterment of the conditions 
of that community, they will Indeed 
have a beneficent fame. There arc— ] 
nothing . strikes mo much more than 
this vvhen I talk of the better mind of 
India, and there Is no use discussing 
it — there are subtle elements, relig- 
ious, sjiiritual, mystical, traditional, 
historical in what we may call for tho 
moment the Indian mind, which tiro 
very hard for tho most candid and pa- 
tient to grasp or to realize tho force 
of; but we have got to try. (Hear, 
hear.) I always remember a little pas- 
sage in tlio life of a groat Anglo-In- 
dian, Sir Henry Lawrence, a very sim- 
ple passage, and it is this, "No one 
ever ate at Sir Henry Lawrence's ta- 
ble without learning to think more 
kindly of the natives." I wish that 
every Anglo-Indian laljle — I wish 1 
ct'Uld thinlc that at every Anglo-Indian 
table today nobody has sat down with- 
out leaving it having learned to thinlc 
a little more kindly of iho natives. 
(Cheers.) I will only say one more 
thing at this point. India is perhaps 
tho ono country — bad nianners, over- 
bearing manners are very .dlsugroeablo 
in all countries — India is the onlj' 
country where bad and overbearing 
manners arc ii political crime. 
(Cheers.) Tho government have been 
obliged to take nieiisurcs of repression; 
they may be obliged to take more. But 
we have not contented ourselves with 
measures of repression. .-Vs I have 
said, wo have never declined to rally 
tho moderates because the extremists 
would not bo contented. 

The Reform Scheme 
Those, of. ycii who- have, followed In- 
dian matters at; all during the last few 
weeks or months — two, or three 
months — are aware there la a reform 
Kchemo, a scheme to bring the Indians 
closely — giving them a chance,.- at all 
events, of coming more '.'ploselyr— Into 
contact with the government of -their 
country..; Though the government of 
India Issued certain proposals expreus- 
ly markedr-i should like this to be ob- 
served — as provisional and .tentative, 
there was.no secret hatching of a new 
constitution. -Their circular was sent 
about to obtain an expression of In- 
dian opinion, official and hon-offlqlal. 
Plenty cf time has been given' and is 



her. cities and .villages, slaying- - Its 
millions, uncoptfolied and uncontroll- 
able, so far as we can tell,' by; human 
forethought or ' care. When; "I read 
some of these flETures -in the Hbuse~of 
Commons, there- were considerable 
loudlsh cries of '"Shame;"' 'ivielt'-'that 
these cries camo from .the-'- . natural 
sympathy, horror, amazementi,"-' aiid 
c'omniiser£i.tion "'ith which' -we aU-"-lis- 
ten to such ghastly stories. ' But ' of 
course no shaino to the government of 
India. If you see anything In your 
newspapers about these plague figures, . 
remember that this Is not like an .e^pi- 
deniic here. In trying to r'emedy 
plague, you have to encounter ire- 
nieiKlous habits and prejudices. Sup- 
pose you find plague Is conveyed (some 
think It Is) by a flea upon a rat, and 
suppose you are dealing with a popu- 
lation who object to the taking away 
ot life. Y'ou sec at once the first thing 
that would Occur to you is countered. 
The govern men t of India have applied 
thenisolves with great energy, with 
fresh activity, and they believe they 
havo got the secret of this fs'l disas- 
ter. They havo laid down a large 
policy of mediral, sanitary, and finan- 
cial aid. (Cheers.) I am a tremen- 
dous niggard of public money. 
(Cheers.) I watch tho expenditure of 
Indian revenue as tho ferocious dragon 
of the old mythology watched the gol- 
den apples. (Laughter.) I dp not' for- 
get that I come from a country which, 
so far as I havo known it, Is most 
gbnerous, If it also most prudent. 
Nevertheless, though I have — both of 
my own temperament and, I am sure, 
of tho prejudices of niy constituents — 
to bo most thrifty, almost parsimon- 
ious, upon this matter the council of 
India and rnj-self will, I am sure, not 
stint or griid^'c. (Cheers.) I can only 
say, in coucUislon, that I think I have 
said enough to convince you that I am 
doing what I belicvi^ you would dcsiro 
me to do— aiiproaehlng, along with 
admiraljle colleagacs in India and ad- 
mirable colleagues at homo; conduct- 
ing administration In tho spirit which 
I believe you wlH approve with im- 
partiality; listening to all I can learn; 
desirous to support nil thoso who aro 
lolling to do good work in Indi.'L 
(cheers); and tlii't- 1 shall not, for my 
part, be doton-cd from pursuing to tho 
end, Its 1 have persevered in up to this 
moment, a- policy of firmness, of slow 
reform. AVo shall not see many fruit.<i 
of It In out- day. Never mind, we shall 
have made a beginning, nnd in nioro 
than one thing wo have made a be- 
ginning. In firmness, reform, and- reso- 
lute patience. (Loud cheers.)

No one who has not seen 
a large strike has any idea of llie 
misery it causes and the bad I'eelinr,' 
It ei'o.Tfi's between masters and miMi. 
At iirst women and children actually 
jjtarvod during tlie strikes and slrontc 
jnen wero forced to lo(dc on hol|ile.ss 
at the mi.sery tliey cf)uhl not helii. In 
the.se days people of the same tr.ade 
. all over t'nu country send nuiiiey to 
the .';trlkeis, so that starvation and 
suffering are not so common as 
they once were. By this means men 
■have often gained in the end an in- 

; crease of wages and better conditions 
. '''lii .,'vyhich to work, . Sometimes the 

' " .'workmen have been unreasonable and 
KaVo'-asked for what their employers 
could Hot afford 'to "give. Then tlioy 
lost the- work they had, the mines 
or shops wouid"" be closed and the la- 
•borers had to. look elsewhere for 
work. Only la'st year In Nova Scotia 
^he coalmlncrs ' were idld for monilis, 
and the owners lost the Sale of thou- 
sands of tons of coal, factorie.s suf- 
. fored for want of fuel and merchants 
had no customers on account of a 
. strike. A short time ago . a great 
number of men employed on the rail- 
ways in F^ngland asked for something 
Which the companies did not thinl: 
they ouglit to give. Tlie men declar- 
ed they would strilce. What troul)le 
that would have caused to the whole 
■world neither you nor the wriler can 
form any idea of. It would have 

■ meant Idleness and distress for mil- 
lions of people.

Anxious deliberations,' eonph'ii 
with iirolonged model I'xperinients, 
both as to form of hull and urrango- 
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itle-HUes'jfoc ;\yai'-,that; vojisels of this 
'lOharftctor pbsBCsp-rvesselB of the 
highest ocean-going -capabilities with 
an almost inexhaustible coal endur- 
ance at'moderate speed,- together with 
a reservei of enbrmoui) t'aplcilty at need. 
One' of the conditions., of '.the agree- 
ment v/lth tho company was that the 
vessels should bo callable of- steaming 
.-It a continuous speed from 24 to 25 
knots In ordinary weather, In default! 
of wliii'h the animal payment would be 
eillier nwiiici'd or reconsidered ai'cord- 
i.ig to ('ii-.;iniistani;es. The fjusitanla 
has already shown that she is fully 
caiialile of satlsf\-lng this condition, 
.-md Ihe builder.s nf tlie Maiiretiinla 
enterl.-iln no doubt that she, too, will 
pro\-e In all resiiects wortli.s- of her 
consort. A great experlmeni wiis made 
when it wu.s resolved to provide these 



giant vessels with turblno engines, and 
for such an experiment great courage 
was reauired. But it .was held by the 
I engineering advisers of the-- owners 
and builders that it would be almost 
as great an experiment to adopt re- 
ciprocating engines with cranks and 
shafts of . unprecedented dimensions 
arid- with" such^-ien.ormous moving 
wiiights as'-would be' .rteeessary .to 
Tgive the required ••propulsion. Anyhow,

It was 
onI>- at the last Jubilee of Queen Vic- 
toria that Jlr. l-'ursons startled British 
and foreign seamen .in the .'-Jolent with 
the 100ft. Turbinkf, and now by gra- 
dual steps, beginning with torpedo 
craft and passing b.v many coasting 
and <-roHS-Channol boats, he lias ar- 
rived b.v way of the Dreadnauglit and 
the Carniania at a. ver.v higli iillcli of 
scientific and nrarllcal success in the 
laisitapki and .Maiirelaiila. for the 
engines of tlie fornur vessel i\Ir. Par- 
soij-s own firm were responsible, 
'riiosc of ilie latter have been eoii- 
.ctructed by Uie AVallseml Slipway and 
l-higim^erlng compajiy, ,-in old-estab- 
lished firhi which has made a siiecialty 
of the highest engineering w(U-k under 
Ihe very able superintendence of Mr. 
Andrew Laing, Its well-k-nown direc- 
tor and general manager- Tlie two 
firms, whose works arc ailjacent on the 
Tyne, have worked In harmony, and 
both nia.v be congratulated on the 
brilliant success of their joint efforts 
lo -satisfy the. existing conditions of 
the Cunard. agreement with nnicliinery 
of entirely novo! type and magnitude. 
Other - experiments might have been 
nladd^b,y)Uh^ '.builders of the-io giant 
vessels in ■'the adoption of water-tube 
boilers or of oil fuel for the furnaces.

l'^ref|uent mention has been made In 
v;irious (|u;n-l.>rs of the designing and 
building III' larger \-csscls than tho 
Jlauretaniti and Liisitania. There Is 
no mechanical difficulty in carrying 
out sueli a schemo with, the expressed 
iiitenlion of gaining greater sea speed; 
but at present a \-ery grave hindrance 
exists, one tliai in a financial sense 
raisi.'s nuestions of serious importance. 
-Ml vessels reiiuire dock'Ing ami wharf 
accommodation, and the iiuiiilier of 
natiir.-il harbors witli ehannels of ap- 
liroacli eas-ily navlgaVjlo iiy vessel.s of 
great length and gre.-it draught is ex- 
trenicly llmilcd. Tin.' artificial con- 
struction of ports and of dee]) chan- 
nels of approac'h is a costly invest- 
ment, and their conservation causes 
Iierennial oulla.v mi a lavl-sli scale. The 
I'anama CaniU a.nd the (ierman Cantil 
afford ample warning of coming res- 
pojisihlllty lor an inc.dculabh^ (Uithiy, 
which ina.v or may not jirove to bo re- 
iiuinorativC olMier directly or imlirect- 
ly.

SINGER'S VISIT 

TO BEETHOVEN 



Description From Cramolini's 
Diary of a Patiietic Inter- 
view Willi the Master 
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The Krankfurtor Zletung.'-prlhts a 
heretofore unpublished Journal? 'of 
Louis CramoUna. who. died. In, 1884,' at 
Oarmatadt, Wherei^he, had i been , tenor 
and afterwards manager of the Court 
Theatre, When he was a child hi.'i 
mother had taken hlni, three succes- 
.sis'o sumniorK, during hl.s vacatlon.s, to 
JJruhl, near Vieniui; they wore lodged 
witli their friends, the Ledcrers, In the 
very house In which Beethoven lived. 
There was not nuicli intercourse with 
tho jHOlltary man, deaf and .'<avage in 
libs ways; however, he willingly ex- 
changoil iv few word3 with j\linc, Cra- 
molini, who spoke abnvlj- and pro- 
nounced N'cr.v distinctly; and he sliow- 
ed .ionic klndnesa to tho child when he 
learned that Us name was Liouis- like 
hl.s own. The mother riiade'i bold to 
tell him that her son, having a- fine so^ 
Iirano voice, wished to bo a mu.iiclan. 
"Not for tho world," exclalnied Beeth- 
oven. "Lc>t hlni bo a painter, lilio his 
father; then ho can llvo by hU art, 
while music would make him die of 
hunger." 

Tho musician went often to tho 
cliatcau of Prince Lltclioiisteln, and 
took with hhn tho young Cramollnl, 
but the pronionudora seldom spoke. 
One day that tho child had asked hi.s 
coinpaiiioii tlio name of a pretty but- 
terlly ho had caught, Beethoven had 
answered, "L,et me alone, little mur- 
derer," and tho young Louis had un- 
derstood that he was not to be troub- 
led In his reveries. Again, when the 
imi.slclaii forgot on tho grass the mem- 
orandum book In which he scratched 
his notes — and that happened very of- 
ten — young Cramollnl waited, to re- 
turn it t.i him, until ho had reached 
homo. It would have made precdoii.s 
collection of autographs; but, besides 
that ho was honest, he did not huh- 
[lect that this deaf man W'.'i3 a genlu.s. 
Tho llrst time that the artist, lo show 
lil.s gratitude, offered lilni money, tlio 
boy refused It. Then Beetleiven, giv- 
ing the boy a hug, exciainied, "Proud 
Utile tiling, I love you for \'our iniie- 
Iientlence. All tho fjOiils are like that," 

A certain Count Montecuccoll sud- 
denly appeared at the Lederor house, 
a great amateur of music and an oboe 
player. .Hp wished, at all hazards, to 
sec Beethoven, who kept his door .shut. 
The Coiint, In spite of the servant, 
made his way Into the garden, where 
he found tlie artist and began t,3 e.\- 
plain to him tliat b.o had written a 
passage impij.ssible for tho oboe. 
".Monsieur lo <,'omte," said Beethoven, 
furious, "any beginner will sliow you 
liow to play that; besides I have no 
time to talk lo you," and turned him 
our. "When Mme. CYainollnl .showed 
her snrprkse at seeing :i grand seig- 
neur treated in tills fashion, "Have I 
really boon .,0 rude to that fool'?" said 
Beethoven. "All the better. N.jw ho 
will leave nie alone." And the good 
woman, still scandall7.ed, said tu ber 
son, "He will always bo a bear. You 
cannot blame him. It comes of being 
deaf." . I .. % 

Cramollnl saAV the great, hiah only 
once more, eight years later, tfic IStli 
or 16th of December, 1826. He made 
his. debut as'a tenor at a German thea- 
tre, and he was engaged to a singer, 
Nanette Schochner, who .sang with en- 
thusiasm the ijart of Kidello. Mme. 
Cramollnl had never till then heard a 
note of Beethoven; she was thundcr- 
.uruck. "On my word," .-;he said, "[ 
^vould never have believed that that 
old boar could make .such divine mu- 
sic; he has brouglit tear.s to my eyes. 
We must go and .leo him. Ho would 
be very ungrateful If he did not ro- 
nieinbor ii.'^, and I will not believe it. 
Tho man who wrote Fidello must have 
a good heart; besides I always thought 
so." Beethoven's friend Schllnder was 
asked to make an appointment, which 
tho master readily granted, even -send- 
ing word to the two artists to bring 
niusic, for he wished to 'sce them sing, 
if he could not hear them. 

"When we entered," says Cramollnl, 
"the poor man was on his .^Ick bed. 
He looked at us with his shining eyes, 
pointing to me wdth his left liand, and 
oaid, .smiling, "'So it is iny little Louis, 
and this i,s libs liancoe," Then, turning 
to Nanny, added, "X lino couple, anil, 
according t.) what I am tol.l, two good 
artlst,s. How Is your mother'.'" He 
liaiid.'.l us paiiL-i- and j).;neils, ,'ind wo 
wrote our answers, while he sai.l 
things, sometimes incoinpreliensible. 
He asked lis to sing. Scliindlor went; 
to tlio piano, and wo stood up In the 
middle of the ro.im, opposite I!.:elli- 
oveu. I wrote to him that I sliould 
like to sing 'Adelaldc\' whieli had won 
ino my llr.st success In the artistic 
world. He gave me a friendly nod. But 
when I tried to begin I was seized with 
such emotion that my voice failed me, 
and that Schlndler had to stop. 

<*E:6et3l.<rvcjn jasked Why ' T did nob 
sing; Schlndler gave him the roa,5on, 
and he said to me, laughing, 'Go on, 
(li ar Louis, sing; I sliall, not hear any- 
thing of it, but I wish to see you.' I 
began again and sang with a real pa.'- 
slon that song of all songs, the divine 
'Adelaide.' When I had done Beeth- 
oven, raining himself In bed, shoolc ino 
lend.'ily by the hand. 'I have seen by 
your breathing,' he said, 'that you sing 
very well, and I have read In your eyes 
that you fe.-l wliat you .-ling, Vou have 
given iiie great pleasure.' I licpt over, 
all in tears, to kiss his liaiui. Ho 
quIeUl.v wltlidrew it. 'It bs your good 
mother wlio oiiglit to l)e Itis.t.'d. 'Tliank 
her a tliotisaml times for tln^ pletisur.' 
she liaa gb;n iiie In renieiiiberliig nie 
and in sending me little IjOuIs.' 

"Then .Vanny sang tlii> great air of 
'L'HiiKira' with such warinth that 
Bei'tiiovcn b<'<U time, looking at her 
with hl.s great eyes o)ieii. The piece 
llnisliofl. 'You are .surely an artist,' ho 
said, 'Yoili- voice recalls .Mllder's, but 
.she had not the depth of .sentiment 
that show.s In your face. Wliai a |)it.\- 
that 1' — cannot hear you he wns 
'doubtless going to s.'iy, but he stopped. 
'I thank you, madamooiselle, for this 
good hour. Be happy together.' Niin- 
ny, much moved, pressed the mas- 
ter's hand upoh her heart. There was 
a little pause. Beethoven added, 'I am 
very, very content.' We took leave 
writing our exciises for dl.sturbing his 
rest, and our prayer.s that ho would 
recover. T will write an opera for 
you two,' he answered. ' Iteniemhor 
nio again t,) your ni'itlier,' lio said, 
'Wlion T ;un better I wdll n»k Sehlnii|i>r 
t.) bring her here, flood live, littb.- 
Louis. (JoDil |i\-e, dear I'ldelio. 
.dioolc liaiids, Ka\'e us annthrr I'l 
look, then turned lii.s head tti tli 
AVe w(Mit (Mil s.iftly. In the sireel Wi: 
walked In .silmce till Nanny .s.ild l,, 
mo: 'Wo bav(! .seen the dh'Ino man f.u- 
tho last time.' I had the same thought. 
1 took Nanny's hand and wb wept bit- 
terly." 

( 'ramolini' learned of tho death of 
rU'idboven the :;7th of the following 
March. Ho made haste nt once to tho 
housq of mourning, .where a crowd of 
wnlcnowh- people Imd 1 already gathered 
to 'seo the lUuatrlouB doad. The mas- 



ter wa.=! stretched on his bod with un- 
covered face. An old woman cut away 
a lock of his hair and lost herself In 
the crowd. Cramollnl threw himself 
weeping into tho arms of Schlndler. 
Although ho had to ?lng "I.-a Dfune 
Blanche" that same evening, he found 
time to gather a double quartette to 
sing at the i;uiior§.l, to ask Grlllparzor 
for a funeraf;rorfi.tldn, and to buy a 
plot, that Beetlibven - might not, like 
Mozart, ho hurled In tho Potter's Field. 
It was ho, with other artists, who car- 
ried the eollin i>f tho gretit man from 
tho Torhulle to the Church of the 
Minorites. The dl.stance Is only a 
thou.Hand paces; they toolc an hour to 
clear it, so great was the, e.rowd 
There were, aayw Cramollnl, over L!0,- 
000 persons, and in the procession 
more than 100 carriages, among them 
the carriages of court. Tardy homage. 
For .several years Beethoven had not 
received tho pension that had been 
promised him to keep him at Vienna. 
Ho acnt in vain to his i)ntronfl the new 
edition of his works, and. It was a 
sub.scrlptloh from 'the'. Lbhdon^ Phll- 
harnionlc that ' paid, the ■■fajtpensos of 
his last sickness. 



Photographing the Crowd 
While Robert Edeson -^vas appearing 
in "Strongheart" last season in a small 
Western city, a rival ccnnpany was 
filling a week's engagement at a thea- 
tre but a few blocks away, an<l doing 
a very bad business. 

Tho press agent of the nnfortivnate 
company, while doing his utmost to 
divert jiublic interest from tho "Strong- 
heart" company to tho one he repro- 
senlcd. \\nH personally on quite friend- 
ly terms with tho gifted young star, 
'i'liov met freriuentlv In a social way, 
and In a light v.'in discussed the merits 
of their respi^cUve attractions. Mr. 
Edeson, who i.s devoid of the petty 
jealousy that at times obtains In the 
profession, wa.s genuinely commiserat- 
ing and sorry tor the hard luck hbs 
friend's company was up against. 

"Oh, we're not doing so badly,' was 
tho constant assertion of the press 
agent, "come around.and see for your- 
self." 

"1 can't unless I dose up for a 
night," retorted Edeson, "and that 
would aiaappolflt too many people."

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Tlie Pope's recent- encyclical, Ire.-it- 
injr of modernist tendencies in the 
oliurch, is adUroased "to all tho pa- 
triarchs, primates, arclibisliops, bish- 
ops and other ordinaries, wlio are at 
peace and in conutiunlon with the 
upDstolic see." 

In the o|)ening of the encyclical tho 
lioly lather treats of the duties and 
responsibilities of the head of the 
chiircli in s'uarding- the faith. lie 
then points out openly for whom and 
against whom tlie letter is written. 

What especially demandsi that wo 
should lose no time In spealung Is tho 
fact, that In these times we have not 
to search, among our open "and avow- 
ed enemies for the Inventors df the 
error. It Is a matter fop grave, ap- 
prehension and sorrow that 'they lie 
concealed in the very bosom of the 
church and therefore are more for- 
midable from not openly declaring 
themselves. 

Wo refer, venerable brothers, to a 
great number of tho Catholic laity, 
and, what is more deplorable, to 
priests, who, under guise of love for 
tho church, pose, in detlauco of all 
decency, as reformers of the ehureh, 
although lam(mtal)ly lacking in depth 
of pliilosophy and theology and al- 
thiiugli salur:Ued with the poison of 
error drawn from the adversaries of 
tlie Catholic faltli. In serrii'd idialanx 
tliey boldly assail all tliat ino::t sa- 
cred in the work of Jesus Christ, pay- 
ing no respect to His divine person, 
which, In their sacrilegious audacity, 
they would" debase to the ' level of 
common ordinary 'humanity. 

These persons may be surprised at 
our classifying them as enemlos of the 
church. .Sotting aside their Inten- 
tions, of which God is the Judge, no 
one who examines their doctrines, and 
in connection with their manner of 
.speaking and acting, will be aston- 
ished at our classltlctttlon. Enemies 
of the church tliey assuredly are. To 
say that the church has no worse 
enemies is not an overstatement of 
tho case. As we have .seen, it Is not 
from the outside, but from within, that 
tliey would compass her ruin. Tho 
danger is located in the very womb 
and veins of the church. Tho attacks 
of these enemies are all the more ef- 
fective because they Ijnow best where 
to strike. They have applied the axe 
not to the t)ranches, but to tlio very 
root Itself; in other words, tho faitti 
itself and Its deepest figures. Having 
cut away this root of Immortal life, 
they undertake the task of spreading 
the virus over the entire tree. There 
Is no part of the Catholic faith which 
is safe from their attack; none which 
they will not employ all their endeav- 
ors to corrupt, while they pursue by a 
thousand ways tliulr sinister design. 
There is nothing so insidious or so 
perlidlous as their tactics. Combining 
in their teachings both tho character 
of tlie rationalist and the Catholic, 
they display so subtle a cleverness as 
to easily befog the lll-lni"orinod. Over- 
weening in their rashness, they are 
not dismayed by any sort of conso- 
ciupnces or rather, there is no tlieory 
that tliey will not advocate loudly 
and obstinately. In addition to all 
tills tliey avert suspicion by display- 
ing ill tlieir lives singular activity, 
assiduity and devotion to all kinds of 
studies. 

Silence Would Be Criminal 
• He then gives due praise lo the 
strict morality of tlie priests assailed 
and claims that silence from Home 
would be criminal in the present stage 
of criticism. 

In the opening chajitor of the encyc- 
lical, whlcli is very lengths-, the ludy 
father treats of agnosticism .and its 
fatal consetiuence on religion and de- 
velops at great length the idea tliat 
ngiiusticisni Is only the negative side 
in the doctrine of the modernlstb'. 

In tho person of Clirist, the modern- 
ist assert, continues the letter, neither 
science nor history liiid anything be- 
yond human nature. From His Iils- 
tory, therefore, in tlu; name of the 
llrst law, based upon agnosticism, wo 
must eliminate everything which at- 
tributes to Him a divine character. The 
historical person of Christ has been 
transfigured by faith. "Wo must, there- 
fore. If fin talte away from -His his- 
tory, according to the second law, 
everything which raises Him above 
historical condltlon.s. Finally, tlio 
same person of Christ lias been dls- 
ligured by faith; wo must, therefore, 
in virtue of the tliinl lav.-, take away 
from Mis history tlios(^ words, acts 
and, in a word, everything that docs 
not respond to His character. His con- 
tlition. Ills ediiration, tho place and 
time in wliich lie lived. 

This kind of re:isoniiig may seem 
strange, but it Is tlie reasoning of the 
critic of the modernist school. 

The religious sentiment which wells 
\ip through vital Immanence from tho 
depths of subconsciousness (sublim- 
In.'il self) is the gei-iii of all religion, as 
it Is the reason of .all tli;i,t has oyi-x 
been or shall ever ln" in any religion. 
At the beginning obscure and iilinost 
shapeless, this sentinieiit went on pro- 
gressing under the secret Inlluenco of 
the principle that gave birth to It, 
and become a part of human life, of 
which, according lo the agnostic, It is 
a mere form. In like manner were 
born all other religions. They are all 
only excrescences of this sentiment. 
Nor are wo to look for any exception 
in tavor of the Catholic religion. That 
creed Is placed upon the same foot- 
ing !is all others. Its cradle was tho 
consciousness of Jesus Christ, a man 
of an exquisite nature, the like of 
whom had never been, nor ever will 
be. It was born in t'hat way, and 
of no other principle but that of vital 
Iniiiianence. One Is almost stunned by 
such audacity of assertion, but such 
recklessness Is blasphemy. Nor Is It 
nnbel levers iilono, venoral:)lc brothers, 
who give utterance to such liold doc- 
trines. Catholics, oven, many priests, 
nnblushingly and ostentatiously scat- 
ter these doctrines broadcast. They 
boast that v.'itli such niiFound teach- 
ings the>' are going to reform the 
chtitvli. Assuredly there Is no longer 
any riueslion of the old error which 
endiiwed human nature with .a claim 
to be of suiiernatural order. How far 
Is that <'rror suniassed '.' Is there, in 
trutli, anxlliing which can more radl- 
eall.v destroy the supernal Ural order? 

Tlie letter then deals with dogma. Its 
origin and nature and liovv It is as- 
sailed by inodernist.s. 

Tho Modernist's Belief 
Iiulividua! I'lxperlence tho Source of 
Religliius C'ertainty. — Such, venerable 
hrotlH'i-s, is the modernist phllosoiihy. 
If now, passing to the believer, wo en- 
deavor to see how, though ,a niodorn- 
1st, he Is to bi! distinguished from the 
modernist philosopher, wo find ono 
noticeable point, namely, tliat the 
philosopher aiflmlts the 'divine ' reality ' 



as the object of faith; but this reality 
for him exists nowhere else but In tlis 
soul Itself of the believer, that Is to 
say, as the object of his sentiment and 
of his affirmations; something which 
does not, after all, leave-the ..world of 
plienomena. IfkQOdf'"exlats'iln:Jone in- 
dependently of sehtimehti'and • afflrma- 
'tions, the phllosophtirj- ne'vertholes.s 
considers Him as a total ■■ abstraction. 
For the believer, however, God exists 
In one independently of" tho believer; 
ho is certain of this, nnd In so far he 
Is to be distinguished from the phll- 
osoriher. If you should finally ask on 
^vhat this certainty of tlu^ believer 
rests, the inorlernlsls answer: Upon 
Individual experience. They thus draw 
away from tho rationalists; but only 
to delve into the doctrine of the Prot- 
estants and tlu! pseudo-mystics. Hero 
Is how lliey explain' their position: If 
one studies edo'Viely the religious senti- 
ment, there will be found hi It a cer- 
tain Intuition .of the heart, owing to 
whlch;';.ttnd-WlthOUt any intermediary, 
man reaches the very realization of 
God, whence a certainty of His exist- 
ence, which transcends .every scientific 
certainty. This is the real experience, 
superior to rational experiences. 
Many doubtless mistake and 'deny it, 
as for instance, tlie rationalists; but 
It Is simply because they refuse to 
place tlieniselves in the moral atti- 
tude rcriuired. We Iiave In this ex- 
perience what, according to the mod- 
ernists, really eonstitutes the believer 
proper. How much all this is con- 
trary to tlio Catholic fulth, we have 
already seen in the decree of the coun- 
cil of the V'atlctui. How open is the 
path of atheism, through these, and 
tho other (>rrors, nlrc.ad\- exposed. \Vc' 
purjiose to show this further on. What 
we would observe here is^that tlie doe-' 
trine of experience, joined to the oili- 
er doctrine of symbolism, con.-;eci'.-iles 
as true, every religion. Do we not 
meet in all religions with experiences 
of this kind? Many afllrm It. Now, 
by what right would the modernists 
deny truth to religious experiences 
which arc foimd in the religion of 
Mahomet'.' And in virtue of what 
principle should they attribute to Ca- 
tholics alone the monojioly of true ex- 
periences'.' They take care not to do 
so. .Some in a covert manner, others 
openly, liold that all religions are true. 
Tins is a necessary censequenco of 
their system. l''or, their principles 
once laid down, on what grouiul could 
they argue tli.'it a religion was false'/ 
It is evulciu that it could he only on 
the ground of falsity of sentiment, of 
falsity of formula, lint, according to 
them, the sentiment is always and 
everywhere substantially Identical. As 
for the religious formula, all that is 
asked for it is its adapt.-itlon to the 
believer, whatever ma,\- be his intel- 
lectual level, and to his faith. In this 
farrago of religions tho most thev 
might cialm In favor of tho Catholic 
church Is that It iS more true, be- 
cause It Is more living, and, again, 
that it is more worthy of the title 
Christian because it responds better 
than any other to tho origins of 
Christianity. .Such conclusions can- 
not astonish anyone, since tlioy fol- 
low from the iiremlses. What is verv 
strange is that Catholics and certain 
priests, wliom we like lo think of as 
abhorring such monstrous doctrines, 
should In i>ractlce behav(! as if they 
entirely apiiroved of them, that cer- 
tain Catholics, laymen and priests, 
praise and ri-nder iiomage lo the lead- 
ers of error, that thev lean tow:irds 
the belief that what they are honoring 
in this case is less the men themselves, 
not wholly unworthy jierhaiis, of con- 
sideration, tlian the errors oiienly pro- 
fessed by Ihem, of wldch they have 
constituted themselves the clianiiiloii.^. 
Rtligious Experience 

.\iiolher matter In which the mod- 
ernists place themselves in llagraiil 
opposition to the Catholic faith, is In 
rt-gard to the principle of religious ex- 
perience which they refer to tradi- 
tion. Tradition, ;is the church uiidt>r- 
i stands it, thereby Is complelelv done 
away with. What does tnullllon 
mean for the niodin-nists ? The com- 
munication by preaching m- by means 
of tlie Intellectu.al formula, of .■jonie 
original experieni'e. l-'or to tills lat- 
ter, over and above \vlial thev call 
representative value, tlie.- .-iiiriimte ,'i 
suggestive' efficiency r,p, rating upon 
tho believer In order to asvaken in him 
the religious sentiment, which perhaps 
has become dormant, or to facilitate 
his reiterating his experience upon 
non-believers in order to e.voko In 
them tho ■ religious sentiment, and 
bring tiiem to the experience he would 
have the'in undergo. In this Way re- 
ligious exjieiience goes on acCHmulat- 
ing for mankind. This .-experience is 
proiiagated not only among the living 
by means of preachir.g properly so 
ca.lled, hut Is transmit teil from gen- 
eration lo generation r.jtiiei- orally or 
in writing. This ii-.-insmlssion of' e.v- 
perienci? ••niilergoe.; many vieissitude.'i. 
■Sometimes it takes roni and grows; 
sometimes it laiiguislii>s and le'comes 
extinct. It is by lliis staiid.-ird that 
the modernists, I'oi- w!ii>:ii iile ;ind 
truth ai'(! hut one, judge of the truth 
of religions. If a religion livt'S, it is 
because it is true; If it were not true, 
it would not siii-\ i\e. The Joglcal de- 
duction from all this is that all exist- 
ing religions are true. 

We htive arrived .-it -a. .'dage, vener- 
able brothers, whc'ie we have a por- 
fectly clear view of llie cli,-ir;\cter of 
the relations which the niodoriilstH es- 
tablish .between faith and science, In- 
cluding history. In tho latter thev 
assert, in the first place, that tho sub- 
ject matter of faith and science is to- 
tally different. Faith concerns Itself 
with matters which science declares 
arc unknowable. They, thereforo, 
move In quite different orbits. Science 
devotes Itself exclusively to jihenom- 
ena; faith has nothing to do with 
them; faith concerns itself with the 
divine which transcends science. It 
follows then, that there can be no 
po:!slble con 11 let between science and 
faith. Ii;acli remains in its own prov- 
ince, and tlierefore lh(>y c;in never 
collide, nor even coiitradin i-.u li other. 
If one sliould raisi> tlie idijection that 
aliere are certain things In visible nii- 
ture which depend upon fdilli, as for 
Instance th(^ human life of .Tesns 
Christ, the modernists v,-ill deny it. 
They .-ifllrm thai It Is rpiite true that 
those inattcrs by He ir nature belong 
to tho world of idienonien;i; but inas- 
much as they .are penelrated with life 
and faith, and inasmuch they have 
been transfigured and disfigured by 
f.ilth, they, under this special aspect, 
withdraw from .the domain of the 
senses and under the form of matter 
are transferred to the divine order. To 
tho question whether Christ perform- 
ed real miracles and uttered true pro- 
))hecles, whether He rose from the 
dead aiirl ascetidod into Heaven, ng- 
iiostlc, science will return a negative 
answer; I'altii. , a;i adirmalive one. 
When it becomes necessary to .avoid 
.a contr.adictloii it will be jioinled out 
that the negation is that of ii philoso- 
pher addressing philosophers, of ono 
who regards Christ as a historical 
reality; and tiiat the negation is that 
of a believer addressing believers, of 
one who considers the life of Christ 
us lived anew In failli and by faith. 

The con<iu(!t of tlie modoriiisis, 
wlilch Is perfectly consistent, sheds 
still more light upon their i.lootrlncs. 
In their addresses and writings they 



seem to contradict themselves, to be 
wavering and undecided. That Is far 
from ;bejing.'^the case. '.Everything is 
weigH'd(I,'*>everythlnB Is planned, but 
this is' 'done' in the light Of the princi- 
ple that faith and science, are stran- 
gers to eacli otlicr. Read -a|page'u"pf 
their works. The sentiments 'cohtalri- 
cd In it could be endorsed by a Catho- 
lic. Turn tlie page iind you would 
imagine you were reading the work 
of a rationalist. If they write history 
they make no mention of the divinity 
of Jesus Christ; If they asc(Mid the 
pulpit, they proclaim it loudly. As 
historians, tiiey disdain fathers and 
councils; as cutcchlsts they quote 
them with respect. If you notice, there 
are for them lw<i (|uite distinct exe- 
gesis, ii.-T.mel,v, the Uieologleal and pas- 
toral exegesis, and the sciontillc and 
historical exegesis. In virtue of the 
lirliiclpie that science depends In no 
way upon faith, th'B modernists, when 
discussing matters of phlloaopliy, lils- 
tory,,crltioisin', Ibudly. .voice ? th'elr con- 
tempt for the' teachings, of the fathers, 
.the eccleclostical hierarchy 'and the 
Ecumenical councils. If 'they' are' 
reprimanded for this, they declare 
thtit their liberty is tnuiipled upon. In 
brief, seeing that faith Is subordinat- 
ed to science, they openly and at all 
times blame the ehureh for obstin- 
ately refusing 10 subordinati' and 
iulapt her dogmas to tho views of the 
philosophers. .Xs for the latter, after 
having made a clean sweep of the an- 
cient theology, they sot themselves to 
the work of introducing a now the- 
ology, wiilch will, be itjore pliable as 
regards the vaga'rios of these same 
philosophers. 

IVIodernlst as a Theologian 

Here, venerable brothers, tho mod- 
ernist theologian presents himself. The 
subject Is a viisl and complicated one. 
We shall condeiiS(5 it into a small 
space. The (|Ui'stioii Is to conciliate 
^:l•leIu.e and faitli by the simple pro- 
cess of subordinating faith lo science. 
The method of the modernist theolo- 
gian consists ill accepting the prin- 
ciples of the jihllosoiiher In their en- 
tirety and adapting tliem !o (lie needs 
of the b(dlever. in other words he ac- 
cepts the principles of Immanence and 
symbolism. The iiliilo.'-oplier allirms 
that the principle of I'aiili is imman- 
ent; tho believer adds: this jiriindple 
Is God; the theologian concludes: God 
is then Immanent ,in mati. Result: 
Theological Immana'noo. In the same 
way the philosopher declares tliat tho 
rejiresentatlons of the Object of faith 
are jjuro symbols; the believer adds: 
the object of faith Is God in oneself; 
the theologian concludes: the repre- 
sentations of divine reality are, then, 
purely symbolical. Result: theologi- 
cal synibollsm. 

These are glaring errors, each more 
pernicious than the other, as may be 
clearly seen by the consequences flow- 
ing from lh(>m. To begin with svni- 
bollsiii: Sinci- symbols are at "one 
and the same time syndiols in regard 
to the object, and Instruments In re- 
spect of the suljji'cl, two eonsequence-s 
must follow: llie llrst is that the be- 
liever must not !idliei-e si rid! v to the 
formula, in so far as it is a formula, 
but he siiould make use It solely in 
order to reach absolute irulli. The 
formula at one and tin- same time 
veilf! and unveils. It makes an effort 
to express Itself without ever succeed- 
ing. The second' (io'nseciuencc is that 
tile believer must'us'e these formulae 
.according as they"^,afd Him, for tie v 
are given to hiiTi,;in,order to help bis 
faith, not to com'pIieatOi.lt;: with prop- 
er regard, however, for. tlie social re- 
.spect duo to formiiI.ie-'which'the"pub-' 
Ilc maglslerlum has deemed euitable 
for exiiressing the common conscious- 
ness until such tinio as the same 
magisterlum provide otherwise. 

So far as inimaiieiice is concerned, 
the \-iews of the modernists .are so di- 
veigenl thill it i.s iiard to know what 
are llieir real opinions on this suhjeet. 

Some o{ them hold that Cod is uiore 
present in man than m.-in is present 
in himself — which, rightly understood, 
is Irreproach.'ible doctrine. iithers 
maintain that the action of Cod is one 
with tlu^ action of naiui'e. the fir.st 
cause, penetrating the .'-econd i'.-iu.':e, 
which Is equivalent to th.- d.diig 
a->vay with the entire supernatural or- 
der. Finally otliorj, hold views which 
<';in hardly be difterentlated from Pcn- 
ilieism. Those modernists are con- 
sistent and thoroughly logical. 

Tho encyclical then takes up the at- 
tack of modeniists on the direct in- 
stitution of the sacraments by Christ. 

The concluding chapters could be 
summed uti In t!ie following: While 
the eni-yclical deals with mi>t!iods of 
criticism. IntiM-pretation of facts, roads 
of thought and princiides of inierpre- 
tations. yet the aim and burden .,1 
liie letter is nothing less (haii .-1 de- 
fi iice of C|ir-ist and His divinit\-, fol- 
lowing oul I he Pope's watchword: "'I'o 
restore ;ill things in Christ.

The late Jlar(|uls Li'" Hung 'CUhng' 
made 1:0 secret of his dislike for the 
M:inclius, and at Pekin tile higli iNTan- 
clui officials do all In their iiower to 
stem tJie tide of jirogress. So notori- 
ous liiive tlie.v become for this policy 
that the name of reaclionary Is s.vnon.v- 
iiioiis with ".■\ranclm." .\n enlightened 
and jirogresslve ('liinr'si^ viceroy often

MUST HAVE PARTY POLITICS. 

.^it Is Best Possible System in Present 
Stage of Development. 

-An address was given before the St. 
.Tame.s Literary society by Mr. J. (.". 
Walsh, -\vliioh was annoiincod a.-; an 
npology rm- iioliticul ]jarties, ■.-a\-.s the 
-J-lonlreal Oazolte. In 111.-5 reinai-k.-; Mr. 
"\V.alsh did not confiui; liiin.-elf strii.-lly 
tv) iiollticai part.vi.siii, hut yavo a .siteteli 
of tlie growth of ri'siion.sihli; .urovern- 
inent from llic strugs'lo 'n J^iigland to 
■iecure this form oi government lo tlio 
.same thing in Canada, and from thi.s 
ground work he traced the gradual 
growth of the party system a.s it is 
■recognized today in practically over.\- 
Anglo-Saxon country. The deduction 
of .Mr. AN'alsh'.-; ai-(riiinotit was that 
lliere iniK-iii tie I'laus in ilu- system nf 
party govcriiiiu'iit, hut that iiiulor 
modei-ii roiiditinii.s and with the iires- 
ent staff!) of ilrvelopiiii'iit it was the 
l)ost tiling- thai eouhl l)o devised to 
carry out the will of the inujorily. The 
.outstanding virtue of the system, as 
■presented by Mr. Walsh, was that it 
succeeded In bringing .lut the most ca- 
pable men on either side to direct the 
affairs of the iiatli.m. The weaknes.s — 
or the strength — of tlie system was 
that it hrouglit mit the latent hero 
worship of the poojile. and ineviiai)i,\- 
meant that wliieliever jjarty iuul the 
great leader el' men at its head wouki 
win. and lieep on winning until the 
leader di-oppi-d luit or some greater ap- 
peared on tlic otlior side. 
.. The subject evidently proved df 
'considerable interest, and led to an 
'interesting debate, which was .iidned 
Jn bv Rev. Dr. .Syni.ind.^, and .Messr.--. 
Roswell I'-isher, f ,ieut.-( 'i-)l. l-\ \V. llilj- 
bnrd and several others. 

Mr. W. T. I'as,-il. vlec-pr-i-siiient of 
the societv, presiileil, and la-iel'l\- in- 
troduced .Mr. Walsli. Tlie laKei- al 
onee iiluiiged into his snljjeet. ri-iiiarl;- 
Ing that while no abject apologv was 
needed for the existiMiee .if ptditieal 
piirties tli(!ro had been .of late 
a decided undercurrent of opinion in 
faiiada against various forms of party 
political life, which had led to the 
^ormaiion of various "independent" 
.Wewspapera, whcli wnslsterttly neglcet- 
""ed to say' how they would run the 
country apart from tlie iiarly s\-s- 
tcni. 

Mr. Walsh ennteiidiMl lh;it the- party 
system ilid not depeml upon tlie i-x- 
islence of classes \\ iU\ c. intending in- 
teA'sts, as liad been argue-d by (hdd- 
w-in Smilli. Hehliid the whole- sy.-;tem 
was the iinderlyinf,- fact that llu- je n.- 
ple bad reached a sla.ge in the in-ogress 
of civilization where they demanded 
.tho choice a.s t.i who 'cihould govern 
;thp country In vvhIeU they lived. 
J From this Mr. 'Walsh diverged to 
;givo a slietoh.of the i)rogress of con- 



sLiliitioiial gii\-ermiieiil liolh in Kng- 
land and Canada, to show the dlllieul- 
tics that had been encountered from 
tlie time wiien it w;is uei-e.rsary to be- 
head King Charles 1. or imi>ort WSl- 
liani of Orange In order to change the 
government, to the present sy.stcm 
by which a change could bo secured,^ 
by the votes of the people. This lat- 
ter was secured by the voters select- 
ing one or other party leader as head 
of the governmlent, and was naturally 
much easier than the old revolutionary 
method. 

The sei-ret of the existence of party 
government was that there were two 
classes, I hose who wanti.-d to continue 
the existing conditions, and tliose who 
wanted lit eliangc them, and the re- 
sult -ivas that there eould lie but two 
great iiarties hi a slate.

liistory of Great Britain and Canada, 
as well as other parts of tho British 
i^lmpire, where tho party system |of j 
responsible government had attained j 
it.s best growth. 

AValsb, "the 
party system as we Inanv it can prn- 
duce as line a Ihuvi-r as this it is a 
id.-mt worth cultivating, and a s.xstem 
I whose evistenee needs little a|iology."

(Cheers.) Tho day for soft phrnsca 
on these subjects has.gone. .Soclalf re- 
forms — wo are all for sociial'.r.eforms — 
but what we have now to So is !<:o^ ap- 
ply thesO' reforms, noti in'uailettante 
fashion .and ini lndperatlve ' forrn,; but 
In earnest, and we are ■ not to be' de- 
barred when they Involve a sacrlfioa 
of ppr.sonul or class Interest. (Cheers.) 
Tliat Is how you will give strength and 
vigor and vitality to the Empire — that 
Is the true Imperial policy. Scour and 
polish as you like tho outside of the 
cup and platter, what avails it to the 
real strenfjtli of tho ICinplre If your 
licoi)lo at home are weakened and do- 
niorallzed and deelmtitod by tho evils 
to whieli I have referred? (Choors.) 
Tliese are tho motives and tho.se are 
the objiH't.s of the bill:; of our.s which 
llicy have managed Konieliow or otlior 
to prevent from l)ecoming acts — bill.'j 
whicii are familiar to you ail in tlio 
public prints and elsowhnro just now 
— pur KnKli.sh ed\ication bill, our land 
values (Scotland) bill, our Scottish 
■small landholders bill (cheer.s) — which 
have all been summarily rejected or 
. . „ destroyed. That Is why I spolce of 

full share of them. (Laughter.) There I some of those things In Edinburgh, to 



cpiite a swarm of soutli countr.v lo 
<'u.sts (laughter) who have come down 
lluttcring among us, hoping to doviiur 
the preen herb of Scottl.sh Liberalism. 
11 will take- Ihem all their time. 
(Cheers.) The plant is native to tho 
.soil; it Tiever wa.s in so vigorous a. 
condition as it )a nt"tliis moment, and 
it will defy their blight. (Cheers.) 
Mr. Long's Criticism 
Ono of the kindliest as well ks one 
of the bu.«lest of these locust.s Is a 
Iier.sonal friend of mine for whom I 
have a groat regard, Mr. \VaItor Long. 
The other day at invornoss ho gave 
nie a thorougli dressing. (Laughter.) 
Not only did he denounce tho govern- 
ment and myself in round terms, not 
only did ho declare his opposition to 
all my views — which I was very glad 
to liear of, because it convinced mo 
that I was right (lauglitcr>— but he 
said that a long speech which 1 had 
occasion to nialcc about a fortnight ] 
ago in Kdinburgh, at a .Weil attendcil j 
meeting of delegates from all parts of i 
Scotland, was altogether unworthy of | 
the position I occupy a.s the head of j 
the government. He said that I had 
dealt with such matters as legislative 
reforms closely affecting tho well be- 
ing of the Scottish people, the Impedi- 
ments that we . find placed in the way 
of those reforms' by the present dis- 
tribution -of ■pa'rllathe'ntary power; and 
he said that' while I dwelt' upon these 
matters I dismissed with a few brief 
phrases such topics as colonial rela- 
tions and foreign relations, on whlclr 
Mr. Long sald 'the greatness and pros- 
perity of the Empire/ depend. I sin- 
gle out this criticism because there is 
more under It than would appear on 
tlio outside. (I tear, he.ar.) To begin 
with, I think it Is ratlier for me thim 
for my friend Mr. Long to select llio 
subjects \vhicli are most interostiiig 
to niv own countrvmen. (Cheers.) But 
I say that this little incident, this lit- 
tle criticism, is si.gnilie.ant of the fact 
tiiat he and Iiis friends are harping 
on an old strin.g, are still imbued with 
the old spirit, ;irc still pursuing tho 
old tactics with which wo were so 
long familiar when they were In pow- 
er. They would keep their own eyes, 
and, if tlicj' coulil. they would try to 
keep otlier people's eyes, lixed upon 
oxtei-nal questions, and wnuKl li>t 
tilings swing at liome on thi^ old lines, 
except, of course, when, as for in- 
stance in tho case of their own Eng- 
lish education bill and their English 
licensing bill, they could snatch a 
chance blow for privilege and class In- 
terest. fCheers.) 

Social Reforms and Exteri-ial Policy 
I do not underrate tlie Importance of 
external riuestlons; but tin- questions 
which are now clamoring for solution 
■.\Vi- e\-ils v,-Iiieh bi-set our body politic 
at lionin — drunkennes.';, depopulation, 
bad housing, infant mortality, ignor- 
ance — all of them within the range of 
legislation — are all demanding meth- 



Mr. I/oiig's Intense horror. (Laugh 
ter.)' 1 have said that I do not under- 
value tho importance of foreign affairs 
— of, I should rather say, external 
questions. Foreign relations, indeed! 
AVhy, by common consent nevor have 
they been managed with more con- 
spicuous ability and success than by 
Sir Edward Grey. (Ciieers.) AVo have 
thrown our whole energies on the side 
of peace, amity, and arbitration 
(cheers); and if. In face of great dltli- 
culties, and, as wo think, jirejudlccs, 
we have not achieved all that wo de- 
sired, we have at least ilono our best 
and we have loft no doubt upon which 
side in all such qnosllons tlio British 
l)owcr is to be reckoned. (Cheers.) I 
speak of this with particular interest 
tiunght, because 1 have tho pleHs\iro 
o( being supported on the platform by 
niy friend Sir Randal Cremer, who has 
done m,ore and certainly sacrificed 
n^ore in the cause of peace and arbi- 
tration than- any bther. man In this 
country. We are well Justified In dis- 
claiming any Idea of hostility or ag- 
gression towards any of our neigh- 
bors; and as regards the most recent 
incident, the arrangement with Rus- 
sia as to our mutual Interests in Asia, 
I wotild only say that tho formation 
of such an understanding has been for 
many years — certainly for l.'i years to 
my linowledge, because I remember 
certain circumstances that recall that 
lime to me — a part of the avowed 
pcdiey of iho Liberal party; and it is 
an arrangement wliich can only con- 
duce to peace, good feeling, and tho 
;;aving of cost all round. (Cheers.) I 
;uii not so sure that during any part 
of tlie.se 15 years that policy has been 
looked upon with niucli favor by ^Mr. 
Long and his friends. (Laughter.) 

Contrast in Colonial Policy 

I turn now to the British J'^mpiro 
itself. What has this government, 
which is said to ,negiect and estrange 
the colonies, done in that, quarter? I 
do not wish to boast. I wish, to use 
the language of moderation: but It is 
difnoiilt'to apply language of 'modera- 
tion which shall be true to the situa- 
tion. No incident In the whole coloni- 
al history of our country, hot except- 
ing even the great Canadian settle- 
ment, has been more splendid in its 
lesson to ourselves and to the world 
than tho free Institutions given to tlie 
Transvaal and to tlie Orange River 
Colony.' (Cheers.) AVe at least have 
shown that wo know how to consoli- 
date and amalgamate civilized com- 
munities under the British erown. Jlr. 
Long's methods are different. (Laugh- 
tm-.) He first went to war with them, 
and he spent 250 niilllons sterling in 
overcoming resistance. Then, when 
the v.'ar was ended — there was .1. good 
deal f)r doubt at the time, you may 
remember, wlien it did end (laughter) 
— he offered n grudging, half-hearted, 
suspicious partnership; j&nOi. now he 
would consolidate the Empire by set- 



ting all the states within It by the 
ears over tariffs. (Hear, hear.) Mr. 
Long is an ' ardent protectionist, 
(laughter) tariff reformer, prefercn- 
tlallst — one does not know which name 
to choose. These friends of ours on 
the other side of the House, and on 
the other side o£„ the .pledge In polltlcB 
thi o u ghout tho :o6un"tiTrif tiava ' a." j-eftrl- 
0U3 passion fctrirohanglng, tholr. vnatno. 
A man who .ohanges hiS^namo t<)o of t- 
en in .clvllVllfe. la .usually looked upon 
with some degree of susiilclon. 
(Loughter.) I do not know whether 
you follow the affairs of tho London 
county council. Tho Conservative 
party there — those that tlo not wish 
changes, who. If there is to be any 
change, would like to go back a bit 
ratlicr than forward, used to call 
themselves Moderates — a very good, 
respectable name. A\'o all wish to 
bo moderate — ratlier a talcing name 
(bTUghtcr) — but they found that thoy 
did not gel on well with that name, so 
they called tliemselves "Municipal Re- 
fornicra." (Lauglitcr.) So. a protec- 
tionist calls hinise If a "Turlft Beform- 
or." An old verse says: 

A merchant to secure his treasure 

Conveys it In a party name; 
Euphoniia serves to grace niy measure, 
But Chloo is my real Iliime. 

(Laughter.) Mr. Long and his friends 
arc, i suppose, getting on nicely with 
that policy With the colonies. The re- 
sults, so far aa they huve appeared, 
especially in Australia, seem -hardly 
worth the price of puttlner a tax upon 
our untaxed food in this country. 
(Hear.) No, I am quite prepared to 
meet Mr. Long upon any point of 
either British or foreign relations. 
(Cheers.) , 

Tho Government and tho Lords 
But one of the subjects objected to 
In my spgcch was that of tho rela- 
tions between the two chambers of 
tho legislature (cheers), and tho re- 
sult of those relations. I repeated at 
Edinburgh the explanation Which I 
made in the House of 'Commons of 
our proposed way of dealing wltjj that 
great dlffleulty. It is not a revoltitldn- 
ary plan;" it follows constitutional 
methods. "VV'c leave to tho non-elect- 
ed House of Parliament all Its useful 
functions of discussion, comment and 
suggestion — functions, by the way, 
which for tho last 20 years, with a 
short interval of Liberal administra- 
tion, practically were abdicated be- 
cau:je tlie Conservixtives were in pow- 
er. We continue tlic.se functions, \vo 
thinlc it wdse that wo shoidd maintain 
them; wo give opportunity after op- 
portunity of exercising them. We thus 
fall far short of tho celebrated resolu- 
tion passed by our forefathers In the 
House of Commons many generations 
ago, which has ever since governed the 
action of tho House of Lords, which 
debars that House from amending 
money bills; we also fail far short of 
tho recent established practice which 
has been acquiesced in, that any ex- 
pression of condemnation of the con- 
duct of the executive goyornmeat by 
the House of liords need have* 'no ef- 
fect or influence upon the position of 
that government.^ I say, we d^iTpot go 
so far as either .ot those two. exam- 
ples; all ■ive say is that the electors 
must have the last word (cheers), and 
they must in the end bo supreme in 
determining the nature of the bill 
which is to bo submitted for tho as- 
sent of the crown. (Cheers.) That 
is our proposal. . 'We may well be 
surprised at our own moderation. 
(Clicers.) But let me now call your 
attention to a most romarlcablo fact 
that I do not think has been .sulli- 
cicntly noticed. We have had a great 
deal of debate and criticism on this 
subject, and we are bound to have a 
good deal more before we are done 
with it; but up to tliis time not a 
word has been said by any one In de- 
fence of the i)resent system. (Cheers.) 
I say that is a most remarkable fact. 
Search tlio reports of the debates In 
the House of Conunons, sean.'li the re- 
ports of meetings ;ind speeches on 
platforms, search the lucubrations of 
the press even, where you sometimes 
see wonderful things (laughter), you 
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will find no word In defence of the 
present system. But tho pre.-^ont is .a 
system under which we have to 
work. Tho system, therefore, under 
which wo hq.vo to work, by tho mouth 
Of its advocates and on the adVIce of 
its counsel, pleads gtlilty (cheers); no 
one ddfehds it;-.and yet. for 30 years 
puir .political 'pppohents.:have been in 
full pdssiasslon of power and they have 
dono nothing to mend it.' There are 
three arguments, so far as I. can tnakb 
out, used against our proposal. ' In the 
first place, It is said, "What nro you 
doing? You aro going to destroy the 
Second Chamber, you aro going to sot 
up what thoy call" — you will find tiiat 
doctrinaires and doctors aro V(U'y fond 
of long words — "you will bo setting up 
a unicameral system." It .sounds very 
awful (laughter); but it is not true. 
Wo leave tlie Second Cliamber to its 
truest functions unimpaired, advisory, 
corrcotive, and, if you like, dilatory 
(laughter), so af to gain t:me for fuil 
consideration; we leave it with all that; 
wo leavo it with far more, even the 
full powers excreis(>d under a (.'onser- 
vatlvo government, and they sci'iii to 
bo perioctly satisfied wilh that. \Vo 
give them a large opportunily of .-ill 
bnslnossliko considerallon where the 
wisdom and experience wiileli no doubt 
resides in many niemliers of the House 
of Lords can bo brought to bear. The 
theory, of coursei is that tho Lords 
know better than the electors what is 
in the mind of the electors. This gives 
an oppoMunity under our system of 
full enlightenment to the electors, and 
when electors- discover that what they 
thought was their mind was not really 
their mind, they, will no doubt let their 
representatives' In the House of Com- 
mons know it pretty quicldy. (Cheers.) 

Rival Plans' of Reform 

Then the next argument is, "You are 
proceeding on the wrong lino; what is 
wanted is a reform of tho House of 
Lords." A R<'forni of the House of 
Lords can only mean one thing — that 
you should supersede or modify the 
hereditary clement in tho House. 
(Choors.) There is a revolutionary 
projiosal if you like! That jiroposal Is 
revolutionary, differing in that respect 
from our proi)osal, v.hlch is modest 
and moderate. I am quite willing to 
consider plans of reform for the Mouse 
Of Lords, once we have safeguarded the 
rights of tho popular house. (Cheers.) 
But the intention is, 1 fear, to relorm 
and strengthen it so as to be able to 
thwart and overbear the Conmunis. 
That is wliat is really meant, and It is 
the drollest idea ot a constitution I 
over knew. We have tiniong us still, 
1 am glad lo say, a gentleman of great 
and diversified talent — Sir William Gil- 
bert—and lie has given probably as 
much real enjoyment to his fellow- 
countrymen as any oiner man; and liis 
reward Is that his name has been em- 
bodied In th(i language. This is what 
Is called a Qilbertian Idea. It recalls 
nothing to me ^o-much as a German 
medical student's'. .song which I .once 
heard, and which .Jjoro for Its title 
something like this, /fHo'w you make a 
good prescription" . ()8,ugjliter) ; and it 
ran after- this fashlqrbc^ha, first stanza 
brought before youg^patlent who was 
suffering from a fove'rlsh condition, his 
skin dry, and .so forth. Then it says 
wliat he wants is to liave his pores 
opened; therefore, let us give him a 
good dose of so and so In order to 
oj)en his pores; and .so "we make a 
good prescription." (Laughter.) The 
second stanza sets forth that there is 
a danger of openln.g his pores too 
much (laughter), and It that is dono 
he may catch a severe cold, which 
would comi)licate mattr-rs. Let us, 
therefore, sliut ui> Ills iioros a little 
again; let us give lilm a dose of iui- 
otiier stuff for that purjio.-e, and so i 
shall wo writer "a good j)reserii)tion" ; I 
•and so the song goes im jireserlbing a i 
l)olsonous dru.g, and in the following I 
stanza administering an antidote to the j 
poison which has just lieen prescribed, j 
That is tlie only tlung I can tliink of 
as tho moilel for Uiis new Britlsli Con- 
stitution, for think wiiat it amounts to. 
We aro to go on with our elaborate 
electoral machinery mapping out the 



country Into electoral ureas, quarrel- 
ling ab<uit what they shall be, ono man 
ono value, and all tho elaborate and 
stringent, and Homolime.s Incomprohcn- 
slblo, rules as to electoral registration, 
leaving oxponsijs tcj be paid liy the 
candidate or by somo ono good enough 
to pay them .for- him. daughter), nom- 
ination day, -polling day, and all tho 
rest of 'If— we are -to go on .with, that 
which has. no.^othet- purposo on earth 
except to atjeoEtalh' -'as accurately as 
possible the niind- of the country, and 
then so little confidence are we to feel 
oltlier in tho ascertainment of the mind 
or in tho mind' itself- that Wo am now 
not to bo content even with the capri- 
cious and Inofficicnt Chamber wo now 
liavo, but aro to create a brand-new 
senate, wdth tho power to stand out 
against the Commons, which is the 
work of oiu' own hands, and to def.v 
it, and to save us from the mischief it 
would do. (Cheers.) V\'liy, It is too 
absurd for anything. It would be ex- 
celli nt for comic opera. (L.'iugliter.) 
If wo CDuId re\-ive Sii' Arthur Kullivaii 
and enli.'U tlu> help of Sir William Gil- 
Ijert, It woulil be admirable, luit not 
intended for re.-il lile. (Cheer.s.) Tlie 
first thing we have to do, and that is 
what we are going to do (<-lif:ers), is 
lo put the relations of tlie two houses 
on a bu.'uni.'ssllke, true, and stiitesman- 
lilio fooling, and then we may se(! about 
the reforjii of the llous-e of Lords. 
(Cheers.) 

"The Cup lo Full and Ovarfiowing." 

Tho third argument which I shall 
name which is used, the tliirj thing 
that is said and has boon said oxer 
sinco wo began to move In this matter, 
especially since, the resolution jiassod 
in tho House of Commons lust sum- 
mer, is this — "All this. Is iner.3 fire and 
fury, signifying nothing; .the truth is 
that the ■ government party Is at log- 
gerheads" In- Itself, breaking up, quar- 
relling, dls(:ontented." Well, I know 
omethln.g about that (laughter) ; vi;t 
<an stand here smiling, notwitli- 
siaiuiing those dreadful things tliat are 
taking place. But wo are told that, In 
order to cover up pur suffering from 
Uioso divisions of purpose, which are 
non-exi.stent among our ojn^onents on 
tho other side of the Ilou.sc, ci: '..'om- 
mcuis, but which infest us tii .uieh an 
extent (laughter), we are iiieking a 
quari-(^l with the House of Lords, and 
all tliese Bills are only introduced— 
this is the tlieor.v — to provoke this 
quarrel and to fill iiji the cup. The 
\vorst of It is. for this argiunent, that 
the cnj) Is .'uil (laugliter and cheers); 
tho cup is full and overflowing 
(cheers); it was full .about tho time 
that I wont Into 'parliament. Tho re- 
forming party in tlie state, has suffer- 
ed for jears and years \vith more or 
less of patience tlirough this anomaly, 
the Incubus of (his overbearing power. 
(Cheers.) We aro in no need of new 
examples; we have gone on too lonp 
with our struggles (cheers), struggles 
for better laws, struggles which \ve 
kncW must be futile whenever thoy are 
directed' against the , prejudices and 
prerogatives of the class. which sways 
tho Upptr House. (Cheers.) It la no 
mere question, ihark:you; of a meas- 
ure being rejected here, and there. Wo 
can not' ''afford to If'avo "our franchise 
system, our education system, our li- 
censing system, our agrarian system, 
our rating system to their mercy, even 
as our forefathers found It imwise to 
leave our liii.-uu-ial and money system 
at their mercy, ((.livers.)' T'hose are 
matter;; on wliieh tlie weilboing of our 
conslituents, and therefore collectively 
of tile \'.ii()lo nation, depends (cheers), 
;,ind there ought to bo no ambiguity as 
to th(^ ultimate control in the matter. 
(Cheers.) 1 lirmly believe that the 
genm-al sense ot the nation will bo glad 
to see a modillcatlon such as we pro- 
pose in the working of the legislative 
machine, aiul ;in end put to the ano- 
malii's of the ]ireseiit system, which, 
as i have said, aiJiio.ars to lind no one 
to defend it, .-uid 1 further believe, I 
believe in my iKart and cnnseience, 
tiiat in no other ways tlian such as 
these can harmon.v, regularity, ellicl- 
ency, aye, and safety be attained. 
(Loud cheers.) 
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Dr, Stein's Exoedition In Central Asia 



Further cnmmunications have been 
received from Dr. .M. A. Stein, con- 
cerning the progress of his ofllciai ex- 
Jiedition in (.'entral Asi.a, saj's the 
London Times. They are dated from 
-\n-Hlii, in tho northwest of tlie Cliiii- 
eso ])rovince of Kansii. After dr.i- 
patcliing from Abdal a car.-ivan to 
Kasljgar witli must of the arcli,"ie-)l- 
oglcal "fliiils" brought away from tlie 
ancient sites nortli and south of Li'|i- 
nor. Dr. Stein started In the las; v.^e.di 
of Febniary towards tho basis of 
Sha-ohou, better known by jts old 
namd of Tun-huang, on tho western - 

■ ,m.6stf"l3ordor of tho Chinese province; 
,of Kan-su. The route taken Uirongh 
.the^ Intervening desert may claim 
special historical interest. It was the 
same which Marco Polo had follow- 
ed, and by which Six centuries earlier 
Hsuan-.tsang, the great Buddhist pll- 

' grim, had made his way back to China 
from Loii-lan, the prescn-: (~;harkllk. 
Kvor since the second century B.(_'., 
when tho Chinese first extended their 
influence into Turlcestan, this deso- 
late track, close on 350 miles In 
length, had beeh an Important car- 
avan road during successive periods 
of their snpreniaey In tho Tarim 
Basin. Yet for centuries past it had 
been almost ('ompletely forgotten. 
Rediscovered some -5 yoar.s ago, it Is 
just coming rajildly into f.-ivor again 
with traders from Khotan and Kasli- 
gar, probably as a result of tlie com- 
mercial tide attending tho Increased 
prosperity of tho oasis in tho south 
of the great '^I'lirkestan desert. It was 
interesting to note that a. large part 
of tho goods which tliose enterpris- 
ing i)loneers imjiort by this ancient 
Toad to (""atliay rnn.sists of fOngllsh 
f.ibrlcs brought all the way from 
Kashmir on pack Oinimals, Alarjco 
Polo's description of the. route was 
found thorouglUy accurate in all Its 
topographical details. Tho gfounrt 

■ traversed:^ proved of considerable and 
varied gebjgrapWcal interest, more 
than one-third of the route skirting 
this Sborbs of a vast salt-covered lake, 
indicating tho . extent of the Lop-nor 
marshes at a period perhaps not very 
-remote. Beyond,, the dotaljcd survey 
carried along tho route by surveyor 
Rai Ram RIngh showed clearly that 
the wrll-marUed depressions between 
the siojies of the Kuruk-tngh and the 
Altyn-tagh, in which tlm expedition 
moved. ha(l onco served for the pns- 
fiago of the waters of tho Su-lo-ho and 
JTun-huang rivers down to Liop-nor, 



It was soon after emerging from this 
groat depression at a point still live 
long marche.'-. from the edge of the 
Tun-liuang oasis that the expedition 
came upon tho remains of ruined 
watch towers and ;in ancient wall or 
;igger conneeting' them. A variety of 
archaeological indlca.tlons ■ convinced 
Hr. .Stein that they belonged to an 
ancient systeju of frontier defence 
eorres|ionding to the e.xtant "flrea.t 
^VaH" on tin' Kan-su liorder. I)r, 
.Stein ri;turneil in tlu; second lialf of 
March. liy moving llrst to the north 
of the oasis and HUbse(iuently strik- 
ing llie ,'iiiclent Limes by a new route 
througii the desert west of Tunhuang 
ho succeeded In accur.ilely surveying 
Its line right through for ;i distance of 
some 140 miles and exploring tho ruin.s 
of its watch stations, sectional heaU- 
auarters, magazines, etc. From tho 
Chinese records, mostly on wood or 
bamboo, which the excavation of al- 
most every ruin yielded in plenty, he 
was soon able to make certain that 
this lino was constructed at tho close 
of the second century B.C., under tho 
I'hnporor Wu-tl, who commenced 
Chinese expansion into Central Asia 
It appears to have remained regular- 
l.v garrisoned down to tho middle of 
the second centur.v A.D. Dated docu- 
ments ,'ire particularly numerous from 
!i,S n.<'. to atiout LT) A.l)., the time 
v.dien a. perled of internal and exter- 
nal ti-oul)les came lo an (;nd with the 
advent of the seconil I(;in Dynasty. 
There can be no doul>t tliat the main 
piu'i'ose of the Idnies was to guard 
llie terrilcu-y south of tho Kii-lo-ho 
river, wlilcli was Indispensable as .a 
bar;e and a pass.-ige for the Chinese 
irdlitary forces, political missions, etc, 
sent to extend and consolidate Chin- 
ese Influonco In the Tarim Basin and 
further west. The enemy whose ,-it- 
tacks had to be warded off were the 
Hslong-nu, tjie ancestors of those 
Huns who some centuries ' later 
threatened Rome and Byzahtliim. . In 
tho west ho traced the" fortified" Iilmes 
to Its very end, where , after, a; great 
bend to the south-west' its llank rest- 
ed secure*. on extensive salt marshes 
and equally tmpassablo mountain- 
like ranges of drift sand. \ Eastwards 
Ilr. Stoin could follow its lino to tho 
Oasis of An-shl, from virhere It is 
lllsely to have extended to tho present 
Kai-yu-kuan gate of Iho Great Wall. 
Various en.uses have kept those rnlna 
in remarka.ble preservation; the liun- 
dredJ of Inicrlbod pieces of wood, 



bamboo, 'silk, and the mass of miscel- 
laneous antiques have -.lurvived al- 
most uninjured even where covord 
only by the thinnest layer of gravel or 
debris. Sonu.-times a mere scr.-iping of 
the surfacce sufficed to lay bare files 
of records thrown out before the time 
of Chrl.st from tlie office of .-fomo mili- 
tary commander on to a rubblsli heap 
in which oven tho most perishable re- 
miiii^s — .=itray, clothing, etc., looked 
perfectly fresh. 

The Chinese documents, of which 
clo.so an 2,000 wore recovered, refer to 
mattei-s of military jidministratlon, of- 
ten giving exact details as to tho 
strength, movements, etc., of the var- 
ious corps distributed along the border, 
airangements about their aupplies, 
equipment, etc. Others are private let- 
ters addressed ito officers, full of 
quaint actualities, etc., or official re- 
pSVts. Together with the remains of 
quarters, furniture, arms, etc., exca- 
vated they will amply suffice to res- 
tore a ploture of tho life onco led 
along this most desolate of borderts. 
One of the best preserved ruins is 
that of an Imposing magazine form- 
ing a solid block of halls nearly HOO 
feet long. Apart froiii the Chinese re- 
cords, Dr. .SteIn recovoriui very inter- 
esting relics of the traffic once pass- 
ing along \tho line guarded by the 
fjlme.^, In tho form of silk piece.-i In- 
scribed with Indian Brahmi and 
Kharoshthl, and in a number of let- 
ters found carefully fastened, contain- 
ing writing in an early Aram|c script, 
but possibly Iranian .language. Most 
of these turned up aloilg with Chinese 
records of the time of Christ. Can 
they. Dr. Stein nsk.'^, have been left 
behind by early traders from Persia, 
or AVft.itern Turkestan, coming for the 
silk of tho dlst.'int Seres'? These expe- 
ditions kept the expedition busy well 
into May. Dosslcation within hl.storl- 
cal limes has left quite as distinct 
truces In the Tunhuang region a.< 
throughout tlie southern part of the 
Tarim Ba.-iln. One could .-.^cireely ^vish 
for a more accurate guage hy which 
to estlmn'tc the extent of (he physi- 
cal change that has thus taken piaco 
In this part of Asia within most 
chronological limits than this border 
line drawn through' the desert by Chi- 
nese engineers In . the closing years of 
th second ceintury B. C. The wound 
It traversci.9 has remained wholly un- 
touched by the manifold and often 
complex f.actors connected with hu- 
man activity In tho shape of irriga- 
tion, etc., which affect Inhabited 



I areas; ami tliore Is plenty of evidence 
to show that those who laid down the 
line, selected the positions for watch 
stations, etc., Iiad been guided by a 
sharp eye for all surface features and 
their practical advantags. 

The expedition suffered ,'i good d«.>al 
from the dully gale.i and the exiremds 
of tho desert cliniato. Against the Icy 
blasts continuing well into April the 
stoutest furs were no adequate pro- 
tection. On Api-il 1 Dr. Stein still 
registered a minimum temperature of 
7 dog. below zero Fahrenheit. Beforo 
tho month was' ended the heat and 
glare had becomo''Very trying, and 
whenever thfe wind ceased clouds of 
mosquitoes and other Insects would 
come forth from the marches near 
which tlie expedition had to camp for 
the' sake of water to torment man and 
beast. Sc(U-plons also abounded. 
About the archaeolo.gieal labors whi<'li 
have kept I")r. .Stein fully occupied 
since at the old sites t.i the souMi of 
the oasis the briefest r(^fi;rence must 
suffice for the present,-' At th<: Budd- 
lii.st cave temples known as the 
"Halls of 'tlu^ 'PhnusamI Buddhas" they 
revealed a. great st:rles of fine frescoes 
and stucco sculptures going back 
mainly to , tho ,Sth-lOlh centuries of 
our era. Together with abundant 
other remains, they attest vthe highlv 
flourishing condlHon which Buddhi.st 
art and studies Imported from India, 
both through Central A.slan and Ti- 
betan channels, had from an early 
d.-ito uf.talned hero on purely ("Chinese 
soil. The materials collected are so 
ample and varied that they will re- 
quire prohmged labor on the pare of 
several siiecialists. ICverywhere .-ibout 
the oasis he v, fis al>le to ob.scrve the 
far-reaching effeots which tho devas- 
tation and loss of puimlation attend- 
ing tho last, great Mahommedan re- 
bellion have had on the cultivated 
area. Taking Into account tho pre- 
vailing physical condillons, it apjiears 
improbable tliat the lands (lien nli,-in- 
doned to' the desert on the oulsldrls 
of the oasis will over fully bo recover- 
ed for human occupaticm. Again and 
again, Dr. Stein caine upon such ruins 
of recent dale which drift sand Is 
steadily invading. There Is more than 
one "old site" In formation here which 
might well be earmarked for tho 
archaeologist, say, of 4,000 A,D. 

At the time of writing Dr. Stein was 
.starting along the foot of the moun- 
tains towards Su-chou. from where ho 
hoped, if rime and local conditions 
permit, to effect surveys, both along 



the Great W;ill north of Kan-su and 
in llie Nanslian r,-inge southwards, 
during the summer and early autumn. 



The seventeenth volume of "London 
.Statlstii'S," issued yesterday by the 
fjondoii eouiKy council, is a compila- 
tion nf alism-bing interest. Perhaps 
the tabli-s which set fortli the ages at 
which Londoners marry are of su- 
premest interest. 'I'lie gn-at marrying 
ago for botli sexes is from 21 to 25. 
Boy and girl marriages are coinpar- 
atlvely few. Two girls of 15 married 
during the year, one a man of 25 
and the other a man of 30. The 
youngest age at which bgys married 
was 16. There were two of these, one 
marrying a girl of his age and tlie 
other a girl five years his senior. 

Four bachelors did not marry until 
turned 70, and se\-entecn spinsters un- 
til tin-ned CO. In all, 1,<77 bachelors 
married widows, 2,009 widowers mar- 
rieil sjilnsters, and 1,151 widowers and 
^vidows weri; united. 

The total lunnber of marriages for 
the year was ,'in,i;5S (50 more than in 
lilOl), or 1(1.!) per 1,000 of tlie popula- 
tion, as against an avei-agc of 18.7 for 
the i)erlod of 1851-190S, and a rate of 
more than 22 for 1851. — ^London Dnilv 
JIail.

AUTO ROADS IN AFRICA 

Thelp Coiiairuotlon On the Congo for 
V Freight Purposes 

In tho Congo Free State, under tho 
direction of a central automobile de- 
partment, more than a .vcar's work h;is 
liecii dono In the ,conHtruction of siie- 
cial liighway.i and the establislmient 
of tho forerunners of a networlc of 
automoldl(\ freight lines. Tho road on 
Vv-Iiicli work Is lieing most rajiidly 
pushod.^and on the completed portion 
of which freight, la,, now bcinis truns- 
porccd,' will be. the longest ah'd most 
important of these enterprises. It will 
connect the Congo with tho Nile, at 
Be,|;u', only a short distance south of 
I'ondokoro, which Is now reached regu- 
larly hy passenger and freight steam- 
ers from Khartum. 

A\'lien the freight rond Is completed, 
ill about two years, says the Motor 
AV'i)i-ld, the ui^por Congo will have 
;iutiimol)ile, steamboat and rail con- 
Jieeiicuis with the Meiilterranciin, .-i.s 
well as steam ininsiinrtation to tho 
mouth of the (.'ongo and I'kiropc. 

'J'lic starting point Is about GOO miles 
u]) tho Congo above Stanley pool, 
There are some long , stretches .of navi- 
gation where the. Idade^ automobiles 
v/iU bo carried on sh!iaH''iteaniors, but 
the total length of the freight road 
will bo 500 miles. 

The attitude of the natives along 
the Welle Maku tow.'ird tho advanc- 
ing ontcrpri.io Is highly gratifying to 
the authorities. They give ;i hearty 
welcome to the whites-. 'J'he chiefs 
hrivo' complained tluit the carrier ser- 
vice between the Belgian posts takes 
too m.any men from tiioir usutil pur- 
suits :ind the \\-holc re.^'ion is hajipy 
over the fact that the fi-eight road 
win entirely do away with the cara- 
vans of portcr.-i carrying loads on their 
backs for hundreds of miles. 

Manzall, ihe most Important chief 
of this section, on liis ov.'n initiative 
says that if they pay his subjects the 
usual price for wprlc by, the day the 
whites need ■' not', bother themselves 
with the question of labor supply. He 
will provide tho men • and take them 
from the villages near where the road 
is being built. 

Tho entire road will be flrst-class 



for tho ' heavy hauling intended and 
perfect drainage Is being provided at 
every point. For some years tho Gov- 
ernment has been experimenting with 
two or three tj^ies of automobile 
freight carriers. A well Imown Eng- 
lish, machine was finally rejected, 
chiefly on account of its excessive 
weight, ;ind a Belgian wagon, especial- 
ly Ijuilt for tropical service, has been 
ado])ted and is sairi to bo satisfactofj' 
in all resijccts. Tlio only change in 
it which the rci)ort recommends is 
that certain Congo Instead of Euro- 
pean .woods be used.Jn the .cohstruo- 
tlon of Ihe machines now 'building for 
the service.' ' • , ' 

As far hs tHo road is completed tiio 
wagons aro hauling material and sup-, 
idles to the roadbed, giving tho ma- 
cliines '.and the roadbed a thorough 
test. The loaded w.'igons travel at 
the rate of 10 to 12 miles an hour, and 
it is e.\])0cted thtit this will be tho 
a\-ei-age H)ieed between the (."ongo and 
the N'ile wlicn tho Hysteni of highways 
Is com-iiloted and tho traffic Is fully in 
operation. — New ."Xjorw Sun.-,
